EXTRACT FROM THE LATE MR. W. E. GLADSTONE’S 
SPEECH AT NOPMTINGHAM. 


The Times, of September 28th, 1877. 


Let me point to another case with which I am personally 


- acquainted, to show you that wherever primary education is 


loved, the higher education must be loved and taught also. 
I speak of the country of Wales, in which I have the happiness 
te spend a large portion of my time; and there is no part of 
the population of the country—and I say it freely and boldly 
in your hearing—there are few parts which can compete with 
Wales, and there is no part which can exceed it, from one end 
of the island to the other, in the earnest, ardent, and, I may 
say, passionate love for instruction. They are a religious 
people, and a people deeply enamoured of knowledge, and 
what they have done has been done with very little assistance. 
With no assistance at all from any public fund of any kind, 
they have, within the last five or six years, founded a large 
and important College at Aberystwyth. Is it possible for you 
to have a stronger proof that the existence of a love for primary 
education does lead on, and must lead on, to every great effort 
for the establishment of higher education ? 


FORM OF BEQUEST. 


I give and bequeath to the Treasurers, for the time being, 
of the University College of Wales, Aberystwyth, the sum 
of (Free of Legacy Duty) for 
the purposes of the said College, out of such part only of my 
personal estate as may lawfully be bequeathed for charitable 
purposes, and preferabie to all payments thereout ; for which 
Legacy the receipt of the Treasurers, for the time being, of the 
said College shail be a sufficient discharge to my Executors. 


FORM OF BEQUEST OF RESIDUE, OR SHAKE OF 
RESTDUE. 


I give and bequeath all (or if so intended one equal share 
of) the residue of such part of my personal estate as I may 
lawfully bequeath for charitable purposes unto the Treasurers, 
for the time being, of the University College of Wales, Aber- 
ystwyth, for the purposes of the said College, and I direct that 
the receipt of such Treasurers shall be a sufficient discharge for 
the same.

Last year I was able to record an increase in the number of students 
attending classes; this year I have to report a decrease, confined for the 
most part to the Elementary and due, I think, to a lower entry last October 
of Mature Matriculants, who are also candidates for the Ministry. 


Elementary—F¥our students worked diligently, and two, who are 
prospective candidates for Honours in Latin, earned the right to sit for 
Intermediate in September. The remaining four, including two who were 
successful in the examination, were less satisfactory, and failed to maintain 
the promise of the first term. 


Intermediate—The number sitting the examination was the largest 
for very many years and included eight who had been members of the 
Elementary class in 1934-35. The class contained some hard workers, 
but the proportion of passes was not as high as in the previous year, and 
one student only—Mr. Brinley Rees—attained a good standard. 


Subsidiavy.—Although nearly all the candidates were successful 
in the examination, the quality of the work did not rise above the mediocre, 
except in the case of Mr. W. N. Howells, who had been a member of the 
Elementary class a year ago and had qualified in Intermediate in September 
last. This student’s further progress has been very gratifying; unfor- 
tunately, however, although his intention had been to read for Latin 
Honours, he finds himself compelled by the conditions of an outside scholar- 
ship which he holds, to take Honours in some other subject, and so will 
now be lost both to Latin and Greek. 
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Final.—This class calls for no particular comment, apart from the 
promising work of Mr. A. W. McAdam, who should do well in Honours 
next year. 


Honours.—Here both the sessional work and the examination results 
were eminently satisfactory. Mr. D. L. Jenkins, Price Davies scholar, 
who had won First Class Honours in Latin in 1935, amply fulfilled the 
promise referred to in last year’s report, and gained a sound First Class. 
With one exception all his papers were up to a first class standard, while 
his Unprepared Translation showed outstanding excellence. The work 
of Mr. T. E. W. Evans, R. H. Richards Scholar, if not of so high a quality, 
was equally meritorious, as circumstances had compelled him to sit both 
Greek and Latin Honours at the end of the third year. He reached a good 
all round level and approached excellence in his Special Subject. 


I have continued to give assistance to the Department of History 
and throughout the first and part of the second term of the session lectured 
to second year Honours students on the Politics of Aristotle.

The Department remains numerically at about the same strength, 
»and the welcome tendency towards larger classes in the higher grades and 

smaller in the lower grades, which was observed last year, is still maintained. 
Only eleven students, for instance, registered for the Preliminary Class 
} this Session, while the numbers in Final and Honours have risen to fourteen 
and twelve respectively. It has been felt for some years that the Pre- 
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liminary Course is not really achieving its purpose and that the amount of 
time and labour spent upon it is out of all proportion to the results obtained. 
The few students who take advantage of the course are already saddled 
with a full programme of other subjects, and this, coupled with the facts 
that Preliminary Latin does not count as a degree course, and that those 
who take it do so, not from choice, but because it is a subject that has 
necessarily and unexpectedly been imposed upon them by the requirements 
of their various Honours schools, largely accounts for the poor work of the 
class. Further, as it has been observed that students, even after badly 
neglecting their Latin work for a Session, can easily, when they put their 
minds to it, master enough of the subject in the following long Vacation to 
meet the requirements of their Honours schools, it has been resolved that 
after next Session the Latin Department should be freed from the duty 
of providing this Preliminary Course which, after all, is below academic 
standard. 


Intermediate —This class improved as the year advanced. At the 
commencement of the Session it seemed of very poor quality, but—perhaps 
owing to special endeavours to provide it with regular practice in Un- 
prepared Translation—it definitely made better progress than had been 
expected of it. A fair proportion passed the examination in June, and it 
is hoped that with a little more work during the vacation quite a few other 
members will follow suit in September. 


Subsidiary and Final.—Both these classes were solid without being 
brilliant, and, on the whole, worked diligently. In neither was there any 
student of really outstanding merit, and, on the other hand, no member fell 
to a very low standard. With the exception of one student from each 
class who withdrew during the Session, all passed the June examination. 


Honours.—One or two members of the First Year Honours course 
show some promise and nearly all worked assiduously. An improvement 
in the quality of the work of several is greatly to be desired and perhaps 
this will come next Session with greater experience. The students of the 
second Honours year worked well—in fact there was some danger of over- 
work in their case. One member decided, through strain, to postpone 
her examinations till next year. Mr. T. E. W. Evans, the best student, 
deserves to be congratulated on taking Greek Honours at the same time 
as Latin. Although he was warned that it would be difficult to secure 
first class Honours in either subject if he chose to sit them together, he 
pluckily decided to take both and gained a very meritorious Ila in each. 
The other three students gained a Ila, IIb. and a III respectively. 


Post-Graduate.—Mr. A. J. B. Higgins (University Student) has con- 
tinued his research throughout the Session on the Latinity of St. Ambrose 
and hopes to present his dissertation in December. In October, he will 
enter Lancashire College, Manchester, to train for the Congregational 
ministry. ; 


Genevral.—It remains for me to thank my colleagues, Mr. A. M. Duff 
and Mr. A. Hudson-Williams, for their co-operation in the departmental 
work. Mr. Duff has in view a work on Freedmen in Greece to be a com- 
panion volume to his Freedmen in the Early Roman Empire. Mr. Hudson- 
Williams has resumed research in the language and style of late Latin 
poetry, with special reference to Dracontius. The Head of the Department 
had just finished the work in which he was engaged in connexion with the 
forthcoming Oxford Latin Dictionary. 


Altogether it has been a pleasant and successful session.

The work of the Department has proceeded on lines similar to those 
adopted in previous Sessions. The number of students attending the 
Courses was well maintained, and on the whole the results were satisfactory. 


In the course of last Session three students were awarded the M.A. 
degree for research. Miss I. Seaborne, B.A., submitted a thesis on The 
_ Novels of George Meredith, Mr. D. W. James, B.A., one on The Poetry of 
James Joyce, Mr. D. Lowell Jones, B.A., one on Francis Thompson as a 
Poet: and all three were deemed worthy of the higher degree. In addition, 
three students are at present pursuing research in the Department. Miss 
G. Hughes, B.A., is engaged on the dramatic works of Somerset Maughan, 
Miss N. James, B.A., is studying Horace Walpole as a letter-writer, Mr. 
G. Lewis, B.A., the influence of Zola on English literature; and good 
progress has been made by each student. It is with pleasure that I record 
the recent appointment by the Colonial Office of Mr. Lewis I. Lewis, M.A., 
formerly a student in the Department, as an Education Officer in Malaya. 


The Honours Class this year attained a good average level, though 
fewer in numbers than usual. Some ten students entered for the Course ; 
two retired through ill-health, and at the Degree examination eight were 
awarded Honours. Mr. J. Rogers obtained a good First Class. Five 
‘students were placed in Class II. (Div. I.), and two in Class II. (Div. II.). 
The achievement of Miss M. Hewlett, a blind student, in obtaining Class II. 
(Div. I.) was specially notable ; while the work of Mr. Garfield Hughes, who 
obtained the same Class was also excellent. He had previously been 
awarded First Class Honoursin Welsh: and he, together with Mr. J. Rogers, 
gives evidence of considerable scholarly ability. 


The First Year Honours Class was of a promising quality, It num- 
-bered twelve students ; and all, with one exception, completed a satisfactory 
year’s work. Worthy of special mention were Miss M. C. Jones and Miss 
M. P. B. Thomas. 
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At the Final (Pass) stage out of 43 who sat the examination, 39 were 
successful, the work of I. Jones, T. D. Lewis, B. Rees, and R. R. Roberts 
being of outstanding quality. At the Subsidiary stage out of 7] candidates, 
58 passed the College examination, the best work being submitted by M. 
James, and D. Morgan. At the Intermediate stage out of 35 candidates, 
26 completed the Course, the work of Miss R. Williams, Miss G. M. T. Jones, 
and Miss O. G. Jones being worthy of mention. 


As in previous years the teaching in the Department has been supple- 
mented by short Courses of Lectures, given by Professor Barbier, and Mr. 
David Evans on French Tragedy and German Tragedy respectively, which 
were much appreciated. During his recent visit to the College, Professor 
Mims, of the Vanderbilt University, Tennessee, delivered a special lecture 
on Browning to the Department, and was warmly welcomed. 


My best thanks once again are due to my colleagues in the Department, 
Miss Winstanley, Mr. Earnshaw, and Mr. Palmer, for their loyal and valu- 
able assistance in all branches of the work during yet another Session.

Taken as a whole, the work done and success achieved this year were of 
average quality, but quite satisfactory. Except at the Subsidiary stage, 
the numbers attending the various classes were smaller. The work was 
conducted on lines similar to those followed in previous years. 


Intermediate Stage-—There was a larger proportion of “ mature 
matriculants’’ this year than last year. Although the members of this 
class attended lectures regularly and took an intelligent interest in their 
studies, their achievement on the whole was not of a very high standard. 
The older members as usual found it difficult to express themselves under 
examination conditions, and consequently their standard in examinations 
was not as high as that of their weekly essays and translations. The best 
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students were Miss Carys Tydfil Morgan, Miss Rhiannon Williams, Mr. J. 
Spencer Lloyd Evans and Mr. D. Trefor Morgan. Two other students, 
Mr. D. Handel Harries and Mr. Thomas Isfryn Davis, did commendable 
work. 


Subsidiary Stage.—The class this year was the best for three or four 
Sessions.

This MS. has never hitherto 
been published, probably because parts of it are difficult to read, and 
thus the importance of the MS. for the proper study of Dafydd ap Gwilym 
was rather overlooked and the study of the poet suffered. 


The second volume of the Celtic Grammar left in MS. by the late 
Professor Baudis of Wratislaw is now nearly ready for the printer and I 
hope it will be in the printer’s hands before the end of the summer vacation. 


During the Session I have copied four Twelfth and Thirteenth Century 
MSS. of the laws of Hywel Dda from the British Museum and the National 
Library of Wales preparatory to a detailed and comprehensive study of 
these documents which are so important for the proper study of Celtic 
social history.

The work of the department was carried on the lines established 
some years ago. The same importance was given to the tuition of students 
in small groups and to seminar work; again inadequate staffing, bad 
accommodation and absence of equipment adversely affected the efficiency 


of the department. 


= The great majority of the students took a keen interest in their studies, 
and made very satisfactory progress. 


Seven students read for Honours in French. One was prevented by 
illness from taking the degree examination. Of the other six, two obtaimed 
a first class, one was placed in the first division, and two in the second 
division of the second class, and one was given a third class. 


Four were granted the Certificate of Oral Proficiency, the standard 
of which is, and in my opinion should be, maintained considerably higher 
than that of the oral test which forms part of the Honours examination. 


Four students who pursued last session the first year of the Honours 
course were appointed last October English Assistants in French Lycées 
or Normal Colleges by the French Minister of National Education. They 
will pursue the second year of their Honours course at Aberystwyth next 
session . 


Miss Jessie Elizabeth Edwards, who graduated with Honours in French 
im June, 1935, acted this session as Research Secretary to my colleague 
Professor Paul Yvon of the University of Caen. She was the fifth young 
graduate from this department whom Professor Yvon chose to help him in 
his research work. 
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Six students who had just pursued the first year of the Honours course 
in French were given Travelling grants by the College last June. Six 
again have just been awarded similar grants, and arrangements have been 
made for their stay abroad this summer. 


Mr. Sydney Herbert was kind enough to deliver during the first term 
a short course of lectures to students of this department on the historical 
background of French literature in the xvilith and xixth centuries, and I 
have pleasure in expressing our thanks to him for these lectures which were 
much appreciated and proved to be of great help.

Experiments are in hand on combined electric and pneumatic recording 
with Kymograph for the purpose of accurate study of intonation. 


In August, 1935, I attended the Second International Congress of 
Phonetic Sciences at University College, London, as Delegate for Aber- 
ystwyth. Among the papers read there was one by M. André Classe, 
former Assistant at Aberystwyth, and a keen student of Experimental 
Phonetics.

The large Intermediate Class, although very conscientious and diligent, — 
did not on the average reach as high a standard as usual. Some students, 
_ however, showed great linguistic ability and made excellent progress. 


The Subsidiary Class worked consistently well and there are a few 
very promising Honours students among them. Some, whose performance 
in class and examination deserve mention, are Iola Morgan, Rhiannon 
Williams and Mary Oakley Morris. 


In the Final Class three students failed to satisfy the examiners ; the 
others achieved a very creditable standard. One student, who had failed 
in June, 1935, sat the examination externally. 


| The Honours Class worked very steadily and with meritorious diligence 
_ throughout the session, and in the Sessional examination, Miss Joan Evans 
| and Mr. J. C. Courtman were placéd in the First Class; Mr. Adler in the 
First Division of the Second Class; and Miss Skenfield in the Second 
Division of the Second Class. Mr. Courtman is returning to pursue the 
Honours course in Music next year. Mr. Gronow, who was placed in the 
First Class iast year, gained another First Class in Philosophy this year. 


During the Session, four theses were submitted, and M.A’s. were 
awarded to the following old students of the department :—Mr. Leslie 
| Morgan, Mr. Handel B. Edwards (with distinction), Mr. Edgar Hiraethlyn 
_ Jones, and Mr. Tom Pugh Williams. Three other old students of the 
. department are working steadily on their theses and may present their 
_ research next session. 


We record with sorrow the death of Miss Hermia Rees at the beginning 
ofthe Summer Term. She had been an Assistant Lecturer in the department 
for over 20 years. Her brave personality will be greatly missed. 
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Mr. Handel B. Edwards and Dr. Th. Jolles have been most helpful 
and loyal throughout the session, inside and outside the lecture room. 
The department owes a great deal to their enthusiastic co-operation. 


Mr. Tom P. Williams, a distinguished old student of the College, will 
take the place of Miss Hermia Rees on the staff of the department. Mr. 
Williams gained, during his college career, First Classes in French and 
German, the Foyle Prize, the Rendel Medal, the Diploma in Education, and 
a University Studentship for two years. He spent most of the two years in 
Germany at the Universities and the Libraries of Bonn and Munich. He 
pursued several courses of lectures during these years and submitted this 
June for his M.A. an excellent piece of research work on “‘ Germany’s rela- 
tions to France in drama and criticism between 1870 and 1890.’’ Mr. 
Williams will be welcomed back as a colleague.

The number of students registered in the Department at the beginning 
of the Session was 23 smaller than last year, the entire decrease falling at 
the Intermediate stage: the numbers in the other classes were exactly 
the same as last year. The Intermediate class was not only the smallest, 
but also the weakest that I have encountered in Aberystwyth. It was 
therefore fortunate that, beginning with this session, the lectures and 
syllabus of the Intermediate class have been differentiated from those of 
the Subsidiary course. The new Intermediate course (British History from 
1066 to 1760) is much better suited to the capabilities of the students, being 
more limited in scope and reading, and more easy to comprehend. More- 
over, by introducing a little essay work we have been able to help some of 
the weaker students to a better understanding of what University work 
means. Even so, the performance of the class was not good, and it is 


quite clear that the problem of the unsatisfactory nature of the students’ | 


work at this stage is the result of complete failure to understand that 
University work demands independent reading and independent thought. 
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The defect can only be remedied by increasing the amount of essay work, 
which we have decided to do next session. The map work of the class 
improved appreciably after severe pressure on our part. 


The Subsidiary class also was required to do a little essay work during 
the session, and this may help to explain the fact that the average level 
of the work of the class was appreciably better than last year. The number 
of failures was relatively smail, and it is pleasing to note that the number of 
weak passes was much lower than usual. Even more significant, the group 
of intending candidates for Honours in History did not, in the Sessional 
Examination, monopolise the first six or eight places in the list, as has 
invariably been the case hitherto, and much good work has been done by 
students who intend to proceed to Honours in other subjects. The essay 
work was very well done, and we propose to increase it again next session, 
as it obviously helps the students to learn to read and to think for themselves. 
The map work showed considerable improvement during the session. The 
group of students proposing to enter the Honours course in History next 
session was once more sixteen in number, and much good work has been 
done by some of these candidates. There were few weaklings among them, 
and even when these have been weeded out, we are left with a first year 
‘Honours group for next session of between twelve and fourteen students, 
considerably the largest entry at this stage during the last seven years. 


The Final class was again unusually large; but the new help brought 
to my department by the appointment of Mr. E. Jones Parry as Lecturer 
in Colonial History has at last enabled us to do what ought to have been 
done years ago, and to divide the Final class into small groups meeting 
weekly for the writing of regular essays and the discussion of problems 
arising from them. This has enabled us to reduce the number of lectures 
attended by each student from six to four weekly. For the first time we 
are now able to offer our Final students a training genuinely worthy of the 
nhame of a University degree course: they have read independently, have 
had good practice in expressing their ideas in writing and in criticising 
others or defending themselves, and they are learning some independence 
of mind. The system is new at this stage, and there is much room for 
improvement: but already there has been an enormous improvement in 
the quality of the work done at this stage. We have been able to raise 
appreciably the standard of the Final examination, without increasing the 
number of failures, and, most pleasing of all, we have greatly reduced the 
number of weak passes and have obtained excellent work throughout the 
session from the better students in this class. An interesting feature of the 
new course is the Special Period in American History 1783-1877, given by

| The First Year Honours Group contained a rather long tail, the amputa- 
_ tion of most of which by the drastic operation of Final examinations (in other 
subjects as well as in History) has left us with a fairly promising, though 
_ slightly smaller group than usual as candidates for Honours next year.

The Second Year Honours Group as a whole was much the weakest 
| I have known, having an unusually high proportion of mediocre students 
who were placed in the lower second or the third class. Excellent work, 
| however, was done by Miss Enid Vaughan Williams, whose uniformly first 
. class work in the examination led the External Examiners to ask me to 
congratulate her formally on their behalf. Miss Williams has been awarded 
. the new £50 scholarship allotted by the University to the College for training 
graduates for entry into the Civil Service and other professions.

Geneval.—The chief matter of general interest arising from the session’s 
work is that the Intermediate and Subsidiary classes show the need of 
regular essay work for the Pass students, and the success of the new Final 
course shows how effective that method can be. It is the only way in 
which the modern Universities can ensure that their Pass students, on the 
Arts side, shall be worthy of the name of University graduates, and the 
University Grants Commission has stressed this aspect of the need for 
expansion. The mere handing in of an essay once, or even twice, a term 
can do a little good in large classes, but only very little, for the lecturer 
cannot mark within a few days, and discuss with the students the points 
arising out of their essays: nor can there be any discussion of these points 
amongst the students themselves in large classes of 50 or more. The 
problem will be solved only when we can break up the large classes into 
small essay groups on the Honours and Final model. This is not possible 
without addition to the present staffing of the department, as the arranging 
of five new essay classes at the Final stage imposed a very heavy burden 
on the staff this session, and the arranging of occasional essays for Sub- 
sidiary and Intermediate students added to the load. Another assistant- 
lectureship would be necessary to extend the system of essay classes down 
to the Subsidiary and Intermediate stages, and as that is at present im- 
possible to obtain, we shall continue, with slight extensions, the methods 
aud arrangements operated during this session. 


Researvch.—Mr. R. K. J. Grant, B.A., working on “‘ The Administra- 
tion of the Royal Forests of England in the Thirteenth Century,’’ has made 
very good progress in his work, which promises so well that he has been 
awarded the Keeling Research Scholarship (450 for one year) and has de- 
cided to extend his thesis as a Ph.D. instead of an M.A. subject. Mr. F. R. 
Lewis, M.A., working at Oxford under Professor Powicke, has almost com- 
pleted his D.Phil. thesis on ‘“ The Administration of the Diocese of Cologne 
in the Thirteenth Century,’’ and Professor Powicke writes in very warm 
terms of the work he has done. I have very encouraging reports of 
the work of Mr. I. J. Sanders, M.A., working under Professor Powicke 
on “‘ The Meaning of the term ‘ Barony’ in the Twelfth and Thirteenth 
Centuries >; of Mr. A. J. Roderick, M.A., working under Professor 
E. E. Power at the London School of Economics, and the Institute of 
Historical Research on certain problems of agrarian tenure in Hereford- 
shire ; and of Mr. A. Lewis, B.A., working under Professor E. F. Jacob at 
Manchester on the Legate Ottobuoni and his visit to England (1265-7). 


I have to thank very warmly for their valuable help and co-operation, 
Mr. E. D. T. Jenkins, Mr. J. Morris, and Mrs. L. Vranek, who have provided 
special courses for my second-year students, and Professor E. A. Lewis for 
his share in the Final course—a greatly increased share, thanks to the 
re-organisation of that course. Four of the nine second-year Honours 
students took the optional course in the Department of International 
Politics under Dr. Vranek, whose close co-operation has been especially 
valuable. Dr. E. Jones Parry, lecturer in Colonial History in the Depart- 
ment of International Politics, has taken over two of the principal lecture- 
courses in modern history at the Final stage, and has conducted a class for 
the First Year Honours students and an essay-class for Final students. 
His coming made possible the fundamental re-organisation of our Final 
course, and for that in itself we would necessarily have been most grateful : 
but we owe a much more personal debt of gratitude to Dr. Jones Parry, 
whose co-operation could scarcely have been more complete and successful 
during this session had he been a member of the Department of History. 
We look forward to the continuance of this relationship. To Mr. S. H. F.

Johnston and Mr. Sydney Herbert, as last year, I owe more thanks than I 
can express, for help of a whole-hearted, and never-failing kind, and for an 
understanding which makes possible the fullest co-operation, despite the 
heavy demands which I make of them. 


Extra-Deparimental Activities —Mr. S. H. F. Johnston lectured to the 
South-West Wales branch of the Historical Association at Carmarthen in 
February on “ Genealogy and History’’; Dr. Jones Parry lectured at 
Coleg Harlech on “‘ Sanctions’’ in December; delivered a University Ex- 
tension Lecture Course of 12 lectures on International Affairs at Llandrin- 
dod, and will lecture on International Organisation at the Coleg Harlech 
Summer School in August. Mr. Herbert gave a short course of lectures in 
the French Department, on modern French History, four lectures, under 
the Interchange scheme, on American economic history in the Department 
of Economics at the University College of North Wales, Bangor, and has 
also conducted week-end schools for the Workers’ Educational Association at 
Swansea, Llanelly, and Risca. I have lectured to the Walsall Branch of 
the Historical Association, and gave the address at the Speech Day of the 
Wolverhampton Municipal Secondary School. 


Visiting Lectuveyvs.—Professor A. H. Dodd, Professor of History in the 


| University College of North Wales, Bangor, gave four lectures under the 


University Interchange system in my department on the “ Religious Back- 
ground of the History of England and Wales in the Sixteenth and Seven- 
feciivae Centuries, and) lectured to the- Historical Society. Dr. G..G.- 
Coulton, M.A., D.Litt., of St. John’s College, Cambridge, lectured to the 
Historical Society on “‘ Medieval Schools and Universities.’’ The Historical 
Society had a successful and active session, and as usual, played a very 
useful part in the social life of the History School. 


The Council of the Historical Association of England and Wales has 
decided to organise a number of Vacation Courses in Historical Revision 
for secondary school teachers and other historical specialists. It has decided 
to locate the courses in Aberystwyth, and has asked me to direct and or- 
ganise the School for Easter 1937. Four seminars are to be conducted ; 
Mr. Herbert has undertaken that on Post-War International Relations and 
I shall undertake that on Feudalism. The aim of the School will be to 
enable teachers to keep themselves up-to-date in the more important 
aspects of historical study, by enrolling them in small seminars studying 
well-defined and important topics under the guidance of acknowledged 
specialists in the various fields. It is hoped that about 50 members 
will be enrolled, and if the venture succeeds, the Council of the Association 
proposes to make the Vacation School at Aberystwyth a permanent feature 
of the training available for teachers of History in England and Wales.

Degree Courses in Welsh History.—Seventeen students regularly 
attended the lecture and seminar classes on “ Wales under the Tudors’’— 
one of the alternative courses offered as in previous sessions at the Final 
stage in the department of History. The group worked well and earnestly 
throughout the Session, and with a few exceptions did very creditably in 
the University examination in June. Work of really high merit was 
presented by Mr. W. J. Evans, Mr. John Evans, and Mr. A. J. Jones,— 
three Pass students who would, I think, have done creditably at the Honours 
stage. At the beginning of the Session, five Honours students in Econ- 
Omics pursued the course on “‘ The Economic History of Wales during the 
nineteenth century.’’ Of these one abandoned his Honours scheme quite 
early in the Session, and of the remaining four, two (after satisfactory work 
throughout the session) were prevented by ill-health from taking their 
University Examination. Of the two who actually sat the examination, 
Mr. W. Idris Williams showed commendable promise. 


Posigraduate Work.—Two classes were held weekly for instruction in 
Palaeography. Mr. R. K. J. Grant, a post-graduate student in the History 
department, made excellent progress. Mr. J. Vyrnwy Davies, B.A., com- 
pleted his scheme of study on “ The Diocese of St. David’s during the 
first half of the eighteenth century,’’ and was awarded the degree of M.A. 
in January, 1936. At the same time, an extra-mural research student of 
the department, Mr. T. S. Williams, B.A., was granted the M.A. degree 
for his dissertation on ‘“‘ Richard Vaughan, the second Earl of Carbery 
(1600-1686).’’ Mr. Oswald Beynon, B.A., a holder of a Sir John Williams 
Research grant, made marked progress with his investigation of the history 
of “‘ The Lead Industry in Cardiganshire from 1700.’’ He has already 
completed an intensive examination of the relevant sources at the National 
Library of Wales, and through the kindness of Mrs. Powell, was also allowed 
access to the important mining data contained in the private estate archives 
at Nanteos. Some results of his researches Mr. Beynon published during 
the session in an interesting contribution to the Transactions of the Cardi- 
ganshire Antiquarian Society (Vol. XI. pp. 30-50), and in other various 
articles to the local Press. 
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Personal Research Work.—At the Public Record Office, London, I 
continued my work upon a Calendar of the Early Chancery Proceedings 
concerning Wales, which I hope -to complete during the coming vacation 
for publication by the Board of Celtic Studies. At the National Library of 
Wales, Icompleted a detailed survey of the Manorial Court Records in the 
Powis and Wynnstay Collections.

The position of the department of Philosophy in relation to the other 
departments remains anomalous. It is one of the few departments, if 
not the only one, in which the very best student must begin from the 
Intermediate stage and in which an Honours candidate is expected to 
spend four years over his course. Moreover, the subject is not taught in 
secondary schools, where a great part—much too great a part, as most 
people believe—of the student’s university course is decided upon. In 
consequence of these facts, it is difficult for the department to get its 
fair share of the best students. In 1935-6 only four of the newcomers 
had taken the Higher Certificate, and we managed to maintain our numbers 
only because many students who were already well advanced on their courses 
found the need for some training in Philosophy. In the past Philosophy was 
definitely protected and almost all Arts students were compelled to: pursue 
the Intermediate Course. To-day it is not so, and there is no desire to 
return to the old system. But that the study ought to be protected in 
some way remains true. Philosophical training of some sort or other 
should be part of the equipment of every good university student. 


On the whole the work of the year was very satisfactory, especially 
so amongst the higher classes. 


Intermediate —A mixed class with four or five bright students. 
Subsidiary.—A few promising students, but many mediocre ones. 


Final.—This was an unusually good class of twenty-two, of whom 
twenty were successful in the examination. Some dozen of these were very 
able men and took a real interest in their work. Amongst these also were 
the First Year Honours group, which worked satisfactorily, taking an 
extra course in metaphysics. 
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Honours.—This class consisted of five students. J. W. Gronow 
managed to gain a First Class, and so completed the “ double first,’’ having 
already been granted a Firstin German. His work was highly satisfactory. 
C. H. Douglas Jones and D. V. Galloway took Seconds in the first division, 
and E. Gwyndaf Evans and D. C. Jones Seconds in the second division. 
There were no thirds. Mr. Douglas Jones proceeds to St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, and Mr. Galloway to Salisbury College. The other three return 
next year to Aberystwyth. 


School of Reseavch.—There were no registered members of this school 
this year, but we were in touch with one or two of our past students who 
continued their researches away from Aberystwyth. During the course 
of the year, Mr. H. V. Morris Jones submitted a dissertation for M.A. 
entitled A comparison between the teachings of Spinoza and McTaggart on 
Immortality. It was an excellent piece of work, and Mr. Jones was given 
the degree with distinction, a well-deserved honour. For this work Mr. 
Jones has been granted the Brough Prize by the University. 


The Philosophical Society continued to attract good attendances, 
the papers being invariably followed by lively discussions. Our special 
visitor this year was Mr. Michael Foster, Junior Censor of Christ Church, 
Oxford. We are grateful to Mrs. Guthkelch for putting the Drawing Room 
of Alexandra Hall at our disposal. 


During the course of the year all three members of staff have lectured 
outside coilege on various occasions. We recognise that this is the duty 
of teaching members, particularly, perhaps, of this department, and regret 
that time has not permitted us to increase the amount of lecturing outside 
college. Dr. Davies has continued his very successful work with an extra- 
mural group at Dinas Mawddwy. 


I am deeply grateful to my colleagues, Dr. Davies and Mr. Britton, 
for their splendid co-operation throughout the year. The spirit within 
the department is excellent and has enabled us to enjoy a very satisfactory 
session.

Lately, several ex-students of the department, working as teachers, 
have written asking for advice and suggestions as to how they shall use 
the cinematograph and for information as to what apparatus and films 
are available. The importance of the cinematograph as an educational 
medium is being increasingly recognised, and progressive authorities in 
Great Britain are acquiring apparatus. Some years ago the department 
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purchased 9.5 apparatus and films and made some of the earliest tests of 
its possibilities. Later, it arranged for the visit of the educational director 
of one of the large distributing firms to demonstrate apparatus and films. 
While we feel that this work should be extended and made a regular 
feature of the training course, we realise that to do so adequately is im- 
possible with the resources and accommodation at our disposal. In 
the coming year, a special lecture and a lecture-demonstration of simple 
sub-standard apparatus will be arranged, and, should developments within 
the department permit, these facilities will be extended. We have also 
hired films and borrowed a projector for demonstrations in Dr. Ernest 
Jones’s part of the Hygiene Course. Meanwhile, we have had the advantage 
of Mr. Edwards’ experiments in this direction with the Urdd Gobaith Cymru. 


We continue to owe much to members of the staff of other departments 
for help in the teaching of special subjects and I cannot speak too highly 
of the co-operation of my colleagues in the department.

Progress of Classes. 


| The number of students pursuing the various courses in the department 
has been maintained at the relatively high level reached within recent 
years. The subsidiary class, as the results show, was not up to the usual 
level of competence. As this class is used as a testing point for those who 
desire to proceed to further economic studies, there will be some reduction 
in the number of those taking the Final class next year. The present 
large Final class has a distinctly good record and many of its members: 
have built up a useful background for further study. Of the alternatives 
offered at this stage, 46 students took the economics group, four Economics 
and Politics, four Agricultural Economics, and 25 took the course in Econ- 
omic Statistics. 
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The Honours class numbered 14, of whom |{ were candidates for 
Honours in Economics and Political Science, one was a candidate for 
Honours in Economics with Agricultural Economics, one was a research 
student in Agricultural Economics and one was a student who was com- 
pelled to retire during the second term. Of the 11 who took the Honours 
group, two were placed in Class |, five in Class II., Division I., two in 
Class II., Division II. ; two were unfortunately compelled to retire through 
illness from the examination. The student taking Economics with Agri- 
cultural Economics was placed in Class I. Of those attaining a first class 
standard, Mr. Barrie Nicholas Davies should be mentioned as a student 
of special ability and promise. He has been awarded in open competition 
the Stanley Jevons Studentship in Economics of the University of Man- 
chester. This is a well-deserved honour and every good wish will go with 
him for the success of the research work which he undertakes next Session 
in Manchester. Mr. D. Eyron Thomas deserves commendation for the 
very high level of competence in his work ; within the field of Agricultural 
Economics, Mr. Wibberley had an excellent record and should develop 
into an able Agricultural Economist. I may also be allowed to mention the 
only woman student in the Honours group, Miss Eirwen Owen, Class II., 
Division I., who has now been appointed to a post within the field of 
social organising. It is perhaps natural that few women students should 
proceed to honours in Economics at this College, but one may point out 
that such courses in many Universities are the regular avenue by which 
women proceed to posts in the ever-widening field of social organisation 
and administration. Provided that the numbers are kept within reason- 
able limits, there is no reason why this channel should not be more widely 
used at Aberystwyth and that our women graduates should share in posts 
available within the field of social service. 


Four post-graduate students have been in touch with the Department 
throughout the year. Of these Mr. Maelgwyn Davies, B.A., has presented 
his thesis upon “ Retail Traders’ Buying Associations,’’ and has been 
recommended by his examiners for the degree of M.A. His study included 
original material and he may be said to have broken new ground in this 
work on a special phase of commercial organisation. In addition, Mr. 
Oswald Beynon (Class I. Economics, 1935) continues his work as a Sir 
John Williams Scholar under Dr. E. A. Lewis, within the field of Welsh 
Economic History and is now joined by Mr. Elwyn Evans (Class I., Econo- 
mics, 1935), who has been awarded a Sir John Williams Scholarship. 


Staff. 


Mr. Percy George has conducted during the present Session a special 
course of 16 lectures on Statistical Methods open to other than students 
of the Economics Department. This class has had a membership of 25 
drawn from different scientific departments. If this course meets with 
continued support and interest, it may become desirable to establish it 
upon a regular basis. Mr. J. H. Morris visited Cardiff under the scheme for 
the interchange of College lecturers, and delivered a cours; of lectures upon 
the textile industries in the early 19th century. 


The Department received a welcome visit from Dr. Werner Bruck, 
Visiting Professor of the University College of South Wales and Monmouth- 
shire. He lectured upon certain phases of German economic develop- 
ment both to the honours and final classes ; he also spoke to the Economics 
group upon the methods of teaching economics in German Universities. 
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General. 

In former reports to the Court of Governors, I have called attention 
from time to time to certain salient features in the development of economic 
and social studies in the College. This seems a very suitable occasion to 
refer to the close connection which has always existed between the depart- 
ment of Economics and Political Science and the department of Inter- 
national Politics. It has been recognised on both sides for several years that 
a re-adjustment of the Politics courses at the Final and Honours stages 
is now overdue in the interests of the students and of the College. The 
precise form which this readjustment may take need not be suggested 
here, but I desire to express the view once more that a most valuable con- 
tribution to the joint curriculum would be made by the inclusion within 
the courses given by the Department of International Politics of some 
regular and systematic treatment of Political Theory; it is an obvious 
basis for much of the higher teaching work in that department; it is a 
valuable subject in itself and it appears to be the easiest avenue by which 
the department of International Politics can link itself on to the regular 
undergraduate work of the departments of Economics and History. 


The other issue of some interest and importance is the growing ten- 
dency to emphasize the need for trained men in local administrative services. 
While this has not as yet resulted in any considerable number of posts 
being open to men who have been trained in public administration in 
University courses, yet there is a possibility of development. The presence 
in this College of departments of Law, History, and Economics, should 
permit of the creation of very useful curricula in public administration for 
suitable students desirous of entering the service of municipalities and 
local authorities; attention is now being given to this question; much 
depends upon how far large authorities are prepared to give recognition 
to such forms of training. Such courses are already in being at a number 
of Universities. 


To Mr. George and to Mr. J. H. Morris I wish to express my indebted- 
ness for their help in training so large a body of students. My sincere thanks 
are also due to my colleagues for their co-operation ; to Dr. E. A. Lewis 
for his work on Welsh Economic History ; to Dr. and Mrs. Vranek for their 
assistance with the Politics courses ; and to Professor A. W. Ashby for his 
special course on Rural Social Organisation.

Undergraduate Lectures——The usual lecture courses in International 
Relations and Comparative Government were given. In the case of the 
four students taking Honours in History (and who had not previously 
taken the Final Economics optional courses in Politics), an experiment 
was made, in that they pursued the Final course of lectures in International 
Relations, supplemented by a fortnightly Seminar where papers, based 
upon reading of League documents and other sources, were read and dis- 
cussed. For the work of the one student taking Honours in Economics, 
the tutorial method was adopted. 


M.A. Degvee.—One candidate, Miss A. D. Hooper, B.A., was awarded 
the degree of M.A. for a thesis on “‘ The activities of the League of Nations 
in relation to the traffic in opium and other dangerous drugs, in particular 
emphasising the illicit traffic as a significant factor in the situation.’’ 
Professor C. A. W. Manning, of London University, acted as External 
Examiner and conducted an oral examination in Aberystwyth. 


Departmental Librvavy.—A special grant was made to cover expenses 
in binding documents this year. The number of books and documents 
acquired increases steadily, and the available space is practically exhausted. 
The Department has throughout had the services of the competent clerk- 
librarian, Miss J. E. Morris. 


In November, 1935, Dr. J. F. Vranek was given leave of absence 
in order to take up the position of secretary in the Section of International 
Relations at the International Institute of Intellectual Co-operation (League 
of Nations) at Paris.

i. (a) The Arts students pursuing the various stages comprised 
under I (a) above were of average standard, their progress being due to 
steady application rather than to any special gift for the subject. 


In the Final B.A. group, however, one student, Mr. Raymond 
Roberts, proved a welcome exception. His work throughout the session 
showed much promise and his papers in the June examination were specially 
commended by the External Examiner, Dr. Kitson. Next session, Mr. 
Roberts intends taking Honours, in which he should secure a high place. 


(ob) In the Faculty of Music, there was one student in the Inter- 
mediate Class who made steady progress which, if maintained, should 
enable him to complete the remaining stages in the prescribed time. 
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The student who sat the Final B.Mus. in June—Miss Gwen 
Davies Parry—attained a pass standard in her paper work and had her 
Exercise, a string quartet, accepted. 


(c) Four students pursued the Diploma Course in Music—two 
first year and two second year. The latter satisfied the requirements 
of the final examination and were awarded the Diploma in Music. 


2. Forty-two students of the Training Department took the several 
courses arranged to meet the requirements of students in the Elementary, 
Ordinary and Supplementary stages. The gratifying feature here was 
the increase in the number of students who took Violin as their practical 
subject. Out of a total of twelve violin students, about one-half belonged 
to this group; they availed themselves of the instruments purchased 
by the Department for the special purpose of inducing students to under- 
take the study of a stringed instrument which should serve them in good 
stead in the training of school orchestras. 


3. The Choral and Orchestral Societies provided executants with 
opportunities for the performance of works proper to each, and the “ At 
Homes’’ gave listeners opportunities of familiarising themselves with 
chamber-music, classical and modern. During the session, this policy was 
extended to cover the extra-mural classes, the Principal arranging visits 
by the Staff of the Music Department to Machynileth, Llandyssul, Llandilo 
and Haverfordwest. 


4. The visiting artists to the Music Club during the Session were 
Brosa (violin), “‘ Intimate Opera’’ (presented by Frederick Woodhouse 
with Mabel Ritchie and Geoffrey Dunn), Beatrice Harrison (’cello), Irene 
Scharrer (piano), Leon Goosens (oboe) and Engel Lundt (Folk Song). 
The “ Intimate Opera ’’ concert in the first term was a novel event which 
proved so acceptable that another visit was arranged in the second term. 
The first time the programme included performances of “ Bastien and 
Bastienne’’ (Mozart), “Thomas and Sally’’ (Arne); the second time 
of Bach’s “ Coffee Cantata’’ and Pergolesi’s ‘“‘ La Serva Padrona.’’ The 
accompaniment was admirably rendered by the College String Quartet, 
with Mr. Clements at the piano. 


In the third term the College Orchestral Festival was held at the 
Municipal Hall. The last occasion on which this Festival was held (1934) 
the Orchestra consisted of strings only; on the present occasion a. full 
orchestra was engaged. ‘The soloists were Miss Jelly d’Aranyi (violin) ; 
Mr. Charles Clements (piano); Miss Noel Eadie (soprano); and Mr. 
W. R. Allen (bass), assisted by the College Choral Society. Much of the 
success of the Festival was due to the guest conductor, Dr. Adrian Boult, 
who secured noteworthy performances in spite of the utterly inadequate 
time available for rehearsals. 


In conclusion, I again wish to express my indebtedness to my colleagues 
for their efficient assistance in carrying out the work of the Department, 
and also for the invaluable work done by Mr. Allen, as secretary of the 
College Music Club, and the College Orchestral Festival.

LAW. 
PrRoFessor T. A. LEVI. 


I have the honour to report as follows :— 


Courses of Study. 

During June, 1935-1936, Courses of Study for the Degree of LL.B. 
were provided for an exceptionally large number of students. Courses 
of Study for Articled Clerks of Mid-Wales were also given, in which all of 
us took part. Courses of Study for Articled Clerks of North Wales were 
held throughout the Session, of which separate Reports are rendered. 


Number of Students. 

The total number of students studying Law, counting no one twice 
over, was 97 at the beginning of the Session and increased to 103 in the 
course of the Session. The 97 were made up as follows :—

It is estimated that there will be a larger number in the coming Session, 
especially in the Preliminary and in the Honours Classes. 


Successes of Students. 
Three of our students obtained First Class Honours :— 
William Armon Ellis. 
William Lloyd Jones. 
Trevor Cawdor Thomas. 
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Trevor Cawdor Thomas was awarded the Samuel Evans Prize. His record 
deserves special mention. In four out of the seven Honours papers, the 
External Examiner gave him exceptional First Class marks, whilst all his. 
other papers were marked First Class. There was one in the Second Class 
and there were three in the Third Class. At least three of these students. 
are proceeding to Cambridge. 


Among our students of last year, Mr. Evan Hugh Thomas, of Caius. 
College, Cambridge, obtained Second Class, Division I. in the Law Tripos, 
Part I., and Mr. Alun Davies, of Caius College, obtained Second Class, 
Division I. in Part II. of the Law Tripos. Mr. E. P. Wallis-Jones, of 
Balliol College, Oxford, and Mr. R. Gwynfor Evans, of St. John’s College, 
Oxford, both obtained a Second Class in the Honours School of Juris- 
prudence. 


It is especially gratifying to record that Mr. Llywelfryn Davies, a 
former student, was appointed Examiner in Law to the University of 
Cambridge, this year; that Mr. Glanville Williams obtained a Fellowship 
at St. John’s College, and that Mr. Seaborne Davies, Mr. Llywelfryn Davies, 
and Mr. Glanville Williams have all published contributions to the Law 
Quarterly Review and other periodicals, of which they have been good 
enough to present copies to the College. 


But the best result of the Session was that of Mr. Emrys Owain Roberts, 
LL.B., who obtained the first place in Honours in England and Wales at 
the Solicitors’ Honours Examination in June, 1936. Mr. Roberts was a 
student of ours for four years. At the same examination, Mr. Emrys 
Simons, LL.B., obtained Second Class Honours. 


Retivement of Mr. Victory Evans. 

In the course of the Session, Mr. Victor Evans resigned his post as 
Special Lecturer, which he had held for five years. We desire to place 
on record our appreciation of the deep interest he took in all sides of College 
life, his devoted and valuable work among students, both connected with 
the Law Department and outside, his very successful Extra-mural Classes 
and the marked personal influence he brought to bear on the students. 
He retired from the College to undertake the founding and administration 
of a collegiate institution for the unemployed in South Wales. He had 
won for himself the esteem and affection of all sections of the students. 
Among other contributions to College life, he founded a Henry Richard 
Society for the study of International questions. 


Appointment of Mr. Shannon. 

We were very fortunate in obtaining as successor to Mr. Victor Evans, 
Mr. N. P. Shannon. Mr. Shannon is a Barrister who won the Studentship 
at the Bar Examination ; he has seen a considerable amount of practice 
at the Bar, and is associated with Lord Atkin in bringing out the ‘““Encyclo- 
paedia of Forms and Precedents,’’ a work requiring extensive knowledge 
of legal practice, both in Common Law and Conveyancing. Though 
they have only been among us for six months, Mr. and Mrs. Shannon have 
been warmly welcomed by all members of the staff of the College. 


Legal Education Advisory Committee. 

A former student of our Law Department and a former Lecturer and 
Examiner, Professor J. D. Ivor Hughes, of the University of Leeds, has 
been appointed at the request of the Lord Chancellor as representative 
of the Society of Public Teachers of Law on the Legal Education Advisory 
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Committee, which is to aid the Lord Chancellor in carrying out reforms 
suggested by the Legal Education Committee, presided over by Lord Atkin. 


Changes in the Civil Service Examination. 

It is worth noting that the changes recently made in the Civil Service 
Examination puts the law student in a much more favourable position in 
the competition for Civil Service appointments. Intimation has been 
received from the Civil Service Commissioners that a maximum of 400 
marks will be allotted to English Private Law and of 100 marks to Juris- 
prudence, a new subject for the Examination. As before, 100 marks each 
will be allotted to Roman Law, Constitutional Law and Public International 
Law. The Law student is thus placed upon substantially the same footing 
as students graduating through other subjects. 


On the initiative of Aberystwyth Law students now articled in various 
offices in Cardiff and Newport, a Public Luncheon was given in June, 1936, 
at Cardiff, to the Professor of English Law, who delivered an address 
on the subject of “‘ Law in the 20th Century.’’ The luncheon was presided 
over by the Registrar of the County Court, and a number of leading Cardiff 
Barristers and Solicitors were present. 


The reports of Mr. Shannon and Mr. Wing with respect to the Articled 
Clerks’ Courses are appended. 


CENTRAL WALES LAW SCHOOL. 
PROFESSOR LEVI. 


The Central Wales Law School for articled clerks in Mid-Wales was 
conducted during Session 1935-6 by all members of the Law Staff, who 
took an equal share in the work. There were four articled clerks—one 
Final student and three Intermediate students. The number of articled 
clerks in Mid-Wales is comparatively small; and some of the articled 
clerks take a Law Degree at the College, while others attend the ordinary 
classes of the College Law Department, which meets the requirements 
of the Solicitors Act, 1932. But the attendance was very regular, and 
all the articled clerks showed keen interest in their work and showed 
exceptional promise. The New Regulations of the Law Society were 
brought to the notice of the students; and in the coming session the 
work will be specially appropriated to these regulations, while arrange- 
ments have been made for sharing the work among all members of the 
Law Staff. The Law Library was placed at the service of all articled 
clerks attending either the general or the special courses at the College. 


NORTH WALES LAW SCHOOL. 
(1) Mr. N. P. SHANNON. 


During the year 1935-1936, the North Wales Law School lost the 
services of Mr. Victor Evans, the Special Lecturer, who relinquished that 
position at the end of the Michaelmas Term. This is, therefore, the first 
annual report presented by me, I having been appointed to the position 
vacated by Mr. Victor Evans. At the outset, I wish to express my appre- 
ciation of the assistance given me by Professor Levi and by Mr. R. A. 
Wing and Mr. D. Winder in conducting the classes, and to thank the 
Registrars of the Colleges of Bangor and Aberystwyth for their help and 
courtesy. 


i 
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It is also proper to say that while I, as a newcomer, was very little 
acquainted with the work of Mr. Victor Evans, I have heard many warm 
expressions of appreciation of his work and seen many indications of his 
personal popularity with students, both at Colwyn Bay and Aberystwyth, 
and am sure that the loss of his services is greatly regretted. 


During the 1935-1936 Session, the numbers of articled clerks attending 
the classes were as follows :— 


First term: 6 Final Students: 10 Intermediate Students. 
Second term: 8 Final Students: 10 Intermediate Students. 
Third term: 9 Final Students: 12 Intermediate Students. 


The attendance throughout the year must be considered very satis- 
factory. 


Mr. Wing conducted the class during the first term dealing with the 
civil liability of masters for acts of their servants, and remedies for torts, 
and with the law concerning leases. During the second term, Mr. Winder 
dealt with criminal law and the law of personal property for the Inter- 
mediate Class, and with the law of trusts and conflict of laws for the final 
class. I conducted the classes during the third term and dealt with the 
law of contract for the Intermediate Class, and with sale of goods and 
High Court procedure for the Final Class. 


A certain amount of written work was also done during the session 
outside class hours. 


During the last term the Intermediate course was based on the new 
regulations issued by the Law Society governing their examinations. 
During the Session 1936-7, all the work will be arranged so as to be suitable 
to the new requirements, and the prospectus for that Session has been re- 
vised by me (with the approval of Professor Levi) so as to state fully what 
those requirements are and how it is proposed to deal with the subjects 
which must now be covered. 


On the whole the classes are quite up to the average for classes of this 

sort, though the system itself is not one that is calculated to inspire interest 
in the articled clerks. They know that the lecturers have no connection 
with the examining body of the Law Society and whatever the disadvantages 
(‘of examinations may be, it is certain that less interest is always shown 
‘in lectures which have no direct connection with an examination than is the 
‘case where an examination is to follow. The older articled clerks are 
naturally more interested in the practical points arising in their offices 
‘than in the principles of law. A proposal for the holding of examinations 
in connection with these classes is, however, now under consideration 
‘by the Law Society, the Solicitors Act, 1936, having provided by S. 7 (2) 
‘that regulations requiring such examinations may be made. 


| The present place for holding the lectures, the Magistrates’ retiring 
‘room, Colwyn Bay, is a very suitable room, although on days when a 
‘court is sitting, and indeed on the day before that, the lecture has to be 
‘held in the billiard room, which is not so convenient. This does not happen 
/very often, and the Superintendent of Police and other persons concerned 
sare very helpful in making the conditions for holding the classes as pleasant 
sas possible. It is therefore desirable to continue the use of this room. 
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THE NORTH WALES LAW SCHOOL. 
(2) Mr. R. AMos WING. 


I beg to submit the following report on my work at the North Wales 
Law School in the Academic Year 1935-6. 


In the Michaelmas Term the work was entrusted to me, and I took as 
my subjects the Law of Master and Servant and the Saleof Land. Although 
lacking in brilliancy, the Class, as a whole, was industrious and conscientious. 
As the majority of the students in the Intermediate Class intended present- 
ing themselves for examination under the Old Regulations of the Law 
Society, the lectures were, for the last time, based upon Stephen’s Com- 
mentaries. Particular consideration was given to Volumes Two and 
Three, but the whole syllabus for the Legal Portion of the examination 
received attention. The students worked well, discussion was carried 
on at each lecture, and several members of the Class revealed more than 
average promise. 


Although no compulsory powers of examination are yet possessed 
by the lecturers at a Law Society’s School of Law, we set written papers 
for the students to answer and the work in them was regularly done, of a 
good standard and immensely helpful in ascertaining the difficulties of the 
individual students.

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The work done was, on the whole, satisfactory. Ghateonerthe 
Second Year Honours class was not of the very high standard of the few 
previous years, but, on the other hand, this class contained no really weak 
student. In the First Year Honours class some very promising work 
was done. The Final Class was weaker than usual; this was due largely 
to the presence in it of seven students who were repeating the course after 
failure. The Subsidiary class was very homogeneous and, of the new 
entrants into College, not one failed. As usual the Intermediate class 
was, with two or three exceptions, weak; this will always be the case 
until entrance requirements are revised. 


The following deserve special mention :—Intermediate, Messrs. J. D. R. 
Howell and E. H. Spoonley ; Subsidiary, Messrs. T. G. Jones and W. R. 
Thomas; Final and First Year Honours, Messrs. T. V. Davies and A. C. S. 
Pindar. 


Five students took Honours in Pure Mathematics and two in Mathema- 
tics. Four obtained Second Class, First Division, and three Second Class, 
Second Division. Mr. A. H. Higgs, who should have taken Honours this 
_year, was taken ill early in the session and had to postpone the completion 
of his course. We hope that he will make a good recovery and be able to 
take Honours next session. 


Two post-graduate students, Mr. N. F. Jenkins and Mr. D. G. Pryce, 
who had very good First Classes in 1934, have been doing research work 
in geometrical subjects under my direction and have made _ excellent 
progress. 


During the session, Dr. D. R. Williams gave a short course of lectures 
on a subject in the Theory of Functions at the University College, Bangor. 
I gave a short course at the University College, Cardiff, on a geometrical 
subject. 


Miss Meyler and myself are continuing work on some problems in 
higher space. 


I take this opportunity of expressing my appreciation of the efficient 
and loyal co-operation of Dr. D. R. Williams and Miss D. S. Meyler in 
the work of the department. 


APPLIED MATHEMATICS.

The work in the department during the past session has been quite 
normal and the results more or less up to expectations. 


Of the four candidates who registered for the Intermediate course 
at the beginning of the session, three found it too difficult and withdrew 
in favour of other subjects. 


The work of the Subsidiary Class was on the whole satisfactory, but 
no member deserves special mention in this report. One student with- 
drew because of the requirements of his principal subject—Law. 


At the Final stage, T. V. Davies and A.C. S. Pindar were rather 
outstanding, while D. E. Edwards deserves mention for consistently good 
work. 
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The work of the First Year Honours class was satisfactory. 


J. G. Forbister produced excellent work during the session and obtained 
a First Class Honours in June. 


The work of the two candidates for Honours in Mathematics was 
satisfactory. E. J. Richards obtained Honours, Class II., Division |], 
and A. G. Hurn, Class II., Division 2. The third student in this category 
had to postpone his studies on account of serious illness. It is hoped that 
he will be sufficiently recovered to return next session. 


During the first term, J. V. Harries, who held a University Student- 
ship, commenced research work on methods of perturbations in wave 
mechanics. He was able to collect considerable material for his needs 
and perform some preliminary calculations. Unfortunately, however, 
he felt compelled on account of financial circumstances to relinquish 
his studentship in favour of a post at the beginning of this year. He 
intends to complete his work for the M.Sc. degree externally. 


Mr, T. E. Garstang has been able to complete a paper on the “‘ Forces © 
on a body in a stream of viscous fluid.’’

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There were 88 students in the department this Session, distributed as 
shown in the accompanying table. The work of the Intermediate and 
Subsidiary Classes was good, but the work of the Final students was uneven. 
At the Honours stage steady work was done, five students obtaining Class 
II(a) in the University examination, and one obtaining Class II(b). 


Miss Mary J. Reese, B.Sc., obtained the degree of Ph.D., presenting 
theses on ‘“‘ The microflora of the non-calcareous streams, Kheidol and 
Melindwr, with special reference to water pollution from lead mines in 
Cardiganshire’’ and on “ The effect of lead upon the growth of Lemna 
minor in Culture.’’ 


Field Work.—Local excursions have been held for students of all 
grades, and in addition, two longer expeditions were arranged at Easter 
time. Mr. Carter and Miss Wilson conducted an excursion to North Wales 
where |st year Honours students had the opportunity of observing both 
inland and coastal floras. I took the second year Honours students to the 
south-west of Ireland, where we visited the University of Cork research 
station at Lough Ine and then proceeded to the Glengarriff and Killarney 
districts. Facilities to visit some very fine private gardens where sub- 
tropical plants abound, were very greatly appreciated. One of these, on 
an island in Glengarriff bay was exceptionally beautiful and was full of 
interesting plants from Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and South 
America. 


Botany Garden.—Now that the plants are becoming more established 
the value of the garden for teaching purposes has greatly increased. It 
is hoped that it will be possible to terrace the steep bank in the near future, 
so that the alpines will not suffer from the washing down of shale in bad 
weather. 


British Association.—Mr. Carter gave a demonstration of his cultural 
work on Laminaria gametophytes at the Norwich meeting of the British 
Association in 1935. 


Miss M. J. Reese is giving a paper on the microflora of the Melindwr 
at the Blackpool meeting in 1936. 


Research Work. 

Members of Staff.—I have continued the experimental work at the base 
of the Goginan mine, and have also continued to work at the data the late 
Mrs. James had collected in regard to the pollen analysis of Borth Bog. 
The mathematical section of the work is now complete and it is hoped that 
the paper will be ready for publication at the close of the Summer. Pollen 
analysis and allied work is increasing in importance in this country, and a 
party of botanists are visiting the district this Summer, using the laboratories 
of this department, and with the permission of Lord Lisburne, making 
investigations on Tregaron Bog. 


Mr. E. H. Chater has commenced two pieces of work ; an investigation 
of the changes in the constitution of gas in the inflations of a brown alga 
and also the effect of sea salt upon the intensity of respiration in certain 
plants which tend to develop succulence when grown near the coast. 


Mr. P. W. Carter has continued his experimental work on the effect 
of the addition of accessory food substances on the growth of Laminaria, 
and has also collected considerable quantities of material for a piece of work 
which is being carried out in the University of Manchester. Professor 
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Heilbron of that University asked for the co-operation of this department 
in connection with an investigation of the relationship between the fat- 
soluble constituents of the various classes of algae. For this purpose it was 
necessary that material should be collected and selected with great care 
and Mr. Carter has carried out the work. A joint paper is in the course of 
preparation. Miss I. M. Wilson is working on the cytology of Peziza 
rutilans with special reference to the cytology of the ascus. 


Post-grvaduate.—Miss M. J. Reese (University Scholar), has completed 
@ piece of work on the microflora of the rivers Rheidol and Melindwr, with 
special reference to the effect of pollution by lead mine effluent. The work 
has been carried out with meticulous care over a period of three years and 
the results are of more than local interest. In addition, Miss Reese has 
investigated the effect of lead in solution on a small water-plant. The 
importance of this work is partly due to the necessity of maintaining a com- 
plete cycle of plant and animal life if the rivers are ever to recover suffi- 
ciently for fish to return to them in quantity. 


Under-graduate thesis —All the second year Honours students carried 


out a piece of research. The work submitted by Miss E. M. Brown and 


Miss I. M. Griffiths was particularly good. Miss Brown has investigated 
the aquatic fungi of some local llyns and her results are of considerable 
interest. 


Staffing —In October we welcomed Miss I. M. Wilson, M.Sc., who 
came to us from London. 


The number of students in the department makes great demands on 
the time of all of us, and I am glad to have this oppor:unity of expressing 
my appreciation of the loyal co-operation of the staff during the year. 
I acknowledge gratefully, the willing help which Mr. Carter gives in the 
collection of class material. 


Acknowledgments ——Mr. Willans’ gifts to the library are much 
appreciated. This Session he very kindly invited the Honours students 
to Dolforgan, where they spent a delightful afternoon. I am grateful too, to: 
the many friends who allow me to visit their gardens, either for material, 
or with parties of students. As we are so far from the larger Botanical 
gardens this privilege is one which I especially value.

A short course of lectures on elementary geology was given by Mr. 
Platt in the Michaelmas Term to candidates for the Agricultural Diploma. 


Intermediate Course.—This class was smaller than it has been for some 
years. It worked well and maintained a good standard. The work of 
Messrs. A. E. Owen and E. H. Spoonley was exceptionally good throughout 
‘the Session. 


Subsidiary Course.—The work done by this class was of average quality 
in general, but that of Miss J. H. Davies and Mr. J. B. Swann is worthy 
of special mention. During the Michaelmas Term, thirty-seven students 
of Final grade in Geography were added to this class for the course in 
Geomorphology. 


Final Course.—A very satisfactory standard of ability was shown 
by this class, both in class and field-work. The whole class was successful 
in the Degree examinations and the work of Mr. L. S. Andrews, Miss M. 
Saunders, and Mr. R. K. Rawson deserves special mention. 


Honours Course.—Messrs. S. L. A. M. Lewis and H. T. Roberts worked 
consistently well during the Session and both students were placed in the 
First Division of the Second Class in the Honours examination. 


Post-graduate Research.—Mr. A. W. Woodland, B.Sc., with the aid of 
grant from the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, has 
continued to make very successful progress in his petrographical and geo- 
chemical investigation of the Manganese Shales of North Wales. He has 
published a short note recording one important discovery in connection 
with it, namely: 


Spessartite in the Cambrian manganese ore of Merionethshire. 
Geological Magazine, Vol. 72, p. 384, 1935. 
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Field-work.—During the Easter vacation, a week was devoted to the: 
study of the geology of the Malvern and the Cotteswold districts. Through- 
out the Session, several day and half-day excursions were organised for 
students of different grades, and these were well attended. 


In August, 1935, a meeting of the Geologists’ Association of London 
was held in the Aberystwyth-Machynlleth area. Professors O. T- Jones, 
F.R.S., Cambridge, and W. J. Pugh, O.B.E., Manchester, were the directors 
and I acted as organising secretary. The Association visited the Depart- 
ment of Geology and much appreciated a special exhibition of specimens, 
diagrams, maps and photographs which had been prepared to illustrate 
the local geology. 


Gifts —I express my sincere thanks to J. Akister, Esq., Professors 
P. G. H. Boswell, F.R.S., A. Morley Davies, W. G. Fearnsides, F.R.S., C. D. 
Forde, and L. Newton and J. B. Willans, Esq., J.P., for gifts, either to the 
library, or to the departmental collections.

The numbers of students in the various grades during the past session 
are set out above. Although there were fewer students registered in the 
Subsidiary and Final grades there were very few withdrawals during the. 
session and, as in previous years, more than 120 candidates sat University 
Examinations. 


The Second Year Honours class maintained a high general standard of 
work despite its size and there were several Honours dissertations of out- 
standing merit. The distribution among Classes in the Honours Degree- 
examination was as follows :—/, 2: [fa,5; IIb, 13: III, 4. 
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The work of the Final and Subsidiary classes was very satisfactory, 
both during the session and in the Degree examinations and fully justified 
the revision of syllabus undertaken in 1934. Over half the second year 
class have indicated their desire to complete an Honours course in the 
session |936-7. 


Two Diploma students, one in Anthropology and one in Geography, 
both First Class Honours graduates from other Departments, pursued 
courses during the present session. Mr. G. H. Daniel, B.Sc., who was 
awarded the Diploma in Anthropology with distinction submitted a dis- 
sertation of outstanding quality on ‘“‘ An Anthropometric Survey of the 
Llandybie district.’” Mr. Daniel’s work will be published shortly. I wish 
to thank Mr. Percy George of the Department of Economics very warmly 
for the valuable instruction and assistance he gave in connection with this 
work. This study and that of Mr. Cleaver referred to below are first steps 
that will, I hope, lead to a more widespread application of biometric 
methods to the study of racial problems in Wales. 


Miss B. J. Williams, B.A., who was awarded a First in 1934, and held 
a Keeling research studentship, made considerable progress’ in her study 
of the Agricultural Geography of Cardiganshire. Mr. E. J. Hopkins, B.A., 
has also made good progress in his researches on the Early Road Maps of 
Wales. 


Mr. F. Cleaver, a former student of this College, who has been working 
at the Galton Laboratory, University College, London, was awarded the 
M.A. Degree in Anthropology for his thesis on ‘“‘ A comparison of Welsh 
and English Populations.’’ 

Visiting lecturers during the session included Dr. H. C. Darby of the 
University of Cambridge, and Austin Miller, Esq., of the University of 
Reading. Lectures have been given by members of the staff to University 
and other societies in London, Birmingham, Aberystwyth, Cardiff, Swansea, 
Carmarthen, Port Talbot, Neath, Cwm-Mawr. 


Mr. E. G. Bowen has continued his extra-mural course at Aberdyfi, and 
conducted a course on the teaching of Geography for the Board of Education 
at Oxford during the Easter vacation. 


Mr. W. Fogg continued his Moroccan researches during the Long 
Vacation and conducted the visit of a Le Play Society group to Morocco 
during the Easter Vacation. 


I am greatly indebted to the authorities of the College for their gener- 
osity in granting me leave of absence for the Michaelmas term of the past 
session in order to undertake a field expedition to West Africa as a Lever- 
hulme Research Fellow. I devoted my five months in Southern Nigeria 
to the investigation of the social and economic organisation of a village 
community in the Forest Belt. Iwas fortunate in securing very favourable 
conditions among a cheerful semi-Bantu people on the Cross River and the 
work progressed more quickly and smoothly than I had anticipated. A 
preliminary account of my results has been given to the Royal Anthropolog- 
ical Institute, and I am engaged in preparing them for publication. 

I am especially indebted to my colleagues this session for the readiness 
with which they re-arranged their teaching and took over administration 
duties to meet my absence during the first term.

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EXTRA-MURAL STUDIES. 
DIRECTOR: THE REVEREND HERBERT MORGAN. 


The summary at the close of this report shews that there were 18 
Tutorial Classes, 3 Preparatory Classes and 25 Extension Courses, making 
an increase of 6 in the total as compared with the preceding session. It 
will be observed that the number of registered students was 881 which 
constitutes a record. Welsh was used as the medium of instruction in 23 
classes, and in one or two cases both Welsh and English were used. The 
establishment of an Extension Course at Llandrindod was a pioneer activity 
in Radnorshire. 


Tutors.—There were 32in all. Of these, 2 staff-tutors were responsible 


| for 8 classes, |! other members of the College staff for 12 classes and 19 
- outside tutors for 26 classes. 


Subjects. —The following broad classification may be made: Social 


Sciences, 17, Literature 16, Philosophy 7. The following new subjects 


may be noted: Modern Philosophy, Art and Civilization, County History 


(Pembrokeshire) and Experimental Psychology. 


Attendance.—The constant raininess of the winter was a severe test of 
the loyalty of the students, especially as a large number of them had long 
distances to travel. The tutors express appreciation of the determination 
shown by the students in the face of these difficult conditions. 


Class-work.—tThe classes varied considerably in capacity, both within 


_themselves, and as compared with each other, but there is unanimous 


testimony from the tutors that progress was made during the session. My 
_ own observation goes to show that a good level is being maintained when 
regard is had to all the conditions and that in most cases gratifying pro- 
_ gress is made from session to session. 


Class-visits.—I was accompanied by the Principal on my visits to a 
-mumber of selected centres and his presence was greatly appreciated. It 
served to emphasize the fact that the extra-mural activities of the College 
_ are recognised as an important part of the work for which it is responsible. 


| Concerts —Thanks to the generous co-operation of the Department 
_of Music, concerts were held during the winter at various centres for the 
_ benefit of groups of Extra-Mural students and their friends. Members of 
the general public were also admitted and in this way another link between 
the College and the Welsh countryside was forged. Machynlleth, Llandyssul, 
Llandilo and Haverfordwest were the chosen centres this winter, and it is 
hoped to carry on the experiment at other centres next winter. The 
programmes of Chamber music were much appreciated. 


Summer Schools.—Summer School bursaries have been awarded to |3 
students to enable them to attend courses of study at Coleg Harlech and 
elsewhere. : 


Other activities One-day schools were held in Carmarthenshire and 
one of these was addressed by Professor H. J. Laski of the London School 
of Economics. A conference of tutors was held at the College on May 
_ 23rd-24th, and a very successful Summer gathering of Extra-Mural Students 
was held on June 20th (also at the College), when an address was delivered 
| by Principal Emrys Evans of Bangor, and a musical programme was 
arranged by the Department of Music. 
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Peysonal.—lt may be of interest to refer to the fact that Councillor 
William Jones of Brynamman, a former extra-mural student and a Cassel 
scholar, who is at present a member of our Extra-Mural Classes Committee, 
has been appointed a Justice of the Peace for Carmarthenshire, and that 
Mr. B. W. Abrahart, a former member of a class at Carmarthen, and 
afterwards a Cassel scholar at Ruskin College, Oxford, has recently been 
appointed a regional secretary for the Workers’ Educational Association in 
the North of England. 


Additional Tutoy.—At the end of the Summer Term, a third Resident 
Staff Tutor was appointed to take charge of Extra-Mural work in the 
counties of Montgomery and Radnor. Mr. Alwyn D. Rees, B.A., is a former 
student of the College, and during the session under review, he was a Sir 
John Williams Research Scholar. 


Co-opevation.—Once again it is a pleasure to express our thanks to the 
Local Education Authorities, to the National Library of Wales and various 
County Libraries, to class secretaries and the office staff at the College for 
willing and valuable co-operation. A tribute should also be paid to the 
tutors for the important contribution which they have made to the success 
of the work.

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LIBRARIES. 


Mr ARTHUR AP GWYNN, LIBRARIAN. 


Statistics —A summary of figures relating to the work done in the 
Libraries during the session is given below. There has been a slight decrease 
in the issue of books to readers during the session, as compared with the 
issue during the past session. The decrease, which is below four hundred 
out of a total issue of nearly fourteen thousand, does not suggest that 
readers in general are making less use of the Libraries than in the past. 
Sessional fluctuations may reasonably be taken to account for a decline 
of this size. 


Administvation.—During the session the Committee has considered a 
suggestion that it might be of great advantage to students, more especially 
perhaps to men students, if the General Library were kept open for a 
number of hours on certain nights in each week during term time. Although 
the Committee was in sympathy with the suggestion, it was nevertheless 
felt that until certain practical difficulties, arising chiefly out of the lack of 
sufficient staff, could be overcome, it would be wiser to defer consideration 
of the matter for a short time. 


Considerable attention has been given during the session to the prin- 
ciples of administration of the Libraries and an attempt has been made to 
formulate a scheme which would ensure greater efficiency in the working of 
the Libraries as a whole. The defects of the present system of depart- 
mentalization, which worked satisfactorily in former years when both needs 
and expenditure were less, are now apparent, and it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to reconcile departmental interests with those of the Libraries as a 
unit designed to meet in equal degree the needs of all its users. 


The Library Committee has received and discussed reports on various 
aspects of this matter and it is hoped that it will be possible by the beginning 
of the next session to complete a scheme which will retain all the advantages 
of the present method while suffering from none of its inherent defects. 


General and Science Libraries.—The lack of shelving space is still the 
most urgent problem. As a temporary measure it is proposed to remove 
to store-rooms all obsolete and little-used works which, while of value to 
occasional readers at infrequent intervals, are secondary in importance to 
more recent works, whose place on the shelves they occupy. 


Deparimental Libyaries—During the session the practice of replacing 
books missing from departmental libraries has been started. Formerly 
books missing from the General and Science Libraries only were replaced ; 
in future, after such books have been dealt with, such books as heads of 
departments report to be missing from their departmental libraries and to 
be still needed will be replaced. 


The Libraries of the Departments of Art and of Philosophy have been | 
overhauled and re-organized during the session. 


Exchanges.—The “ Journals of the Continental Congress,’’ Volumes 
I to XXXIII, published from 1904 to 1936, have been received, on exchange 
basis, from the Library of Congress, Washington. These are © Records of 
consultation and legislative action’ of the American Continental Congress, 
covering the years 1774 to 1787, and are an important source of early 
American history.

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HALLS OF RESIDENCE FOR WOMEN STUDENTS. 
SENIOR WARDEN: Mrs. K. GUTHKELCH. 


The closing of Plynlymon Hall, in July 1935, tneant the addition of 
about 30 students, that is about a quarter as many students as before, to 
Alexandra Hall. There has been plenty of study-bedroom space for this 
extra number, but the dining-hall is uncomfortably full, since the Hall, 
although originally built for up to 200 students, was not provided with 
sufficient dining-hall space for nearly that number. This shortage of room 
is felt every Long Vacation, when the National Young Life Campaign, our 
tenants now for 8 or 9 years, have about 200 visitors under the roof during 
the busy August Bank Holiday week. This summer, without the use of 
Plynlymon as an overflow for their three most popular weeks, we have 
made room for 30 beds at Glen View, as a men’s dormitory, arranging an 
overflow dining-hall in the Gymnasium. They propose to erect a marquee 
on the site of the burnt-down Hall in North Road for their daily meetings. 
But the loss of Plynlymon to them has already meant their starting another 
Holiday Centre on the South Coast, so great are their numbers. 


It is a pleasure to offer my thanks once again to my colleague, 
Miss Macgregor, for all her help. And a pleasure, but one not unmixed 
with sadness, to Miss Catherine Thomas for six years’ loyal and efficient help, 
now that the time draws near for her to leave to be married. Miss Thomas 
takes with her to Burma the warm good wishes of the whole Hall, and 
of several generations of students. Hor my part, I shall sorely miss her 
helpfulness and conscientious service. Her successor, Miss Ceridwen Owen, 
joins the staff on July Ist. We have welcomed back this spring both a 
former Housekeeper, Miss Patterson, and our nurse, Miss Faint, the former 
after 3 years’ absence, the latter after 3 months spent in the South of France. 


The women students’ health has again been very good indeed. Not- 
withstanding the epidemics so rife in this and neighbouring towns, there 
were only one student with mumps and one with German measles, in 
addition to one member of staff and two maids with mumps. The remark- 
able fact that these cases did not cause epidemics was only because they 
could be efficiently isolated at our sanatorium. Thus once again, as so often 
before, the value of such an isolation hospital for the resident women has 
been abundantly proved. 


The complete re-installation for £1,050 of the hot water and heating 
apparatus in Alexandra Hall and Balmoral during the summer vacation 
of 1935 has given great satisfaction to the students: they have I believe 
900 gallons of almost-boiling water at their disposal at all times. 


Once again the Halls have fully utilised their opportunities during 
vacations of receiving Conferences and tenants, etc., with a view to reducing 
the debts on their accounts. The list is as follows :—

Degree Course. 

The number of students pursuing degree courses was greater than 
usual. The work of the Final Class and especially that of Mr. C. D. Price 
was distinctly good, and of the fifteen candidates who sat the Final 
Examination, fourteen were successful. A high proportion of these students 
should secure a good class at the Honours stage in their special subjects 
next session. At the Subsidiary stage good work was done by Messrs. 
D. E. Edwards, Ivor Hughes, and T. Elwyn Thomas, but the quality of 
the work with the remainder of the class was below the average. 


Agricultural Diploma Course. 

Diploma students as a whole made very good progress with their 
work throughout the session. The following students are worthy of special 
mention :—Messrs. S. Gwyn Davies, Kenneth P. Williams and D. S. 
Downey. Five have been awarded the College Diploma in Agriculture, 
and this year four of our students qualified for the National Diploma in 
Agriculture. 


Short and Continuation Courses in Agriculture. 

During the past session the number of students pursuing these courses 
was less than usual, but the quality of their work was above the standard 
of previous years. Most of those who completed the Continuation Course 
intend returning to College next session to pursue higher courses in agri- 


culture or in dairying. 


Dairy Courses. 

It is very gratifying to be able to report that our Dairy Department 
has continued to make progress. During the past year we had a record 
number of dairy students, and, on the whole, they attained a very high 
standard of proficiency in their work. 
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The fact that eight of our students were successful in obtaining the 
National Diploma in Dairying is clear evidence of their diligence and 
capacity. 


In view of present developments in dairy farming and the dairy in- 
dustry in general, it is unfortunate that our dairy students are not provided 
with better accommodation and equipment than we have at the present 
College Dairy. 


The demand for persons who are well trained in the science and 
practice of dairying is increasing every year. Consequently, there is 
urgent need for our dairy students to get better facilities for their training 
than is possible under present conditions. It is therefore a matter of im- 
portance for the Department to be provided with properly equipped New 
Dairy Buildings in the near future. 


College Farm. 

During the session under review considerable progress was made with 
various alterations and improvements at the College Farm. Some of the 
farm buildings, which were in a very dilapidated condition, have been — 
rebuilt, and others improved by carrying out structural alterations. It — 
is hoped that an additional new building will be erected again to provide 
more adequate accommodation for the live stock. An electric light plant 
was installed which also provides power for running the barn machinery 
and works the electrical appliances in the poultry department. 


A qualified, well experienced person was appointed Poultry Manager ~ 
to develop the poultry work at the farm. It is felt that this development 
will add greatly to the value of the farm as a demonstration centre. It 
will also be particularly useful to widen the scope of training we can provide 
for all agricultural and dairy students. 


In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge the loyal support and most — 
efficient service of all my colleagues, and to express my appreciation of the 
very keen interest taken by the College Agricultural Committee in all matters ~ 
relating to the College Farm and the Agricultural Department.

Research. 

Mr. Henry Edmunds, working under the direction of Mr. Gwilym 
Evans, investigated some of the problems connected with the harvesting 
_ and storage of seeds. 


Mr. P. T. Thomas, holding a University Studentship, has extended 
considerably his study of the cytology of certain intergeneric and inter- 
specific crosses in the Gramineae. The plants for this work were generously 
provided by Dr. T. J. Jenkin from his own genetical material. 


Mr. J. H. Western, who holds a Ministry of Agriculture Scholarship, 
has spent the last year at Minnesota, U.S.A., working under the direction 
of Dr. Stakman upon certain aspects of the problem of resistance to smut 
in oats which he studied for two years at Aberystwyth. 


Dr. Ellison has extended further the cytological studies on certain 
oat species and hybrids which he began last year in collaboration with Mr. 
EL. jones. 


Mr. D. Walters Davies is working at a scheme for the production of 
virus-free seed potatoes in Wales. Experiments are in progress on areas 
which it is hoped may be suitable, and promising results have come from 
land in Pembrokeshire. Tests are also being conducted on land under 
the Cahn Hill Improvement Scheme. 
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In co-operation with other advisers, experiments have been arranged 
to test organic mercury compounds as fungicides against bunt in wheat 
and smut in oats. 


In continuation of my own work on systemic infection in grasses, 
a search is being made for the so-called darnel fungus in Lolium italicum 
and experiments are in hand to bring it into culture. Further work on 
biological specialization in the oat smuts has also been carried out. 


In conclusion, I desire to express my thanks to all those members of 
the advisory and research staff who have given such valuable help in the 
department, both in teaching and research, and to Dr. Ellison who has been 
a most loyal and efficient colleague.

Of the three research students, two submitted their work for higher 
degrees and were successful. Mr. W. M. Ashton, B.Sc., was awarded the 
desree of Ph.D. for his thesis on :—

products of their milling. 


(3) Atmospheric contamination of herbage in industrial areas. 
Mr. Stephen Williams, B.Sc., was awarded the degree of M.Sc. for his 
work on ‘‘ The Nutritional value of weeds common in pastures and arable 
land that are known to be consumed by stock.”’ 


Both these investiga tions have yielded results which are of real and 
permanent value, and in particular in their application to farming practice. 


Mr. J. M. Appleton, B.S.A., in his work on the exhaustion of golf greens 
under different s sy stems of management, has collected a considera ble amount 
of data which when completed gives promise of being of great value.

It is a pleasure to record the satisfactory progress which all these students 
have made, and to testify to the excellent work they have done during the 
three years they have attended the classes. 


Degree Final. 

On the whole the work, both writen and practical, was not up to the 
standard set by the previous final students. All were, however, successful 
in their examination, but it is doubtful whether any of them, on their per- 
formance up to date, can be recommended to proceed to the Honours Course. 


Degree Subsidiary. 

The students attending this class showed great interest and keenness 
in the subject throughout the session, and compared with the previous 
year’s class the standard of their work was more than maintained. Two of 
the class, Mr. David Emlyn Edwards and Mr. Ivor Hughes, deserve special 
commendation for both their written and practical work. 


Diploma Course in Dairying. 

The development of the dairying industry, together with the growing 
importance given to the production of milk and its by-products, has opened 
out prospects of careers to students who have qualified in this branch of 
Agricultural Science. It is therefore not surprising to find that the number 
attending this course is increasing each year. Many of the students who 
have taken the College Diploma and National Diploma in. Dairying are now 
holding responsible posts in different parts of the country. 


Diploma Course in Agriculture. 

The classes at each stage of the Diploma course made steady progress, 
and though all worked hard and well, the work of Mr. Arthur Higgins was of 
quite outstanding character. Five completed the College Diploma and, of 
the four who sat for the National Diploma in Agricultural Chemistry, three 
were successful. 


Short Course and Continuation Course in Agriculture. 

Fewer students attended the courses and the general standard of the 
work was not quite as satisfactory as that of the previous session. All, 
however, worked well and many who are settled at home maintain contact 
with the Department, and avail themselves of the facilities offered under 
the advisory scheme. 


The research work carried out during the Session has in the main been 
a continuation of that undertaken and referred to in the previous report. 


In conclusion, I wish to record my sincerest thanks to my colleague, 
Mr. R. O. Davies, for his loyal co-operation in all branches of the work of 
the Department.

Four theses for post-graduate degrees, three M.Sc. and one Ph.D. 
were successfully presented by internal students. in addition, one M.Sc. 
thesis was successfully presented by a past student and one-time member 
of staff of the Department. The single student completing the Honours 
combination inside the Department attained First Class position. All 
my colleagues have assisted with teaching. Mr. J. H. Smith has been 
responsible for the subject of agricultural book-keeping, while Messrs. 
Howell and W. H. Jones conducted the courses in the School of Agtin) 
culture, University College of North Wales. 


The amount and scope of research work has been at least equal to 
that of recent years. On the farm management side, the special aspects. 
are those of studying organisation and results by means of accounts for 
farms, poultry enterprises, and records of costs of milk production. On 
the marketing side some special attention has been given to problems 
of demand and consumption, and a study of purchases of meat by families 
in the Rhondda Valley has been particularly interesting and useful. The 
work under the Joint Scheme with the W.A.O.S. has been Swear 
continued. 


Mr. W. H. Jones has been specially active with extra-mural lectures, 
of which he has given twenty-three. The total number of extra-mural 
lectures is about 40. Owing to service on the Reorganisation Commission 
for Milk, I have personally taken only a very small part in extra-mural 
lectures. In addition to these lectures, members of the staff have attended 
many committees, conferences, and other meetings, and in general the 
contacts between the staff and the Agricultural community of Wales are 
frequent and close. 


I believe the Department is successfully notated the position obtained. 
in previous years in the service of Welsh agriculture and efforts are being 
made to consolidate and improve all the services which it is possible to 
render. I have again to record appreciation of the interest and loyalty 
of all my colleagues in the work of the Department. 
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WELSH PLANT BREEDING STATION. 
DIRECTOR: PROFESSOR R. G. STAPLEDON. 


During the present year, thanks largely to the generosity of Mr. 
D. O. Evans, M.P., it has been possible to arrange for a proper water supply 
at the farm. Storage tanks for 50,000 gallons have been constructed 
and from these the water is now pumped to a supply tank. All the green- 
houses are fed from this tank with the consequence that the labour con- 
_ nected with actual watering has been greatly reduced, and we are now 
- safeguarded against water shortage in times of drought. 


The necessity has arisen for reconstructing most of the fences on the 
farm, a work which has been commenced during the present year, but 
which will take some time to complete. A further batch of cattle from 
the Cahn Hill Improvement Scheme was wintered at Frongoch, and the 
manure thus made is being used each year with great benefit to those fields 
which had been showing serious loss of fertility. 


The work has been continued in a satisfactory manner. The actual 
plant breeding was referred to in some detail in the report for last year. 
We have now reached the point when quite a large number of new strains 
. has been fully tested, and with results that justify steps being taken to 
_ produce sufficient quantities of seed for large scale distribution. It is 
gratifying to be able to state that the Seed Trade are showing a growing 
| interest in the products of the Station, with the result that the demand 
_ for stock seed of our new strains has increased very considerably. Under 
_ our system of placing contracts with farmers in suitable districts, we have 
_ harvested seed from 78 acres this year—this is the largest acreage we have 
_ so far dealt with. In addition to this the associations of farmer-growers 
hhave also increased their acreages, some of our new strains of the clovers 
_ are being grown-on in Essex and in Herefordshire by arrangement with 
_ new-founded and well organized associations. The plan adopted of build- 
ing up supplies of our new varieties of oats through farmer associations is 
also working well. The Clarach Valley Association is growing three 
, acres of our variety Ceirch Liwyd Cwta, a variety of high promise for hill 
_ land, during the present season. One result, and a very important result, 
| of all these activities is that farmers in general are beginning to take a real 
_ interest in the all-important question of seed production. It may here be 
| Temarked that the demand for Dr. Jenkin’s pasture timothy (5.50) has 
_¢€ontinued to be heavy from North America, and that the practicability 
of drying grass has tended to occdsion an increased interest in our new 
strains, many of which will undoubtedly prove of great value for this 
| purpose. 


We have received a special grant from the Royal Agricultural Society 
of England to assist us to grow a sufficient supply of seed to conduct sward 
) trials with mixtures consisting of our strains at a large number of centres 

/in England. These trials will not only be of high demonstration value, 
| but will be of great assistance relative to directions in which to pursue 
Our further researches in plant breeding. 


| Along with our investigations and activities relative to plant breeding 
» and seed production we are endeavouring further to develop our researches 
into the care and management of grassland. Here we are very seriously 
| handicapped by lack of sufficient land. When the Station was started, 
and when we were getting material together, the plant breeding did not 
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make excessive calls on our resources in land, and at first seed production 
did not of necessity demand attention. We were thus able to conduct 
important investigations as to grassland which it is now difficult properly 
to follow up. As our work advances, the necessity of conducting trials 
with the grazing animal becomes more and more urgent, and to conduct 
such trials makes heavy calls on land. Further than this, we have not the 
land available to sow down demonstration swards with our own strains, 
and this is a somewhat serious state of affairs in view of the very large 
number of visitors who annually come to the Station. 


During the present year greater calls than ever have been made-on 
the Station for advice and guidance relative to all grassland matters, and 
this is becoming a serious tax on our resources. For example, we are now 
assisting the Colonial Office in respect of trials that are being conducted 
in the Falkland Islands; and we are giving advice which in the aggregate 
affects many thousands of acres in many parts of the Empire as well as at 
home. 


I have taken a great interest in the problems connected with the drying 
of grass, and during the present season have visited a number of estates 
and farms where grass drying is in progress. Largely because of my firm 
conviction that grass drying is of supreme importance, and because in 
my view the drying of grass will necessitate a revolution in the management 
of grassland, I have this year given public lectures at a number of centres. 
Lectures to large audiences were also given by Mr. William Davies in 
Scotland and in England, while Mr. R. D. Williams and Mr. Gwilym Evans 
have given important lectures to seed growers in Cornwall and Essex 
respectively. 


The number of visitors coming to the Station this year has exceeded 
800, and has included farmers’ parties from Montgomeryshire, Middlesex, 
Staffordshire, Gloucestershire, Herefordshire and Shropshire. Agricultural 
scientists from the United States of America, Tasmania and Somaliland 
have spent study-leave periods at the Station. 


I would wish to express my gratitude to all members of staff for the 
unremitting energy and enthusiasm with which each and all shoulder their 
responsibilities and respond to all the calls—frequently very exacting calls— 
which I make upon them. Of my senior and research staff, I can only say 
that as becomes specialists in their several lines they have now left me a 
long way behind, and to say this is not to disparage myself whose prime 
duty, I would remind my Governing Body, is to provide facilities and to 
keep competent people happy and on good terms with themselves and 
with each other. 


CAHN HILL IMPROVEMENT SCHEME. 
DIRECTOR: PROFESSOR R. G. STAPLEDON. 


Very satisfactory progress has been made during the present year. 
As previously explained, the farm fields at Pwllpeiran have demanded 
a great deal of attention. It was necessary to fallow the Lodge Field, 
the larger portion of this has now been thoroughly cleaned and sown down 
in a long duration mixture. The seeds have established exceptionally well 
and a first-class sward should now be achieved. 


Field No. 4 has been cleaned and a part of it has been sown in various 
catch crops, including small areas in ribgrass and buckwheat. Ribgrass 
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and kale have been sown on portions of the improved hill and various: 
grasses in addition to timothy are being sown in drills to test further EES 
method of providing winter keep. 


A further area has been cultivated with the Austral at Prignant, 
and this will be left fallow for a year. Several acres so Australled last. 
_ year were sown out this spring, and now give promise of developing into 
- exceptionally good swards. Now that we have a large area under improved 
grass on the hill we are able to leave considerable acreages under fallow 
for a year, this being a plan that has much to recommend itself. 


All the improved portions of the hill have come on wonderfully ; 
, clover has established itself well everywhere, with the result that both 
the summer and winter carrying capacity has been greatly increased. 


The lands at Knighton are looking particularly well and on some of 
the areas the swards developed have far exceeded our expectations. 


A large number of farmers and other interested persons have visited’ 
_ the lands of the Scheme and many requests continue to be made to us to 
undertake work for farmers on a contract basis. 


I wish to express my cordial thanks to Mr. Moses Griffith for the com- 
| petent manner in which he has devoted himself to the complicated details: 
ofthe Scheme. He rises superior to every difficulty and never spares him- 
self. My thanks are equally due to Mr. P. M. G. Hutton, who as well 
as keeping the cost accounts, assists Mr. Griffith in many directions. The 
| Scheme is also greatly indebted to Mr. Parry-Williams, who, as Secretary,. 
_ gives me much detailed help. 


IMPERIAL BUREAU OF PLANT GENETICS: HERBAGEH PLANTS. 
DIRECTOR: PROFESSOR R. G. STAPLEDON. 
CHIEF OFFICER: DR. R. O. WHYTE. 


The Imperial Bureau is not strictly a part of the University College 
of Wales, but its activities are so closely connected with those of the Welsh 
Plant Breeding Station that some account of the work for the year may 

be opportune. The eight units of the Imperial Agricultural Bureaux 
were organized subsequent to the Imperial Agricultural Research Con- 
ference in 1927, to act as centres for the collection and dissemination of 
information relating to the chief branches of agricultural research. Each 
Bureau was placed at the research institute specializing in its particular 
' subject ; it was only natural that the Bureau for grassland, herbage plants 
and forage crops should be situated at Aberystwyth, under the direction of 
Professor R. G. Stapledon. 


The most important equipment for an information bureau is a very 
_ efficient library and indexing system. The library which has been built 
up by Miss G. M. Roseveare on the foundations of the library of the Welsh 
_ Plant Breeding Station is certainly unique of its kind, being the most 
_ complete collection of literature on our subject in existence. The card 
_ index system, now in the efficient hands of Miss M. Hall, and operated under 
» the Decimal Classification, has been made as complete as possible, and has 
_ proved invaluable on many occasions when it has been necessary to have: 
- Tapid access to the world literature on some particular subject. 
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The Bureau supplies the relevant information to the grassland and 
forage crop research workers in the various parts of the British Dominions 
and Colonies which subscribe to the Bureau scheme in the form of abstracts, 
reviews and bulletins. For this purpose two journals—Herbage Abstracts 
and Herbage Reviews—are produced quarterly; the former contains 
abstracts of everything published during the previous quarter in any part 
of the world and in many different languages; the Reviews contain more 
detailed informationthancan be given in an abstract, e.g., articles on various 
subjects by selected authors, reviews of the important papers published 
in the preceding quarter, research annotations and iniormation regarding 
conferences and any other activity which might be of interest to our readers. 
The success of these two publications as measured in the increased number 
of subscribers has been most gratifying. 


The third publication in the Herbage Publication Series comprises 
a number of Bulletins, which deal with a particular subject and which 
appear irregularly as material accumulates. The only Bulletin produced 
during the year under review was No. 17, ‘“‘Vernalization and phasic develop- 
ment of plants.’’ This was the largest yet attempted by the Bureau, but 
the great amount of work entailed in its preparation on the part of Dr. 
Whyte and Mr. M. A. Oljhovikov of the Aberystwyth Bureau and Dr. P. S. 
Hudson of our sister Bureau at Cambridge has been completely justified 
in the demand for the publication, which now ranks high among our best 
sellers. The Aberystwyth Bureau has obviously won some degree of 
esteem for its treatment of the literature on this important modern 
subject, as a request for another review has been received from the Editor 
of the Biological Reviews of the Cambridge Philosophical Society. This is 
at present being prepared by Dr. Whyte and Mr. Oljhovikov in collaboration, 
and promises to be an outstanding contribution to the literature on plant 
physiology. 


Three other Bulletins are at present in preparation. The first (No. 18) 
will deal with ‘‘ Grassland and forage crops in South Africa’’ and will 
contain articles by authorities in that country. The second will be a large 
publication on “ The technique of seed production of herbage and forage 
plants’’; this is being prepared by the Bureau in collaboration with Mr. 
Gwilym Evans, Officer in Charge of Seed Production on the Welsh Plant 
Breeding Station, and will contain articles and other information collected 
from the correspondents of the Bureau in all parts of the world. 


The third Bulletin in preparation will probably be a joint publication 
with the Imperial Bureau of Soil Science, Rothamsted, and will contain 
the information collected by Dr. Whyte in his tour of U.S.A. and Canada 
in May, June and July, 1936. The subject will probably be the role of 
vegetation in ercsion control, a question to which he gave particular atten- 
tion during the tour. The American and Canadian investigators showed in 
their great hospitality the high esteem in which they hold Aberystwyth ; 
they all enjoy the stimulating writings and ideas of Professor Stapledon 
and look to the senior members of the Welsh Plant Breeding Station staff 
for guidance in the breeding of herbage plants, and in all aspects of grass- 
land research and technique. To the Bureau they look for up-to-date 
accurate information on research in all parts of the world to which they 
cannot have access owing to lack of familiarity with the various foreign 
languages, or to the absence of adequate library facilities. It was most 
stimulating to be told that Herbage Abstracts is one of the best abstracts 
‘yet produced, and to hear that another worker cannot imagine what 
grassland and forage crop research would be like without the help of the 
publications of the Bureau. 
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The undoubted success of the Herbage Bureau would certainly have 

been impossible were it not for the great work done during the past years 

by the scientific assistants and clerical staff; their persistent efforts and. 
-enthusiasm deserve the highest praise.

The Scheduled Diseases of Animals and its object were fully dealt with. 


The other group of diseases dealt with are those affecting dairy cattle, 
and their relations with the milk supply.

LAND SURVEYING AND FARM BUILDING CONSTRUCTION.

and they all did remarkably well.

The number of students attending the various classes has increased 
‘considerably, consequently the Advisory Laboratory has been used during 
three afternoons a week for practical work. This will have to be extended 
to four periods next session if the present rate of increase continues. 
Additional accommodation will then be necessary in order to carry out 
Advisory and Investigational work. The present laboratories and their 
equipment are inadequate for purposes of teaching and investigational 
work. 


The quality of the work has not been up to the average during the 
past session, but Miss R. Hughes Jones, Mr. G. Dennis Simons, Mr. A. W. B. 
Higgins and Miss May Davies deserve special mention. Of the nine students 
who presented themselves for examination for the National Diploma in 
Dairying, eight were successful in Bacteriology. 


Pavt Time Students. 

A number of Diploma and Post-Graduate students have worked in 
the Routine Laboratory for varying periods, with a view to obtaining 
some knowledge of modern methods used in the examination of food stuffs 
and water supplies. 


A summer vacation course has been arranged for students desiring 
further experience of such methods. 


Short Courses. 
A series of lectures and demonstrations has been given as usual to 
students pursuing the various Short Courses in Dairying and Agriculture. 


An attempt is being made to instruct these students in some of the 
elementary principles of general bacteriology, as well as showing them the 
details of the various methods used in the bacteriological grading of milk. 


It is found that the contact established with the Short Course students 
leads to an increased demand for advisory services.

Advisory. 

The Accredited Milk Producers’ Scheme has shown a steady develop- 
ment in the College Advisory Area. The number of Grade A producers 
in the nine counties at different periods since the commencement of the 
Scheme is as follows :—

Much time has been devoted to advisory work in connection with 
methods of production of Grade A milk. 


Demonstrations of the methods used for the bacteriological grading 
of miik have been given at several agricultural shows, including the Royal 
Welsh and Bath and West. 


Thirty-three dairy farms and factories have been visited in connection 
with advisory investigations. 
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Contact of an intimate and practical character has thus been main- 
tained with farmers and dairymen in the Province. 


Reseaych and Investigational. 
Various aspects of the following problems have been studied during 
the session :— 


(a) Investigations into improved and simplified methods for the 
routine bacteriological examination of dairy products. 


(0) The continuation of laboratory experiments on the detection 
of Mycobacterium tuberculosis and Brucella abortus in the bulk 
milk of farms in certain Welsh areas. 


(c) The bacteriological examination of different types of rural water 
supplies, with particular reference to their suitability for dairy 
purposes. 


(d@) A detailed study of species of the genus Lactobacillus found in 
raw and pasturised milk with a view to discovering s some basic 
principles of cheese ripening. : 


(ec) A continuation of the cultural examination of thermophilic 
bacteria found in raw and pasturised milk. 


(f) Continuation of milk production studies, which includes a de- 
tailed bacteriological examination of monthly samples of milk 
from twelve typical Welsh dairy farms over a period of ten years. 
This will be completed during the course of the next session. 

Samples are now being examined from six of these farms 
at weekly intervals in order to observe seasonal variations. 

During the course of this investigation an attempt is being 
made to correlate the influence of the efficiency of utensil sterilisa- 
tion and milk cooling with the results of the bacteriological tests. 


In conclusion, I wish to record my appreciation of Mr. G. T. Morgan’s 
co-operation and advice with reference to advisory and investigational 


work, and my thanks to Miss J. A. Tudor, who has given loyal help in 
teaching and research.

CLASSICS—GRERK. 
Mia. De i ENKENS: 


While the number of registered students was only slightly smaller than 
in the preceding session, the number of those sitting examinations, twenty- 
eight, was corisiderably smaller owing to several withdrawals. 


Those who settled down in the various pass-grades were commendably 
industrious and show a high percentage of passes. 


Special mention must be made of the Honours student, A. W. McAdam, 
already referred to by me in previous reports. The promise of earlier 
sessions has now been abundantly fulfilled in a conspicuously good First 
Class. He reached a high standard in all his papers. In addition to 
strength on the side of pure scholarship he shows a bent for ancient phil- 
osophy and a wide outlook, which augur well for his future studies. 


CLASSICS—LATIN. 


PROFESSOR E. J. Woop. 


As is the case throughout the College generally, our numbers have 
slightly decreased this year, but it is a welcome sign that, so far as the 
Department of Latin is concerned, the decrease is confined entirely to the 
two lowest grades, Preliminary and Intermediate, where only forty-two 
students enrolled themselves as against fifty-two last Session. It is earnestly 
to be hoped that this tendency towards larger numbers in the higher classes 
which has been noticed, especially with regard to the Honours course, for 
the last few years, will be maintained. This session no fewer than ten 
members of the Subsidiary Class signified their desire to enter upon the 
Honours course next Session. 


_ However, while this increase is gratifying, it does raise a problem 
regarding the amount of individual tuition that can be given to each Honours 
candidate. For even if a few of the aspirants for Honours are advised not 
to proceed to an Honours degree in Latin, the time at the disposal of the 
Department will be fully occupied with the others and the chance of giving 
some individual help and encouragement to Subsidiary students who wish to 
enter the First Year Honours course in the following Session will be more 
remote than ever. And yet the opportunity to give such help is very 
greatly to be desired as, in a subject like Latin, it might make, in many Cases, 
all the difference between a successful and an unsuccessful Honours course. 


As regards the work of the’ present Session thefe is nothing of great 
interest to report. While it was certainly disappointing in the lower grades, 
it was done competently on the whole in the higher. In particular, distinct 
promise was shown by some of the freshmen who intend to proceed to 
Honours and good hopes have been raised regarding the Final Honours class 
of two years hence. 


During the Session a former member of the Department, Mr. A. J. B. 
Higgins (University Student), at present engaged on a theological course at 
Lancashire College, Manchester, was awarded the degree of M.A. His thesis 
on the Latinity of St. Ambrose was warmly commended and it is hoped 
that he will find time in the future to continue and amplify his researches. 


Mr. Alun Hudson-Williams has written an article and has nearly 
completed another on the text of some late Latin poets which will be pub- 
lished in the near future. During the Session the Head of the Department 
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gave a course of three lectures in the University College of Swansea on the 
Ars Poetica of Horace, and lectured to the Classical Teorey in in Swansea 
and in Manchester. 


ECONOMICS AND POLITICAL SCIENCE. 


PROFESSOR R. B. FORRESTER. 


Progress of Classes. 

The work of the Department has been carried through along the lines 
developed in recent years. It remains true that the pressure of work upon 
the available staff is still intense during the teaching terms and if a fourth 
member of staff were to become available, his services could be extremely 
usefully employed. 


The work of the great majority of the students has been satisfactory 
and a considerable number show keenness for and aptitude in this subject. 
The Subsidiary class had a good upper group and a weak tail. The Final 
class showed a good level of competence. Of the options offered, 28 took 
Economics, 5 Economics and Politics, and 2 Economics and Agricultural 
Economics. As has become the custom in recent years, the Honours class 
was attended not only by students going forward to the honours examination 
but also by research students and senior students taking subjects for special 
purposes. Those who were candidates for honours did exceedingly well and 
three were placed in the first class in Economics and Political Science ; in 
addition two candidates who took Economics with Agricultural Economics 
were awarded first class honours. 


In research, Mr. Evan Davies, B.A., was awarded the degree of M.A. 
for his work on “‘ The British Iron and Steel Trades since 1920.” Four 
other students have been in touch with the Department and hope to submit 
their studies for higher degrees in due course. 


General. 


In making brief reference to recent students of the Department, it is 
pleasant to record the success of Mr. Arthur Beacham (Honours Economics, 
Class I., |935) in obtaining the degree of M.A. from the University of Liver- 
pool; the appointment of Mr. Barrie Nicholas Davies (Honours Economics, 
Class J., 1936), after a year as Stanley Jevons student in the University of 
Manchester, to a post in the statistical department of Messrs. Richard Thomas 
and Company, Limited, and the success of Mr. D. Eyron Thomas (Honours 
Economics, Class I., 1936) in the competition for posts in the National 
Savings Department. 


Part of the difficulties of the Department lie in the fact that it must, 
besides giving men a training in economic analysis, help so far as possible 
to prepare them for such diverse fields of employments. 


For the first time the Economics Department was able to organise an 
industrial tour so that students could visit large scale industrial firms and 
examine the conditions of their operation. The Birmingham area was 
chosen and this experiment proved of great value ; I desire to acknowledge 
our gratitude and indebtedness to the firms which gave us access to their 
works, spent much time in guiding us over their plants, and also made us 
partakers of their kind hospitality. 


The Department received welcome visits from Miss Jolliffe, of the 
University College of North Wales, who lectured upon international capital 
movements, and from Mr. Stanley Parris, of the University College of 
South Wales and Monmouthshire, who lectured upon recent economic 
changes in Britain.

ENGLISH. 
PROFESSOR J. W. H. ATKINS. 


The number of students reading in the Department this year was 
rather less than that of last year, though there was a slight increase at the 
Honours and post-graduate stages. 


in the course of the Session two students were awarded the M.A. degree 
for research. Mr. S. G. Rees, B.A., submitted a thesis on The Contribution 
of Galsworthy to the English Drama, and Mr. Trefor Rees, B.A., a thesis on 
Lhe Novel of Tervoy; and both were approved as qualifying for the higher 
degree. Three other students, Miss G. Hughes, B.A., Miss M. James, B.A., 
and G. Lewis, B.A., have nearly brought their post-graduate work to com- 
pletion ; while C. Germanacos, B.A., has done some valuable preliminary 
work on “‘ Macaulay as a critic.’”’ Mr. Germanacos, I might perhaps add, 
leaves in August for Cyprus to take up a scholastic appointment under the 
Colonial Office. It is with pleasure that I also record the forthcoming 
publication this year by an old student, Dr. B. G. Charles, formerly Fellow 
of the University of Wales. The work is likely to be one of considerable 
interest. It is entitled Non-Celtic Place Names in Wales, and is to be pub- 
lished in a series of London Mediaeval Studies. Another former student and 
Fellow of the University, Dr. O. Schram, has recently been appointed Head 
of the Department of English Language in the University of Edinburgh ; 
while Mr. D. G. James, M.A., has been appointed Assistant Lecturer in 
English at the University College, Cardiff. 


The Honours Class this year attained a good level throughout. First 
Classes were awarded to Haydn Evans and W. M. Meredith, B.A.; six 
students obtained Class II. Div. I., and three were placed in Class II. Div. If. 
The First Year Honours Class showed considerable promise ; and with one 
exception all the members of the class completed a satisfactory year’s work. 
The results obtained at the Subsidiary and Intermediate stages fell below 
those of previous years. The details are given in the tabular statement, 
one notable feature being the decline in the number of Intermediate can- 
didates. 


As in previous years the teaching of the Department has been supple- 
mented by short courses of lectures given by Professors Barbier and David 
Evans on French Tragedy and German Tragedy respectively, for which we 
were very grateful. 
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FRENCH. 
PROFESSOR ANDRE BARBIER 


A great effort has been made this session further to develop the tutorial 
and seminar work. It is earnestly hoped that, in the very near future, the 
transformation of the Part-time Assistantship into a Full-time Assistant- 
Lectureship will make possible a really efficient organisation of the Depart- 
ment. 


On the whole, the students of all grades worked well and progressed 
satisfactorily. “The Honours list included three names in the first class, 
three in the first division, and four in the second division of the second class, 
and none in the third class. Eleven candidates were presented for the 
Certificate or Oral Proficiency, which was awarded to seven of them. 


Five students who pursued last session the first year of the Honours 
course spent the whole of this session in France: four as ‘ Repetiteurs’ or 
English Assistants in Lycees or Normal Colleges, and one as Research 
Secretary to my colleague Professor Paul Yvon of the University of Caen. 
Arrangements have been made for a number of students (including six who 
were awarded travelling grants by the College) to spend the long vacation 
in France. 


Two dissertations were presented for the degree of M.A., and approved 
by the Board of Examiners; one by Emlyn Evans on ‘Scarron and the 
realistic movement of the xviith. century’, the other by Garnet Rees on 
“Remy de Gourmont as a literary critic, with special reference to his con- 
nection with the symbolist movement in French poetry from 1885 to 


1900.’ 


Mr. Sydney Herbert has again been kind enough to deliver in the De- 
partment a short course of lectures on the historical background of 
French literature in the xviith. and xixth. centuries.

Phonetics. 
Dr. A. B. THOMAS. 


Most of the students of this subject were from the Department of 
French ; a few from the German and Welsh Departments attended the 
theory classes. All showed a keen interest in the study of the mechanism of 
speech, but little interest in the detailed study of sounds of languages other 
than those in which they were specialising. Ample opportunity was afforded 
for practice in phonetic transcription of English and French. This trans- 
Scription, among other services, revealed some wrong pronunciations in 
both languages unsuspected by the students themselves. 


The library of Gramophone Records now includes sets of English, 
French, German, Irish, Italian and Spanish records which have been found 
most useful. Under present conditions, practical work in Phonetics is 
very difficult since the records cannot be used without disturbing classes in 
adjoining rooms. 
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GEOGRAPHY AND ANTHROPOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR C. DARYLL FORDE. 


The numbers of students in the various grades showed a small decrease 
but there was a distinct improvement in general quality and achievement. 


In the Second Year Honours Group the class work during the Session 
and the dissertations were of unusually good standard and nearly half the 
group achieved a high class in the Degree Examinations. The distribution 
of classes was as follows: I—3; II. i1.—6.; II. u.—9; III—2. 


The First Year Honours Class also showed unusual promise while 
there were very few failures in the Final Examination. In the Subsidiary 
Class more than a dozen intending Honours students showed marked promise 
for the future. 


There are still clear indications, especially among Arts students, that 
the quality of work often suffers when more than two Subsidiary or Final 
courses are being pursued. The need for reducing the number of courses 
demanded from students in their earlier years urgently requires considera- 
tion if scholarly habits, thorough grasp and maturity of expression are not 
to be confined to the most brilliant and industrious. 


Two post-graduate students investigating land utilisation in Cardigan- 
shire and Carmarthenshire have achieved valuable results and I hope that 
during the next few years other students will extend this work to other 
parts of Wales and so provide in co-operation with the Land Utilisation 
Survey a fairly complete study of land utilisation in Wales from the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century down to the present time. 


Mr. L. W. Evans, a former student of the Department, was awarded 
the M.A. degree this Session for a thesis on the Regional Development of 
Industry in S.E. Carmarthenshire. 


Mr. E. G. Bowen continued his extra-mural activities this session in 
both his Aberdyfi Tutorial Class and at the Kent Summer School. Mr. 
Whitehouse lectured on Rural Geography at the Cheshire Teachers Summer 
School, and I visited Cardiff in January to lecture under the scheme for the 
interchange of lecturers. Both Mr. Bowen and I read papers at the British 
Association meeting at Blackpool in September, 1936.

GERMAN. 
PROFESSOR DAvip EVANS. 


The work of the department during this session has been steady and 
good without any outstanding features. 


A small hand-library is being built up in the department and the use 
made of it by the students is very promising. 


HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR R. F. TREHARNE. 


The number of students registered has again fallen appreciably, and in 
consequence of the closer personal direction thus made possible in the 
smaller essay classes at the Final stage, the percentage of examination 
failures has declined substantially, even though the pass standard was 
perceptibly raised. 


The three Honours “‘years’’ call for no special comment except on the 
extremely poor preparation in French and Latin revealed by would-be 
Honours students entering College; some, entirely unprepared in both 
languages, abandon the idea of taking History : others, poorly equipped in 
one or both languages, found their prospects of Honours endangered through- 
out their first two years and badiy hampered in the third. This year’s 
preliminary Honours class was in this respect very poor. The danger 
should be noted by all who have any concern with Welsh Secondary 
education. 


Dr. E. Jones Parry successfully launched his new Special Subject on 
international relations in the period {890-1904, and has found the course 
popular. Mr. Herbert’s course on the History of the United States, |783- 
1884, has attracted the interest of the Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace, which desires to assist the promotion of the study of American 
history in our Universities. 


Mr. W. N. Medlicott, M.A., Lecturer in History at Swansea, and 
Professor D. S. Muzzey, Professor of American History in Columbia 
University, have lectured in the Department and to the College Historical 
Society. I lectured to the Bangor branch of the Historical Association, and 
Mr. Herbert lectured in the W.E.A. Summer School at Oxford, and in week- 
end or day adult schools at Ammanford, Risca, and Briton Ferry. The 
Vacation Revision School for History Teachers, which I organised in the 
College for the Historical Association of England and Wales at Easter, 
1937, and in which both Mr. Herbert and I conducted seminars, was com- 
pletely successful, and a second school will be organised at Aberystwyth for 
Easter 1938. Much of the success of the school was due to the excellent 
work of the Senior Warden and the staff of the Hostel. 


Among former students, Mr. F. R. Lewis, M.A. (University Fellow), 
has obtained the D.Phil. of the University of Oxford; Mr. A. Lewis, B.A. 
(H. T. Pickles Research Student in the University of Manchester), has 
obtained the Master’s degree of that University ; and Mr. A. J. Roderick, 
M.A., has been appointed Research Lecturer in Welsh History in this 
College. Mr. Alun Davies, B.A., was placed fourth in the Civil Service 
Examination lists for 1936 (Tax Inspector Group), and headed the list on 
the viva voce marks. Mr. S. L. Awbery, B.A., was awarded the Civil 
Service Postgraduate Scholarship in this College.

Most of the 1936-1937 Session has been devoted to the Thirteenth 
Century manuscripts of the Laws of Hywel Dda, and the early Laws of 
Ireland. 


I have partly ready for the press a new study of the tenth century 
“Laws of the Dunsaete.’”’ These are a body of laws in force among a 
mixed community composed of the Welsh of a part of Monmouthshire 
on the one side and of the English of the adjacent part of England on the 
other side. They have been treated hitherto from the English side alone 
as scholars had not been able to find any traces oi the corresponding Welsh 
documents which they knew must have existed at some time. 


The printing of my book, ‘ Prolegomena to Celtic Mythology,”’ 
is held up for a while. 


WELSH HISTORY. 


ProFessor E. A. LEwIs. 


Degree Courses in Welsh History. The Final Group selecting ‘‘ Wales 
under the Tudors ’’ as one of their alternative courses in the Department of 
History, did commendably well. The Essay work during the session 
was distinctly good, notably that of one of the women members of the 
class—Miss Gwenllian Jones. The course on the “ Economic History 
of Wales during the 19th Century ”’ was satisfactorily completed by one 
candidate as part of his scheme of study for the Preliminary M.A. examina- 
tion in the Department of Economics and Political Science. 


Post-gvaduate Work. Five post-graduate students attended the usual 
classes held for instruction in Palaeography. Three holders of Sir John 
Williams Research grants made satisfactory progress with their respective 
schemes of work. Mr. Oswald Beynon, B.A., continued his study of 
“ The Lead Industry in Cardiganshire, 1700-1830,’’ and during the session 
contributed several interesting articles on some aspects of his subject to 
the local Press. His M.A. dissertation, which is now nearly complete, 
will form a really new and important contribution to our knowledge of the 
lead industry in Cardiganshire. Mr. Elwyn Evans, B.A., was engaged. 
upon a systematic survey of the printed and MS. sources at the National 
Library of Wales for the purpose of his proposed Social and Agrarian study 
of the lordships of Arwystli and Cyfeiliog during the ]6th-]7th centuries. 
Mr. P. G. Sudbury, B.A., who left after two terms’ residence to take up 
a teaching post, showed marked aptitude for research in his work on “‘ The 
Medieval Boroughs of Pembrokeshire.”’ 


Personal Research Work. During the Session my inventory to the 
Early Chancery Proceedings concerning Wales from the time of Richard II 
to the end of the reign of Philip and Mary was passed through the Press, 
and will be published in the autumn. Some progress was also made 
with a similar inventory to the Proceedings of the Court of Augmentations, 
at the Public Record Office. 
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WELSH LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR T. GWYNN JONES. 


The work done by the students in the Final stage was unusually good 
throughout the Session and the performance of every member of the class 
in the Sessional examinations was most satisfactory. 


In the Honours stage and the Preliminary M.A. test (identical with 
the Honours papers), the examination work was excellent. Mr. David 
Jenkins’ work during the session was certainly first class, so that his 
Class II (1) does not exactly represent his attainment. Mr. D. J. Evans, 
‘in the Preliminary M.A. papers, did very effective work. 


The degree of Magister was awarded to Mr. D. J. Odwyn Jones and 
Mr. David Thomas. 


BOTANY. 
PROFESSOR LILY NEWTON. 


The students have worked well and the examination results were very 
satisfactory, three students obtaining First Class Honours. 


Field Work. Field excursions have been held for students of all 
grades and in the Easter vacation the first and second year Honours 
students spent a week in London. They visited places of interest and 
were given special privileges at the Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew, and the 
Natural History Museum. 


Research. I have continued my fielc work at Goginan and Miss 
G. N. Davies, B.Sc., has also been working on another aspect of the lead- 
mine pollution. I acknowledge gratefully the grant from the Fisheries 
Board which has made the continuance of this work possible. 


Mr. Chater has grown salt-marsh plants from seed in order to investigate 
the variability in form. Mr. Carter has collected algae for a chemical 
analysis which is being carried out in the Chemical Department of the 
University of Manchester. Miss Wilson has continued her work on the 
cytology of a fungus. All members of Staff have supervised the research 
work of Honours students which takes up a considerable amount of time 
when a number of theses are involved. Miss Wilson and Miss G. N. Davies 
are reading papers at the British Association Meeting at Nottingham. 


Garden. The Botany garden continues to be of great service to 
the Department, though we badly need more labour during Summer and 
early Spring. The fact that the green-house at College is so much needed 
for research makes it necessary to grow most of the plants in the sunk 
greenhouse near the Botany Garden and the need for more help increases 
considerably. 


I should like to offer my very sincere thanks to the many friends who 
have allowed members of Staff and students to visit their gardens during 
the year. It is a great help to us in our work and we much appreciate 
the privileges which have been given us. I am very grateful to Mr. Willans 
for his continued interest in the departmental library, and Dr. Salter’s 
many kindnesses are a continual encouragement to us all.

CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR T: CAMPBELL JAMES. 


The number of students working in the Department was 76, their 
distribution being as in the table printed elsewhere in this volume. 


Staff. Mr. J. B. Bowen, B.Sc., was appointed as part-time Assistant 
for the Session and gave valuable and efficient service. There was no change 
in the permanent staff of the Department. 


Intermediate Class. The lecturing work was shared by the Professor 
and Dr. D. Gwynne Davies and the laboratory work by Dr. Davies and 
Mr. Bowen. The class worked well and the examination results were 
satisfactory. 


Subsidiary Class. A lecture course on Organic Chemistry was given 
by Mr. Hudleston ; on Physical Chemistry by Mr. Bury ; and on Inorganic 
Chemistry by Dr. Davies. The practical work was supervised by Mr. Bury. 
The entry of well qualified students at this stage was greater than for several 
past years and the work done was of distinctly higher level than that of 
the previous year. 


Final Class. This class was of good average ability. A lecture 
course on Physical Chemistry was given by Mr. Bury ; on Organic Chemistry 
by the Professor; and on Inorganic Chemistry by Mr. Hudleston, who 
also supervised the practical work. The Final examination results were 
satisfactory, although several students who passed the examination did not 
attain the standard expected of them. 


Honours Class. This consisted of six members only, of whom four 
took the examination for Honours in Pure Chemistry and one in Chemistry, 
with Agricultural Chemistry. Lecture courses and tuition were shared in 
by all members of the staff, including Mr. Bowen, and Mr. Theodore White 
(research student) gave a short course on Biochemistry. 
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Higher Degrees. Mr. Raymond Redd, M.Sc., presented a_ thesis 
entitled ‘“‘ A study of the conditions affecting equilibria in certain colloidal 
solutions,’’ and was granted the Ph.D. degree. 


Research work proceeding in the Depaviment. Five post-graduate 
students were actively engaged in research ; Messrs. J. Vernon Davies and 
E. C. L. Franklin (University Student), working under Mr. Hudleston ; 
Mr. T. Tyssul Jones with Dr. Davies and Messrs. T. White (Garrod Thomas 
Fellowship and D.S.I.R. grant), H. Lloyd Davies (Garrod Thomas Fellow- 
ship) and J. B. Bowen (part-time assistant) under the Professor. ; 


Special Lectures. The Professor visited University College, Swansea, 
in May, and gave a short course of lectures under the University exchange 


scheme.

Research. The Ph.D. degree has been awarded to Mr. A. W. Woodland, 
B.Sc., for work on the geology of the manganiferous deposits of Merioneth 
and Caernarvonshire. This is the first award of this degree to a 
student of the Department for research wholly carried out and directed 
within the Department. 


Field-classes. At Easter the field-class visited the area near Tenby 
and Pembroke. In May, students of all grades were able, through the 
kindness of Mr. J. Lloyd Humphreys and of the management, to make a 
carefully arranged inspection of the surface and underground workings 
of the Oakeley Slate Mines, Blaenau Festiniog.

APPLIED MATHEMATICS. 
Mr. THomas LEwis. 


It is with deep regret that I record the death of Emeritus Professor 
G. A. Schott, F.R.S., the founder and first head of the department. 
Professor Schott retired four years ago after giving unstinted services to 
the College for over forty years. As teacher and research worker he 
excelled, thereby winning the admiration and respect of all his students. 
The present head of the department wishes to put on record his deep in- 
debtedness to him. 


The quality of the work done in the degree classes during the Session 
was hardly as satisfactory as in previous years, but calls for no particular 
comment. The work of the Honours student in Applied Mathematics, 
however, was uniformly good, and he was placed in the First Class. Of 
the Honours students in Mathematics, one produced a dissertation of 
exceptionally high standard on a hydrodynamical subject. 
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Research has been carried out by members of the staff. Mr. Easthope 
has been studying co-operative phenomena in alloys. In particular, he 
has applied the Bragg-Williams theory of ‘ order-disorder’ as improved 
by Bethe and Peierls to alloys of the A B3 type. Mr. Easthope has also 
devoted some time to the study oi the scattering of slow neutrons by pro- 
tons. - Papers embodying the results of his investigations are nearly ready 
for publication. I have developed a new method of representing retarded 
and advanced potentials and have succeeded in obtaining results of 
mathematical and physical interest. A paper on the subject is now in print. 


At the end of last session, Mr. T. E. Garstang resigned his post as 
assistant lecturer in the department in order to take up a lectureship at 
the Sir John Cass Institute. We deeply regret having to record his pre- 
mature death during the Christmas vacation. Some of Mr. Garstang’s 
researches in hydrodynamics will rank as pioneer work. 


Mr. C. E. Easthope was appointed to the post vacated by Mr. Garstang. 
Mr. Easthope is a former student of the College and a former Fellow of the 
University of Wales. His research experience was gained under Professor 
Schott at Aberystwyth, and under Professors Fowler and Peierls at Cam- 
bridge. He is a specialist in modern mathematical physics.

The number and distribution of students in the Department during 
the session |]936-37 are shown in the table printed elsewhere in this volume. 


The work done was, on the whole, satisfactory. Two men, Mr. T. V. 
Davies and Mr. A. C. S. Pindar, sat for Honours in Pure Mathematics, 
and both, after a year of excellent work, obtained good First Classes. 
Both will, I hope, proceed to take Honours in Applied Mathematics next 
session. One student, Mr. T. L. Phillips, carried out research work in 
a branch of Differential Geometry and has made good progress. Mr. 
E. T. J. Davies and Mr. J. G. Forbister, who had excellent First Classes in 
1935, have obtained research posts in Government departments. 


The Department continues to specialise in Geometry. Miss D. S. 
Meyier and myself have papers almost ready for publication on geometrical 
subjects.

It is impossible to report on the present Session without recording the 
loss sustained through the illness of the Professor throughout the Session.

During the present Session, five students 
(Messrs. W. J. Thomas, R. A. M. Bound, F. H. Vanstone, D. H. Landon, 
and I. G. Davies) have been engaged in research in the Department, and 
they have all made good progress. Two students were successful in the 
examinations for higher degrees; Mr. I. Davies was awarded the degree 
of M.Sc. in December, whilst Mr. W. J. Thomas obtained the degree of

Appoiniments. Both Dr. W. J. Thomas and Mr. I. Davies have been 
appointed to the R.A.F. Educational Service. Mr. I. G. Davies has been 
successful in obtaining a post with the British Thomson-Houston Company, 
whilst three other students (Messrs. R. P. Owen, E. T. J. Davies and G. M. 
Humphreys), who completed their Honours course in 1936, have obtained 
research posts in Government establishments. 


It is satisfactory to be able to state that no Honours graduate of the 
Department is unemployed. Indeed, the present-day demand for Physicists 
—particularly for industrial posts—exceeds the supply, and, with a view 
to training our abler students in industrial work, summer vacation posts 
have been obtained for eight of our senior students in industrial firms 
and laboratories.

The number of students working in the Department throughout the 
Session was 83, and there were in addition during the Autumn Term |7 
Short Course Agricultural students. 


The Department provided again at the invitation of the Department of 
Education a short course of lectures and laboratory work on biological 
foundations of Hygiene to the fourth year students in training as teachers. 


Of the Honours students, Miss Morva Bowen and Mr. W. M. R. Evans 
obtained a First Class, and Miss M. M. R. Ll. Davies and Mr. Henry Evans 
were placed in the First Division of the Second Class. Miss Bowen has 
been awarded a University Studentship. 


Research. 


Dr. E. E. Watkins has continued work upon the Shore Amphipods 
and a Revision of the Genus Bathyporeia is nearing completion. Dr. 
- Gwendolen Rees has continued work upon the Cercariae of Marine Molluscs. 
Dr. J. R. E. Jones has continued his experiments on the effect of dissolved 
metallic salts upon freshwater animal life, and has reported to the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries Rivers Pollution Committee. The results 
of his experiments with Polycelis nigva_are being published in the next 
issue of the Journal of Experimental Biology. Mr. D. P. Jones, M.Sc., 
has continued to work, under a Fellowship of the University of Wales, 
on the Dipterous Pests of Grasses and Cereals, and has presented a thesis, 
“Studies on the Diptera of Grasses and Cereals,’’ for which he has been 
awarded the Degree of Ph.D. Mr. T. I. Davies, M.Sc., has continued 
his survey of the Helminth Parasites of Birds in the Aberystwyth area, 
and has presented a thesis, “‘ Studies on the Cestode Parasites of British 
Birds,’ for which he has been awarded the degree of Ph.D. He has also 
been awarded a University Fellowship. Mr. A. K. Vaughan, B.Sc., has 
been working on the Biology of Bathyporeia pilosa, B. guilliamsoniana 
and Corophium volutata, and hopes to present a thesis for the degree of 
M.Se. in January. Mr. D. C. Wiiliams, B.Sc., has been working out the 
Anatomy and Rate of Growth of Macoma balthica and hopes to submit a 
thesis for the degree of M.Sc. next January. Mr. T.G. J. Jones, B.Sc., has 
commenced work upon the Efficacy of Various Sprays still in the Experi- 
mental Stage as a Method of Control against Insect Pests. 


Field Work. Dr. Watkin and Dr. Rees took a party of research and 
undergraduate students to the Scottish Biological Station at Miullport 
during the Easter vacation. 


Appointments of Former Students. Dr. D. P. Jones, as Assistant

Of the Articled Clerks, twenty-one attended the North Wales School 
and five the course of study at Aberystwyth. Of the eighty-four Law 
students at the College, sixty were studying for the LL.B. degree, while 
the remainder were either studying for the Bar or were Arts students 
taking courses in Law. 


The Professor and Lecturers all shared between them the work at 
the North Wales Law School and the Central Wales Law School, in addition 
to the Honours and Pass Curriculum for the LL.B. and B.A. degree. 
During the Session, in appreciation of his work, Mr. W. H. D. Winder was 
placed on the permanent staff of the College. 


Of the nine Honours candidates, one, Mr. J. Leslie Williams, obtained 
First Class Honours and the Samuel Evans Prize; four obtained Second 
Class, and four Third Class Honours. Mr. Trevor Cawdor Thomas who 
obtained a First Class with us last year, was placed in the First Class in 
Part II of the Cambridge Law Tripos, and was awarded an Exhibition 
of £60 at Trinity Hall. I include in this report Mr. Shannon’s brief 
summary of the work of the North Wales Law School :— 


‘The number of students attending the courses at Colwyn Bay was 
usually eight Final students and 13 Intermediate students. The attendance

MUSIC. 
PROFESSOR DAVID DE LLOYD. 


The standard attained in the Intermediate and Subsidiary grades of 
the Degree Courses in the Faculties of Arts and Music was much the same as 
that of the preceding Session. Most of these students find it as much as 
they can do to fulfil the bare requirements of the syllabus ; comparatively 
few possess a bent for the subject and.even these suffer from the inadequacy 
or indeed the total absence of preparatory training in the years immediately 
preceding their entry into College. If, and when, music is given the same 
attention in the Elementary and Secondary Schools as other subjects then 
the student, having mastered the rudiments of notation, time and rhythm 
will no longer be satisfied with mere routine work. 


In the Honours B.A. class, two candidates presented themselves for 
examination: one obtained First Class and the other II (1) Honours. 
Throughout the session both of these students did very commendable work: 
the former wrote compositions for a string orchestra which were performed 
at the College weekly concerts, and the latter some very effective songs. 


The Normals who took the supplementary and elementary courses in 
music showed a consistent level of mediocrity which, in this case again, is to 
ke attributed mainly to the neglect of the subject in their school years. 
In fairness to these students, however, it must be admitted that for half of 
each of the first two terms of the session, the students have to do teaching 
practice in various schools scattered about the country : this interruption is 
unfortunate, particularly so in the case of students who have a considerable 
amount of leeway to make up. An effort is being made to get hold of the 
normal students in their first and second years ; by this means, it will be 
possible to map out a graduated course of study for a consecutive period of 
years which will enable them to take full advantage of the facilities offered 
by the Department in the theory and practice of music. 


The weekly concerts continue to attract students and club members ; 
the visiting artists during the session were Olga Haley (vocalist), Cyril 
Smith (pianist), English Singers Quartette, Brosa (violin), Thelma Reiss 
(Cello), and the Griller String Quartette. The Friday ‘“‘ At Homes,”’ in spite 
of the smaller gathering, probably have a more enduring effect than the 
Weekly Concert. Here students themselves play their part in the per- 
formances : modern works for strings are given a hearing and the classics 
are played and replayed for the benefit of the earnest students. As in past 
sessions, the Orchestral and Choral Societies have rendered good service and 
performed works commensurable with their technical attainments and their 
numerical resources.

The work of the Department during the session under review was on 
the whole quite satisfactory. The greatest weakness was shown by some of 
the students pursuing the degree course who had been brought up in in- 
dustrial centres and therefore were not sufficiently familiar with agricultural 
practice before commencing their College course. It is very important that 
such students should realise their position at the commencement of their 
College career. By arranging to spend all their vacations on farms of the 
right type they may attain a fair standard of proficiency by the time they 
complete their three years’ Scheme of Study. Students pursuing the 
Agricultural and Dairy Diploma Courses are usually well acquainted with 
the practical side of their work before entering College, and, moreover, 
they have more time available for visiting the College Farm during term 
time than the majority of our degree students. 


In the course of the year the Department’s Staff and the Agricultural 
Staffs of the Counties in our area arranged a number of provincial con- 
ferences to discuss various practical problems. In view of reports received 
from several counties regarding the serious extent to which the bracken 
pest has, in recent years, encroached on the best upland pastures in Mid- 
Wales it was decided that the College and County Authorities should 
jointly arrange a series of trials with some of the new types of bracken 
cutting machines. The machines selected for the trials were : 


(1) The “ Collins ’’ (Glasgow) and the “‘Alien ’’ (Oxford) both motor 
driven. 


(2) The ‘Glaslyn ’’ (Portmadoc) and the “ Holt’ (Leigh), both 
horse-drawn. 


(3) The Cruickshank (Stirling) hand operated machine. 
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Trials were conducted in each of the following Counties :—Merioneth,. 
Montgomery, Cardigan, Pembroke and Brecon-with-Radnor. 


Owing to the very general interest taken by farmers in methods recently 
developed for drying grass artificially, a feeding experiment with dried grass 
was conducted last winter at the College Farm. The results have been 
published by Professor Fagan and Mr. Phillips in the current number of the 
Journal of our Agricultural Society. 


It is very gratifying to be able to report that during the year under 
review the out-buildings at the College Farm have been very much improved 
by the erection of an additional byre ; one section provides accommodation 
for fifteen dairy cows and the other section for about the same number of 
other cattle.

The total number of students registered in the Department was some- 
what higher than usual and the standard of work has been satisfactory. 
Twelve students passed the subsidiary examination, and of the three honours 
students, G. P. Hughes and A. Radcliffe were placed in Class I, and C. D. 
Price in Class II, Division I. The Ph.D. degree was awarded in January 
to J. H. Western for a thesis entitled ‘‘ Some aspects of biological specialisa- 
tion in the oat smut fungi’”’ and in June to P. T. Thomas for his work on 
“The cytology of certain interspecific and intergeneric hybrids in the 
Lolium-Festuca group.’’ In each’case the work showed distinctive merit.

Research. 

Mr. Myrddin Williams, working under the direction of Mr. Gwilym 
Evans, has studied the moisture relations of certain grass seeds, a matter 
of considerable importance in connection with seed production. Mr. P. T. 
Thomas, who spent part of the third year of his University Studentship at 
the John Innes Horticultural Institute, has returned in order to extend 
further his work on the cytology of species and hybrids in certain genera of 
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the Gramineae. Dr. W. Ellison is also conducting cytological investigations, 
working in collaboration with Mr. E. T. Jones on oat breeding. Mr. Arthur 
Davis from the Ontario Agricultural College is working under the guidance 
of Mr. William Davies on certain problems connected with the establish- 
ment of grasses and clovers at high elevations. 


Mycological research is at present focussed upon the parastic fungi of 
pasture and forage crops in view of the special grant made by the Ministry 
of Agriculture to Dr. J. H. Western for a survey of the diseases which affect 
seed production in the British Isles. 


An event which has made 1937 a busy and noteworthy Session is the 
meeting in Aberystwyth of the Fourth International Grassland Congress.

The student taking Honours in Chemistry with Agricultural Chemistry 
was successful in obtaining Second Class Honours (Division I). The re- 
mainder of the students in the Agricultural and Dairying branches of the 
subject have worked well and on the whole made satisfactory progress. 


Research. 

Of the three research students, one submitted his thesis and was 
awarded the degree of M.Sc., for his work on “ The nutrient requirements 
of golf greens as reflected by a study of the effects of season and fertilisers 
on the chemical and botanical composition of the herbage.”’ 


The research work of the Department has been mainly concerned with 
the chemical composition and nutritive value of dried grass, which to-day 
is probably the most discussed of all food stuffs. |The samples examined 
have been obtained from a variety of sources. 
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For example, a large number have been obtained from a farm where 
the cutting of the grass has been carried out at times and intervals best 
suited to commercial farming conditions. Other samples have been obtained 
from the Welsh Plant Breeding Station and the College Farm, Nantcellan, 
where the time of cutting and the intervals between the times of cutting 
have been under experimental control. The work previously carried out 
in the Department on this problem has been of great assistance in guiding 
and mapping out the work undertaken as well as in the interpretation of 
the results so far obtained. The results go far to confirm our previous 
findings, namely, that the composition of dried grass is largely governed 
by the character of the growth of the herbage, its botanical composition 
and its age or stage of growth when cut. 


A feeding trial to test the value of dried grass for the feeding of stock 
was conducted at the College Farm, Nantcellan, during the early months 
of 1937. The main object of the trial was to test its value for milk produc- 
tion, though it was fed to other classes of farm stock. Unfortunately, 
the consignment of dried grass received for the purpose of the trial was 
not of the best quality, a high percentage of the grasses that made up the 
herbage being ill-suited for the purpose, and the whole had been allowed 
-to become too mature before cutting. It was only with difficulty that the 
cows could be enticed to eat their complete daily ration of the dried grass. 
It had little effect on either the yield or composition of the milk, but it 
undoubtedly had a marked effect on the colour of the milk, which in the 
case of the cows fed with dried grass, had all the appearance of early spring 
and summer milk.

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The teaching undertaken by the Department included that of a small 
class for Subsidiary, of two students for Honours, and tuition and general 
guidance of four post-graduates. Both the Honours candidates attained 
Class |, while one post-graduate obtained the Ph.D. and the junior mem- 
ber of the established staff, Mr. J. H. Smith, obtained his M.Sc. degree. 
In addition to this teaching in degree courses, special teaching is provided 
for Short and Continuation Course and to some extent for Diploma students. 
At the University College of North Wales, Bangor, teaching is also pro- 
vided for Diploma students. This lower grade teaching will assume more 
importance and probably require more time in both Colleges under the 
new regulations for the University Diploma in Agriculture. 


The greater part of the activities of the staff are concerned with investi- 
gation and research, and with extra-mural advisory work. At the present 
time the Department is keeping about |00 general financial accounts and 
three cost accounts for whole farm businesses ; about 60 special accounts 
for poultry enterprises ; over 60 individual farm records of costs of produc- 
tion of milk; and a few records of costs of production of fat cattle. In 
a special effort during the early part of 1937, survey records of financial 
and some general conditions on nearly 150 farms were obtained, and 
altogether 200 survey records were contributed to the national survey 
of financial conditions in farming. The Department, and Mr. J. Pryse 
Howell, have received congratulations on the achievement of this quota 
in the first year of the survey. A special report on conditions in the 
poultry industry of Great Britain has been prepared. Studies in marketing 
and consumption include recording of complete domestic budgets of urban 
families in the Rhondda Valley, and efforts to obtain domestic budgets from 
farm workers and other rural households; -and further studies in the 
purchase and consumption of milk. Studies in the finance of farmers’ 
co-operative societies have been continued and some special attention has 
been paid to agricultural credit. 


About 35 lectures have been given by members of the staff in seven 
counties of Wales and 12 lectures have been given outside the Principality. 
The publications reach the number of 18 of which 15 are of major and 
more or less permanent character. An exhibit was displayed at several 
agricultural shows, including the Royal Welsh. The correspondence of 
the Department continues to be heavy and its advice and assistance in 
many forms is sought in connection with many problems and projects 
in Welsh Agriculture.

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Twelve of last Session’s students were successful in Bacteriology at 
the National Dairy Board examination. A record number of students 
attended classes this year, but the number of qualified students still falls 
short of the demand from the dairy industry. The students attending 
both Diploma courses showed great interest and keenness and the standard 
of their work was rather above the average. The Short Course students 
have also shown more than the usual interest in the technical aspects of 
Bacteriology. 


Advisory work has been characterised by an increase in the amount 
of routine laboratory work, and a concentration of investigational work 
on the various methods used in the bacteriological grading of milk. Over 
5,000 samples of milk, cream, butter and starters have been examined 
in the routine laboratory as compared with 3,800 during the previous session. 
Over 1,300 dairy farms in the College advisory area were licensed to pro- 
duce ‘ Accredited Milk’ on the |st June of this year. Advisory visits 
were paid to about 40 farms, whilst six extra-mural lectures were given 
to farmers’ classes. 


The study of the comparative value of the plate count, coliform test, 
methylene blue reductase test, direct microscopical examination, and 
keeping quality test has been continued. The results of some of this 
work have been published during the course of the year. 


The laboratory experiments on the detection of certain pathogenic 
organisms in bulk milk, and the bacteriological examination of farm and 
dairy water supplies have also been continued. A new series of investiga- 
tions have recently been commenced in conjunction with the College 
Farm and the College Dairy.

With a 
class of. this size, it was found very difficult to maintain satisfactory 
organization in the Dairy and in consequence the shift system was again 
introduced. It is pleasing to report, however, that the quality of the work

Past Students. 


Four students were awarded the National Diploma in Dairying in 
September, 1936, and all students who completed their courses last session. 
have been successful in obtaining suitable appointments. 


Staff. 


During the year under review, Mr. G. T. Morgan resigned his appoint- 
ment as Assistant Lecturer, and it has become my privilege to follow 
aiter him. As one of Mr. Morgan’s old students, and therefore possessing 
some knowledge of his excellent work in the Department, I wish to express 
sincere appreciation of his highly valuable and efficient service. With the 
increase in the number of students, it was deemed necessary to appoint, 
temporarily, another assistant to help with instructional work in practical 
Dairying, and Miss Megan G. Hughes was appointed. 


General. 


The thanks of the Department are again due to farmers and dairy 
firms who have taken students for periods of practical experience during 
vacations. Considerable benefit is invariably derived from such training. 


LAND SURVEYING AND AGRICULTURAL BUILDING CONSTRUCTION.

in Agriculture. The work done was satisfactory. 
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VETERINARY HYGIENE. 
Mr. A. Parry. 
Lectures were given in Veterinary Anatomy and Physiology. 


The common ailments affecting farm animals were fully explained, 
giving their cause, prevention and treatment. The various ways adopted 
in giving medicine to animals were described, also the management of the 
dam during parturition, with special reference to diseases that are liable 
to occur to both dam and her offspring at this period. Special reference 
was also made to those diseases affecting the milk supply of dairy cows. 


The Diseases of Animals Act and the Scheduled Diseases were explained. 
Practical demonstrations were given at the College Farm in ageing and 
controlling farm animals, and in the methods of diagnosing various diseases. 


THE WELSH PLANT BREEDING STATION. 
DIRECTOR: PROFESSOR R. G. STAPLEDON. 


The year under review has been rendered interesting and perhaps 
memorable, but certainly exceedingly difficult, by the fact that the 
Fourth International Grassland Congress held its plenary meetings at 
Aberystwyth, while the affairs of the Station were further and sadly inter- 
fered with by the fact that the Director was the President of the Congress. 
The preparations necessary with a view to showing the delegates the work 
in progress at the Station and with a view to staging a comprehensive 
grassland exhibit, to say nothing of the general organization of the Congress, 
have placed a heavy burden on all members of staff—such a heavy burden 
indeed that to a very real and serious extent the researches in progress 
have necessarily had to be curtailed and have at all points been interfered 
with. On a long view, however, the Station has derived great benefit, 
and benefit in the realm of research from the presence of such large numbers 
of the leading grassland scientists of the whole world. The Director and 
staff have had unique opportunities for the discussion of problems and 
the exchange of ideas. When it is stated that nearly 400 participants 
with representatives from 35 different countries assembled at Aberystwyth 
for nearly a week, it will be realized that the organization of the Congress 
presented almost insuperable difficulties, and opportunity is here taken 
of expressing grateful thanks to the College authorities for placing accom- 
modation at the disposal of the Congress and for entertaining the delegates, 
and for assistance given in many directions, while very special thanks 
are due to the Mayor and Borough Council for generous hospitality and 
much assistance ungrudgingly given. 


As to the work of the Station, all that can be said is that progress 
has been made despite the difficulties. It had been hoped that it would 
have been possible to report that negotiations with the seed trade, Farmers’ 
Associations and the Ministry of Agriculture relative to an organization 
for the growing and marketing of the Station-bred strains would have been 
brought to a successful issue. In such intricate negotiations delays always 
occur—and delay has occurred, but there is every reason to suppose that 
within the next few months everything will be satisfactorily settled. 


I am more than ever grateful to all members of staff for the manner 
in which they have responded to all the calls which it has been necessary 
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to make upon them, and I only wish it were now possible and expedient 
to grant to each and every one of them, and all together, a Sabbatical year’s 
leave. We are all a little tired, and hence incidentally the brevity of 
this report.

The work of the Scheme, though not to the same extent as that of the 
Station, has been seriously interfered with by the advent of the Grassland 
Congress. 


Two facts stand out prominently during the year under review: 
the first serious and distracting, and the second of good omen. I refer 
firstly to the severe blizzard that swept the country in March—the losses 
were everywhere heavy. Our sheep losses were not so disastrous as we 
first feared, but the lamb crop has been greatly reduced as an indirect 
consequence of the blizzard. 


I refer secondly to the fact that it has been possible to instal a Grass 
Drying Plant on a permanent basis. For this we are indebted firstly, to 
the Ministry of Agriculture, who made a small grant in aid to the Welsh 
Plant Breeding Station for the purpose; secondly, to Messrs. Kaloroil 
Burners, Limited, who have installed the Drier at a greatly reduced price ; 
thirdly, to Messrs. Boulton and Paul, who have provided and erected a 
shed for the Drier, free of charge ; and fourthly, to Messrs. Lister, of Dursley, 
Gloucestershire, who have loaned the Scheme an engine. 


I wish to place on record my deep appreciation of the energy and skill 
with which Mr. Moses Griffith manages the day to day affairs of the Scheme 
and I have also to thank Mr. Llewelyn Phillips for the excellence of his work 
as Costings Clerk, a post which he filled when Mr. P. M. G. Hutton left the 
employment of the Scheme to take up an important post in India. 


As always, my thanks are also due to Professor Ashby and Mr. Pryse 
Howell for collaboration relative to the scheme of cost accountancy.

Imperial Bureau for Herbage Plants. 


DIRECTOR: PROFESSOR R. G. STAPLEDON.

The staff of the Bureau has continued the routine work of publishing 
the quarterly Herbage Abstracts and Herbage Reviews. One Bulletin 
was published during the year, and preliminary work was done on a series 
of Bulletins on the technique used in the production of seed of herbage and 
forage crops. 


During the months of May, June and July, the Chief Officer made an 
extensive tour of the U.S.A. and Canada, visiting a large number of experi- 
mental institutions concerned with research on herbage and forage crops 
and on the use of vegetation in the control of soil erosion.

EXTRA-MURAL STUDIES. 
DIRECTOR : THE REVEREND HERBERT MORGAN. 


The summary given on the following pages shows that there were 17 
Tutorial Classes, 5 Preparatory Classes, and 26 Extension Courses, a total of 
48, as compared with 46 in the preceding session. The total of registered 

students was 854 as compared with 88] in 1935-36. 


Three staff-tutors, nine members of the intra-mural staff and twenty- 
three other tutors were responsible for conducting the classes and excellent 
work was done. Twenty-five of the courses were conducted in Welsh, 
twenty-two in English, and one was bilingual. 


The subjects studied may be summarized as follows: Economics 
and Politics 25, Welsh Literature 9, Religion and Biblical Literature: 6, 
Science 3, Welsh History 2, Music 2, English Literature |]. By reason 
of its novelty, special reference may be made to a short course in Chemustry 
and Everyday Life conducted in Welsh at Tregaron, where the laboratory 
of the County School was placed at the disposal of the class. A short 
course in Physics was held at Eglwyswrw, where, in order that experiments 
might be conducted, a supply of electricity had been installed by a neigh- 
bouring electricity company. 


-A long stretch of rainy weather constituted a difficulty for tutors and 
students, but this handicap was overcome with a commendable determina- 
tion. Asa result a gratifying amount of grant was earned by the classes. 


Summer School bursaries have been awarded to || students from 
the classes and three other members of classes were awarded bursaries to 
enable them to attend a course extending over a month at Coleg Harlech. 


Gratitude is due to the Department of Music for an enjoyable concert 
of Chamber Music at Aberdyfi for the benefit of Extra-Mural Classes and 
their friends. A conference of tutors was held at the College on May 20-21, 
when the Board of Education report on Adult Education in Wales was 
discussed. A rally of Extra-Mural students was also held at the College 
when an address was delivered on Rural Education by D. T. Jones, Esq., 
M.A., LL.B., Director of Education for Pembrokeshire. 


Once again valuable assistance was rendered by Local Education 
Authorities, the National Library of Wales, County Libraries and Class 
Secretaries, which it is a pleasure to acknowledge with gratitude.

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LIBRARIES. 
Mr. ARTHUR AP GWYNN, LIBRARIAN. 


Statistics. The tabular statement below gives a summary of figures 
relating to the work done during the session. A further slight decrease 
in issues of books to readers will be noticed. 


Administration. The report for [935-36 foreshadowed certain changes 
in the administration of the libraries which it was felt were desirable in view 
of the increasing size and complexity of the College library system. Early 
in the session 1936-37 the Library Committee considered and finally passed 
a scheme for the re-organization of the administration of the libraries, and 
after ratification by the Senate the scheme was brought into operation as 
from the Ist of July, 1936. The scheme provides for stricter control of 
library expenditure by the Library Committee and for the co-ordination of 
policy in general matters, especially in regard to periodicals and binding. 
Library grants to departments are allocated for the purchase of books only, 
and the cost of periodicals and binding is met out of periodicals and binding 
funds ; the Library Committee exercises full control over the latter funds, 
and has set up a Sub-Committee, meeting regularly at frequent intervals, 
to consider proposed departmental expenditure on books. Allocations 
to departments and to the periodicals and binding funds are made at the 
beginning of each session, and sums unspent at the end of a session are not 
carried forward to the credit of a department or fund but revert to the 
general library funds. 


During the months in which it has been in operation the scheme has 
proved to be effective in ensuring, among other things, more equitable 
distribution of grants, better provision for meeting unforeseen contingencies, 
greater continuity and uniformity with regard to periodicals and binding, 
and, with regard to books, the diminution of duplication. Some apprehen- 
sion was expressed that the working of the scheme would tend to delay the 
ordering and the supply of books; but there is no evidence to show that in 
the ordinary way there need be any delay due to the provisions of the scheme. 
Finally, from the point of view of the Library staff, the scheme has been 
found to be decidedly advantageous, whatever additional clerical work the 
new procedure entails—and it has in fact proved to involve a very con- 
siderable amount of extra work. 


It was found necessary, in order to gain shelving space in the Science 
Library, to move up into the General Library store-rooms certain exchange 
and little-used periodicals. 


Departmental Libraries and Sections. As a result of the reorganization 
of Library funds, it was found possible to allot special grants to the French 
and Law departments, so that important gaps in their sections might be 
filled. In consequence, the French department’s collection of standard 
texts has been considerably enriched, and the Law department’s collection 
of the latest editions of standard works brought up to date. Lesser addi- 
tional grants were made also to the departments of Botany, Chemistry, 
Economics, English, Geography, Geology, History, Pure Mathematics, and 
Zoology, and in all cases were applied to the purchase of works needed in the 
Libraries but found to be too costly for purchase out of annual book grants.

The session 1936-37 has passed quietly and happily for the women 
students, and the results of their examinations seem encouraging. Once 
again there has been a remarkable record of health. Even during the 
acute and widespread influenza epidemic in the winter there were only 
about half-a-dozen slight cases. 


There has been a great demand upon the accommodation of the two 
hostels for vacation courses. The interesting experiment of the Historical 
Association’s Course at Easter in Alexandra Hall was so successful that 
it may prove the first of a series ; and that for Local Government Officers 
was another and equally successful pioneer course. It is open to question 
whether the rapidly increasing shortage of domestic help will allow the 
Halls to provide the augmented service required at these vacation courses. 
What has been an increasing difficulty for some years may well become an 
impossibility in the future. Meanwhile, we have very full programmes 
before us for the summer vacation of 1937 at each Hall.

Although the number of registered students once more shows a decline 
as compared with the previous years, a slightly larger number sat the 
sessional examinations, there having been three withdrawals only and all 
of these at the elementary stage. 

There is nothing of noteworthy interest to report about the work of the 
Session. Most of the students worked very satisfactorily and achieved 
success in the examinations. While there was no Honours candidate, a 
considerable amount of individual attention was devoted to one student 
classified as Final and two as Subsidiary, as likely to read for Honours in 
the future. 

I feel it impossible to close this report without a reference to the im- 
pending departure of Professor E. J. Wood to take up the Chair of Latin 
at Leeds, and an acknowledgment of deep gratitude to him for his ready 
collaboration in all that concerned the welfare of the Classics in this College. 
He will take with him the cordial good wishes of colleagues and students 
alike. 


CLASSICS—LATIN. 
PROFESSOR E. J. Woop. 


The numbers, compared with those of last year, show a considerable 
drop. The decline is naturally confined to the lower sections, the Sub- 
sidiary students being only half as numerous as last year while Inter- 
mediate has dropped from 42 to 37. The smaller numbers at the Subsidiary 
grade do not, however, mean a drop in the number of Honours students 
next year, as five of the present Subsidiary class have signified their inten- 
tion of proceeding to Honours in Latin so that it is anticipated there will be 
a dozen Honours students next Session. Nevertheless, should the decline 
in the numbers of those entering the College continue, the number of 
Honours students can scarcely be expected to remain at its present high 
level. 

The Preliminary Latin course has now been abolished. While this 
is a matter of great satisfaction to the Department generally, it inevitably 
means that a number of students who have neglected to take Latin as a 
school subject and find on coming to College that Latin is a compulsory 
subsidiary subject for the particular course they wish to pursue must 
enter the Intermediate course with the disadvantage of having to compete 
with students who have already some knowledge of Latin. While the staff 
does what it can to assist such students, it is really for the schools to remedy 
this state of affairs. However, such Latinless students are in the minority 
and most of them may be expected to pass the Intermediate examination 
in September. Otherwise the work in the Department has been most 
satisfactory throughout the Session and higher hopes than in the immed- 
iately preceding years can be entertained for the future success both of the 
first year Honours students and of the Subsidiary students proceeding 
to Honours in Latin. 

In presenting my last annual report before giving up my Chair on 
my transference to the Chair of Latin in the University of Leeds, it behoves 
me to put on record my deep sense of gratitude not only to my colleagues 
in my own Department, Mr. A. M. Duff and Mr. A. Hudson-Williams, 
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and to Mr. E. D. T. Jenkins, Head of the related Department of Greek, for 
their loyal co-operation and helpful advice which have done so much to 
ensure the smooth running of our departmental affairs, but also to all 
connected with the College, which it has been my great privilege and 
pleasure to serve, for the courtesy and friendship ever extended to me and 
which have helped to a very considerable degree to make my time at Aber- 
ystwyth most enjoyable and fruitful for me. 


ECONOMICS AND POLITICAL SCIENCE. 
PROFESSOR R. B. FORRESTER. 


The work of the various classes in Economics has been carried out 
along the usual lines and I have no special features to which to call attention 
this year, except that the subject of Public Administration was again being 
oifered and taken as an option in the Honours course. I am indebted to 
Professor Levi for supervising the work in this subject. 

While the numbers have gone down, they are still relatively high and 
a considerable amount of teaching work has been involved. 

Two post-graduate students have been in touch with the Department 
throughout the year. Mr. J. R. E. Phillips obtained his degree of M.A. 
in January for a thesis upon the Economics of Consumption, which was 
commended as a courageous attempt to open up a new field of economic 
study. Miss E. M. E. Davies obtained her M.A. degree for a thesis upon 
Port Development and Commerce of Newport.

During the course of the Session arrangements were made for our 
Indian students to visit a number of educational institutions in England 
and Wales, including elementary, central and secondary schools, a tech- 
nical college and an institute for adult education. These students also 
had an opportunity of conferring with the expert Vocational and Guidance 
Officers attached to the City of Birmingham Education Authority, so as to 
gain an insight into the methods used for such work, and visited the Voca- 
tional Guidance Department of the British Institute of Industrial 
Psychology. We wish that we had resources which would enable us to 
provide similar opportunities for our students in general, or, at least for 
those whose ambitions and capacities tend towards administrative work 
in education. 

Lectures by our own staff on film psychology and technique received 
a very valuable supplement in a demonstration arranged by the History 
Department and given by Miss Mary Field, of the Gaumont British Indus- 
trial Film Corporation, on “‘ The Film in the Teaching of History and Civics.” 

In October, 1937, Miss Gwenan Jones, M.A. (Wales), Ph.D. (Minnesota), 
who has been a member of the staff since October, 1920, succeeded Miss. 
Dorothy Roberts, M.A., as Senior Woman Lecturer and Mistress of Method. 

At the same time, Miss Hywela Saer, M.A. (Wales), Ph.D..(Lond.), 
a former student of the Department, was appointed as an Assistant Lecturer. 
Dr. Saer, like her father, the late Mr. D. J. Saer, has done a large amount 
of work on the bilingual question, especially as it affects Wales. 

One ex-student obtained the M.A. degree in Education this year.

Art and Crafts. 
Acting Head of the Department: PROFESSOR C. R. CHAPPLE. 
Mr. Gapper reports :— 


“The work accomplished in the Art Department this Session averaged, 

throughout, above that of the previous year. Whilst a greater output 
‘in quantity cannot be expected according to the present state of preparation 
of the students before entering the College, it is confidently hoped that 
a higher standard of work will be attained during the next Session. 

This year the Board of Education accepted the College as a centre for 
the Board's Examination in Drawing. This new venture demanded 
much additional work from the six full-time students who entered for the 
examination at short notice and responded with much enthusiasm and 
enjoyment. 
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Miss Gwendo Stanley Davies, Miss Elizabeth Lloyd Jones, Miss Betty 
Phillips and Miss Beryl Morgan producéd four mural decorations to adorn 
the walls of the top studio, for which due credit was given in their final 
assessment for the College Diploma in Art. Mr. Idris Davies made con- 
siderable progress in modelling in clay and lettering on slate and, in addition 
to the above-named students, was awarded the College Diploma in Art. 
Miss Laura B. Jones and Miss Doris M. M. Thomas successfully completed 
their course for the College Diploma in Crafts. 

Mr. Dewi E. Edwards, Mr. Thomas John Jones and Mr. Walter D. 
Jones obtained distinction in Woodwork and four others received credit. 
Those receiving the mark of distinction will be recognised as qualified 
teachers of Woodwork by the Board of Education. The Board’s Staff 
Inspector, who acts as assessor, spoke very appreciatively of the work done. 

As in previous years, an exhibition of students’ work and of works by 
three living artists was held at the end of the Session and attracted many 
visitors. The students of the extra-mural classes shewed particular interest. 
The artists whose works were shown were: Mr. Barnett Freedman, Mr. 
Eric William Ravilious and Mr. Edward Bawden. This exhibition was 
made possible by a grant from the Art Committee of the University of 
Wales and by the kindness and co-operation of the above-named artists. 
We are also indebted to the Curwen Press, Nonesuch Press, Golden Cockerel 
Press, the authorities of Burlington House and the London Transport Board 
for the loan of various exhibits. The exhibition of these works not only 
formed a fitting and appropriate ending of the lectures on a branch of 
Modern Art Work, but also conveyed a good idea of the kind of work 
demanded to-day by the commercial world, from the large poster to book- 
jackets and illustrations to the Jubilee stamps of H.M. King George V.

ENGLISH. 
PROFESSOR J. W. H. ATKINS. 


The number of registered students in the Department fell appreciably 
this year. As against 154 of last year, the total number for the current 
Session amounted to 119. At the higher stages, however, the numbers 
remained fairly constant, the most notable decrease being at the Inter- 
mediate stage. And this is largely accounted for by the fact that most 
students now enter College with the Higher School Certificate and are thus 
qualified to take up English studies at the Subsidiary stage. 

During the Session, Mr. J. H. Francis, M.A., a former student in the 
Department, has published at the Cambridge University Press, a work, 
From Caxton to Carlyle, which embodies a useful study of the development 
of English prose. Several other students are engaged in M.A. work, which 
as yet has not reached the stage of completion. 
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The Honours Class this year was well above the average in quality. 
First Classes were awarded to M. James, W. K. Lewis, and B. Rees, B.A., 
exceptional promise being shown by M. James and B. Rees. Mr. Rees 
had already obtained a First Class in Welsh Language and Literature, and 
with an extended training in English studies there is every likelihood of his 
making a valuable contribution to Welsh scholarship in the future. Six 
students were also placed in Class II, Div. 1, three in Class II, Div. 2, and 
one in Class III. The First Year Honours Class attained a good level, 
excellent work being done by J. I. Hughes and Miss M. E. J. Evans, while 
creditable results on the whole were obtained at the Final, Subsidiary and 
Intermediate stages. 

In the course of the Session, Mr. H. M. Vaughan delivered a lecture 
on ‘‘ Gissing as a Novelist,’’ which was much appreciated ; and we grate- 
fully record the assistance once more rendered by Professors Barbier and 
D. Evans in their short courses of lectures on French and German tragedy. 


FRENCH. 
PROFESSOR ANDRE BARBIER. 


The appointment last October of Mr. Jack Killa Williams as full-time 
Assistant Lecturer made possible the further development of the tutorial 
and seminar work and the reorganisation of the Department on more 
efficient lines. Good results were obtained this Session ; better results are 
expected next Session. 

Students of all grades worked well, but the disturbance caused by the 
storms in the Lent Term interfered seriously with their progress, and they 
did not do as well at the University degree examinations as was to be 
expected from the point reached at the end of the Michaelmas Term. Of 
the seven students who were presented for the Honours examination, one, 
Miss Margaret Smith, was placed in the First Class, five in the First Division 
of the Second Class, and one in the Third Class. Five were granted the 
Certificate of Oral Proficiency. 

Four students who pursued last Session the first year of the Honours 
course spent the whole of this Session in France, three as English assistants 
in French Lycées or Normal Colleges, and one as Research Secretary to my 
colleague, Professor Paul Yvon, of the University of Caen. They will come 
back here next Session to complete their Honours course. 

Arrangements have been made for a number of students (including 
six who were awarded travelling grants by the College) to spend the long 
vacation in France. 

Mr. John Benjamin Davies submitted successfully a dissertation for the 
M.A. degree on “‘ The syntax of Marie de France as studied in her Lais.”’ 

Mr. Garnet Rees received a University Fellowship last July. He 
spent most of this Session in Paris, collecting material for a thesis which 
he intends to present in the course of next Session for the degree of Doctor of 
the University of Paris. 

Mr. Sydney Herbert was again kind enough to deliver in the Depart- 
ment a short course of lectures on the historical background of French 
literature in the xviiith and xixth centuries.

Lectures on the Physics and Physiology of Speech were delivered and 
illustrated with appropriate apparatus. Special attention was given this 
Session to exercises in transcription in English and French, with the gratify- 
ing result that few failed to pass the transcription test. For ear-training 
and transcription the class was divided up into three sections. 

Two students have shown interest in experimental phonetics and in- 
tend to continue their studies next Session. 


GEOGRAPHY AND ANTHROPOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR C. DARYLL FORDE. 


The Second Year Honours Class worked well and a number of the 
dissertations showed marked competence and originality. The distribution 
Olclasses) was as follows I-——3;: II i—-3; II u—9; IlI—2; Pass—tl. 

While the work of the First Year Honours Class was distinctly good, 
the standard achieved by the Final students was seriously low. Several of 
these students whose main interests lay in the work of other Departments 
did not devote sufficient attention to their studies to reach the pass standard. 

The Honours class visited the Liverpool district in the last week of the 
Easter Term in order to study the geography of Merseyside in the field. 
It is hoped that the arrangement of expeditions of this kind may be con- 
tinued and extended in the future. 

Mr. B. L. Davies, who completed his research on “ Changes in Land 
Utilisation in the Vale of Towy since the end of the Eighteenth Century,” 
was awarded the M.A. degree. 

The series of excavations in the Iron Age Fort at Pen Dinas was con- 
cluded last summer and a full report of the results of the four seasons’ work 
is being prepared for publication.

PROFESSOR DaAviID EVANS. 


The Intermediate Class was smaller in number than usual, but the 
work done was better and more extensive. Some members of the class 
made remarkable progress in German, apart from passing the examination. 

The Subsidiary Class worked steadily throughout the Session and 
all except two passed the Sessional examination. The work of Dewi Ellis, 
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Iris Jones, Margaret Joan Phillips and Rona I. Tilston reached a very high 
level and they deserve special mention. 

The Final Class, with the exception of a few very good students, was 
mediocre, lacked enthusiasm and required much hard teaching. 

The three Honours people were placed in Class Ili, Il ii and III. We 
regret the loss to the Department of Miss Margaret Morgan through a long 
illness. She was a student of great promise and we wish her a complete 
recovery. 

Dr. Th. Jolles is leaving us after a very pleasant and very helpful three 
years’ stay. We congratulate him on his M.A. in the Department of Inter- 
national Politics, his marriage, and his appointment to the staff of the 
Department of German in the University of Chicago. We wish him well.

HISTORY. 


PROFESSOR R. F. TREHARNE. 


The Honours class was the largest since 1930, though the Intermediate 
and Final Classes were smaller, and the total number of students registered 
has again declined. Unfortunately, this decline has not produced better 
work, the Intermediate, Final, and First Year Honours classes being the 
weakest on record. The Second Year Honours class worked well, Mr. 
Brynmor Thomas obtaining an outstanding “ first,’’ with the highest marks 
on record in the Department ; there were four II i and four II ii degrees. 
The inadequate school preparation in French and Latin revealed among 
candidates for Honours in their first two Sessions has again proved a serious 
handicap. 

Mr. Herbert successfully launched his new special subject in the history 
of the French Revolution. The Librarian of the National Library has 
placed in a special seminar room, available to members of the class through- 
out library hours, a large amount of specially-purchased source material and 
other books on this subject, and Mr. Herbert and I wish to record our thanks 
to the National Library and its Librarian for this help, without which the 
new subject could not have been contemplated. We are seeking to return 
these favours in part by submitting full and considered lists of the chief 
European and American historical periodicals, and of the more important 
historical books published year by year in Europe and America, with 
recommendations designed to reduce to the inevitable minimum the duplica- 
tion of historical purchases by the National Library and the College. 

The Carnegie Endowment has proved its interest in our work on 
American History by making a grant of books, selected by Mr. Herbert, 
to the value of £100, for the College Library, and by offering further help 
in the future. Under its auspices Professor Preston Slosson, of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, will lecture next Session in the Departments of History, 
Geography and International Politics. 

The Historical Society had an active year, including visits from 
Dr. J. Hawgood, M.A., Ph.D., Reader in Modern History in the University 
of Birmingham, and Miss Mary Field, M.A., Director of the Gaumont-British 
Educational Films, who exhibited some important films for the teaching of 
history and lectured on their characteristics, 
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The Vacation Revision School for History Teachers, organised here for 
the Historical Association at Easter, 1937, was not repeated in 1938, because 
the College vacation ended five days after the secondary school holidays 
began ; but the second School is arranged for Easter, 1939. I have been 
made a member of the Council of the Association. Mr. Herbert has lectured 
in the Workers’ Educational Association’s Week-end School at Swansea 
and its Summer School at Oxford. 

Among former students, Dr. F. R. Lewis, M.A., has been appointed 
Assistant Secretary to the Royal Society of Arts and Editor of its Journal, 
and has published several articles and notes in historical and other learned 
periodicals. Mr. Ivor J. Sanders, M.A., obtained the D.Phil. degree of 
the University of Oxford, with a thesis on the nature of the thirteenth 
century baronage, which will be published in due course. He has been 
appointed to the editorial staff of the “Complete Peerage.’’ Mr. C. E. 
Gittins, M.A., was appointed Assistant Director of Education in the County 
of Durham. Mr. Alun Lewis, M.A., has had a portion of his thesis accepted 
for publication in the English Historical Review. Miss Enid V. Williams, 
B.A., obtained a place in the Civil Service Examination lists for 1937 
(Ministry of Labour Group) which entitled her to an appointment, but 
unfortunately she was not accepted on medical grounds.

Celtic Research and Palaeography. 
Mr. TimotHy LEwis. 


The work of the Session has been devoted mainly to research on the 
history of early Welsh Institutions based upon the Peniarth Latin MS. 
No. 28. This is the oldest of all the Law Codices associated with Hywel 
Dda, and the importance of this MS. cannot very well be over emphasized 
though hitherto little attention has been given to it. It was published in 
1841, but in such a way that it is very difficult for modern scholars to use. 
I have therefore prepared a new diplomatic text of the whole Codex as a. 
basis for a new edition. 

I have also finished a complete glossary to the whole text, together 
with a full apparatus of illustrative material from all the other Latin 
texts of Hywel’s Laws as well as from all the Law Codices of Western 
Europe which have so far been printed. The Glossary is not yet ready for 
the press, but I hope to complete it together with an English translation 
of the text during the vacation. 

I have written also a series called ‘‘ Aberystwyth Revisions ”’ on subjects 
dealing with the early history of Wales and Ireland. These are issued as 
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type-scripts and sent to such as are known to me to take a serious interest 
in these things. The latest of the series is about to be reprinted in Ireland 
at the request of some of the Dublin professors. 


WELSH HISTORY. 
PrRoFessor E. A. LEwiIs. 


Degree Courses. Welsh History courses as in previous Sessions were 
taken at the Final stage in History, and at the Honours stage in the 
Department of Economics. Both groups showed steady application and 
made good progress: distinctly competent work was presented by Miss 
Valerie Tyler and Mr. James Ivor Hughes. Mr. A. J. Roderick also delivered 
a course of lectures on the outlines of Welsh Medieval History to the Inter- 
mediate class in the Department of History. 

Post-graduate Research. Mr. Oswald Beynon, B.A., completed his 
scheme of study, and was awarded the degree of M.A. for his dissertation on 
“The Lead Mining Industry in Cardiganshire from 1700 to 1830.’ Mr. 
Elwyn Evans, B.A., the holder of a Sir John Williams Research Studentship, 
worked satisfactorily throughout the Session, and hopes to complete his 
study of “‘Some Aspects of the Social and Agrarian History of Arwystli 
and Cyfeiliog during the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Centuries ”’ for presenta- 
tion towards the end of the present year. 

Staff Research. Mr. A. J. Roderick, Research Lecturer in the Depart- 
ment, continued his investigations on the agrarian economy and develop- 
ments of certain border lordships in Mid-Wales during the later Middle Ages, 
and also began a systematic study of “‘ The Administrative and Economic 
History of Cardiganshire during the Fourteenth Century ’’ based upon 
hitherto unpublished sources at the Public Record Office. Photostat 
facsimiles of a selected group of these documents were procured by means 
of a grant of {25 from the special fund allocated to the College by the Univer- 
sity for the encouragement of Welsh studies. 

My own personal researches were carried on mainly at the National 
Library of Wales on an intensive examination of some 150 Court Rolls of 
the lordship of Cydewain between 1533 and 1830. Several weeks were also 
spent at the Public Record Office completing a survey of the judicial 
proceedings concerning Wales contained in the Records of the Court of 
Augmentations.

BOTANY. 
PROFESSOR L. NEWTON. 


The year has been an exceptionally busy one for members of staff, 
large numbers and the consequences of the storm adding considerably to 
the work of the Department. It is gratifying, however, to be able to report 
that the students’ work has been good, the Honours students reaching a 
very high standard. Mr. E. G. Davies and Mr. H. M. David both obtained 
First Class Honours, their work being outstanding even in its class. The 
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remaining six Honours students were placed in Class II, Div. 1. Miss 
G. N. Davies, who left us at Christmas for the Secondary School at Bassaleg, 
obtained an M.Sc. degree for her thesis on one of the aspects of the local 
water pollution problem. All the Final students were successful, but the 
work of the Subsidiary class was much less good. 

Field excursions have been held as usual, though the Honours students’ 
excursion to the Marine Biological Station at Roscoff in Brittany was 
abandoned owing to the difficulties here during the second term. How- 
ever, a shorter excursion to Trearddur Bay proved very successful and the 
students carried out some interesting ecological work as well as collecting 
marine algae. 

Research work has been carried on by all members of staff and by the 
five research students who have spent their time in the Department. 
Aspects of bog ecology, water pollution, marine algae, cytology and fungi 
have claimed our attention and the converted attic has proved a most 
useful research laboratory. Its occupants suffer a little from temperature 
extremes, but perhaps that is one of the reasons why an attic is the ‘ locus 
classicus ’ for original thought ! With the aid of a grant from the Fisheries 
Board of the Ministry of Agriculture, an additional greenhouse has been 
built for pot culture work in connection with water pollution and already 
some interesting results have been obtained. 

Miss Wilson has been awarded a Ph.D. (London) for her thesis on 
the cytology of Peziza rutilans. Both she and Miss G. N. Davies, M.Sc., 
read papers to the British Association at Nottingham, and Miss D. J. 
Heppell, B.Sc., is reading a paper at the Cambridge Meeting of the Associa- 
tion on the Cytology of the Genus Narcissus. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all those who have helped us with gifts 
of books and plants during the year and also those who have so generously 
allowed us to use their gardens. The encouragement and help they afford 
us is of great value.

PROFESSOR T. CAMPBELL JAMES. 


Staff. Mr. Iorwerth Jones, B.Sc., occupied the post of part-time 
Assistant in the Department for the Session and did satisfactory work. 

Inteymediate Class. The lecture courses were given by the Professor 
and Dr. D. Gwynne Davies and the laboratory work supervised by the latter. 
The work and examination results were satisfactory. 
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Subsidiary Class. Lecture Courses were conducted by Mr. Hudleston 
(Organic), Mr. Bury (Physical) and Dr. Davies (Inorganic). The practical 
work was supervised by Mr. Bury. 

Final Class. Lecture courses were given by Mr. Bury (Physical), 
the Professor (Organic) and Mr. Hudleston (Inorganic), while Mr. Hudleston 
conducted the practical course. The work was of high standard and the 
degree examination results were very satisfactory. 

Honours Class. The Class consisted of eight candidates for Honours in 
Chemistry and one in the combined subject of Chemistry with Agricultural 
Chemistry. Courses of lectures on special topics were given by all members 
of the staff, assisted by Messrs. J. B. Bowen and T. White (post-graduate 
research students). First Class Honours were obtained by Mr. T. V. Michael 
and Mr. Ivor Hughes (combined subject). 

Higher Degree. Mr. T. Tyssul Jones, B.Sc., presented a thesis entitled

Two new series of lectures and demonstrations on Palaeobotany and 
Microcrystallography have been arranged and are intended to meet the 
needs of students of Botany and Chemistry, respectively. In the future, 
a field-class of some days duration will be held for students of Subsidiary 
grade, while the field-class for Final students will be limited, mainly, to 
instruction in geological mapping. This Session, a week during the Easter 
vacation was devoted to the study of the geology of Anglesey. 

The Department, this Session, co-operated in extra-mural work for 
the first time, when a class, of which I was tutor, was held at Corris.

PHYSICS. 
DRs ROVE Dawes: 


Since the last report was written, the Department has lost two of its 
former Heads through the death of Emeritus Professor D. Morgan Lewis 
and the resignation of Professor Gwilym Owen. Professor Lewis held the 
Chair from 1892 until 1919, when he was succeeded by Professor Owen. 
During his tenure of the Chair, Professor Lewis saw many changes, and 
he will be remembered by many old students for his personal qualities and 
wide interests. Professor Owen succeeded to the Chair at a very critical 
time and the College owes him a heavy debt for the way in which he re- 
organised and extended the Department soon after his arrival. He excelled 
as a teacher, and he has made a unique contribution to the popularisation 
of Science through the medium of the Welsh language. Like his pre- 
decessor, he possessed charm of personality, and he won the admiration 
and respect of his students and colleagues in this Department and in the 
College generally. 

In October, we shall be privileged to welcome the recently-appointed 
Professor—Dr. E. J. Williams, of the University of Liverpool. Dr. Williams 
is an old student of the sister College at Swansea, and during his wide and 
varied experience he has made important contributions both in theoretical 
and in experimental Physics. 

On the whole, the work done by the students during the Session was. 
fairly satisfactory, although the quality of the work, particularly in the 
Final and Honours stages, was not up to the standard of the past few years. 

Six post-graduate students have been actively engaged in research : 
Mr. R. A. M. Bound under the direction of Mr. D. A. Richards; Mr. F. H. 
Vanstone under the direction of Mr. I. C. Jones; whilst Messrs. G. E. 
Roberts, G. E. Bennett, D. H. Landon and T. Tyssul Jones have worked 
under my supervision. Mr. Bound was awarded the degree of Ph.D. in 
June, and has been elected to a University Fellowship ; Mr. Landon has 
prepared his thesis for submission for the degree of M.Sc. in October next. 

The policy of encouraging our good Honours students to enter indus- 
trial posts continues to bear fruit. Mr. Landon, for example, has been 
appointed to a post with Messrs. Kodak, Limited, whilst an old student 
of the Department (Mr. D. S. G. Lewis) has recently been appointed to the 
responsible post of Head of the Experimental and Test Departments with 
Messrs. Mullard Valve Company. 

In concluding this report on an exceptional year, I wish to record my 
appreciation of the loyal services of my colleagues and the kindness of the 
College authorities in providing a student assistant (Mr. Bennett), who 
gave valuable and efficient service.

ZOOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR R. DouGLaAs LAURIE. 


The number of students working in the Department throughout the 
Session was 98, and there were in addition during the Michaelmas Term 
15 Short Course Agricultural students. 

The Department again provided, at the invitation of the Department 
of Education, a short course of lectures and laboratory work on the biologi- 
cal foundations of Hygiene for the fourth year students in training as 
teachers. 

Of the nine Second Year Honours students, Mr. T. Glyndwr Davies 
and Miss Dilys O. Jones each obtained a First Class, and Mr. Donald R. 


Arthur reached a very high position in the First Division of the Second 
Class. 


Research. 

I have, in collaboration with Dr. J. R. E. Jones, prepared a paper 
entitled “The Faunistic Recovery of a Lead Polluted River in North 
Cardiganshire,’”’ which will be published in the Journal of Ecology. Dr. 
E. E. Watkin has continued work upon the Short Amphipods and papers 
on a “ Revision of the Genus Bathyporeia ’”’ and on the “ Swimming and 
Burrowing Habits of some species of Bathyporeia ’’ have been completed 
for publication. Dr. Gwendolen Rees has been working on the gameto- 
genesis of a Trematode of a Herring Gull and hopes to publish a paper 
shortly. Dr. J. R. E. Jones has continued his experiments on the effect 
of dissolved metallic salts upon freshwater animal life, and has reported 
to the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries Rivers Pollution Committee. 
The results of his experiments, with Gasterosteus aculeatus are being pub- 
lished in the next issue of the Journal of Experimental Biology, and a paper 
on “ Antagonism between two Heavy Metals in their toxic action on Fresh 
water Animals ’”’ has been accepted for publication in the Proceedings of the 
Zoological Society. Mr. F. Daniel, B.Sc., of the Malay Educational Service, 
has spent two terms in the Department carrying out a series of physiological 
experiments for use in Senior and Secondary Schools which will be pub- 
lished by the Oxford University Press. Dr. T. I. Davies, under a University 
Fellowship, has carried further his work on the Cestode parasites of British 
birds. Mr. A. K. Vaughan, B.Sc., has presented a thesis, ‘“‘ Studies on the 
Biology of Certain Species of the Amphipod Genera Corophium and Bathy- 
poreia ’’ for which he has been awarded the degree of M.Sc. Mr. T. G. J. 
Jones, B.Sc., has continued work upon the efficacy of various sprays still 
in the experimental stage as a method of control against insect pests ; 
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Miss M. Bowen, B.Sc., who held a University Studentship, has been making 
a Survey of the Thysanoptera of the Aberystwyth District ; Mr. W. M. R. 
Evans, B.Sc., has been investigating the Helminth Parasites of Rabbits 
and other small Mammals and Birds of the Aberystwyth Area, with the 
aid of a grant from the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research ; 
Mr. L. S. Jenkins, B.Sc., has been carrying out a Survey of Aberystwyth 
Soil Fauna, under a personal grant from the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries ; Mr. Henry Evans, B.Sc., has been working on some Aspects 
of the Larvae of Trichoptera and has been awarded for next Session a grant 
from the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research ; Mr. Howard 
Evans, B.Sc., on the Eel-worms parasitic on Clover ; Mr. J. B. Jones, B.Sc., 
on Antagonism between the Alkali and Alkaline Earth Metals on 
Invertebrate Freshwater Life. In addition, each of the nine Second Year 
Honours students prepared a thesis, the general level of attainment being 
excellent. 

Field Work. Dr. Watkin and myself took a party of graduate and 
undergraduate students for a fortnight to the Scottish Marine Biological 
Station at Millport during the Easter vacation. 

Appointments of Former Students. Dr. T.I1. Davies has been appointed 
as Lecturer in Biology, Gardening and Elementary Science at the Mon- 
mouthshire Training College, Caerleon; Mr. W. M. R. Evans, B.Sc., has 
been appointed as Instructor in Agriculture for the County of Glamorgan ; 
Mr. T. G. J. Jones, B.Sc., has been appointed as Organiser of the West 
Wales Group of Boys’ Clubs, at Swansea; Miss Thelma George, B.Sc., 
as Biology Mistress at Dr. Williams’s School, Dolgelley ; Miss G. M. Powell, 
B.Sc., as Biology Mistress at Tredegar County School; Mr. LI. Phillips 
as Costings Clerk under the Cahn Hill Improvement Scheme. 

The thanks of the Department are due to Miss Morva Bowen, Mr. 
Henry Evans, Mr. W. M. R. Evans and Mr. L. S. Jenkins for voluntary 
part-time teaching assistance. 

It is with particular regret that I record the death of Bernard Dearman 
Burtt, a former student of this Department, through the crashing of an 
aeroplane in Tanganyika Territory, where he was stationed under the 
Colonial Office campaign against the tse-tse fly. He had already achieved 
much and his future was singularly full of promise.

LAW. 
PROFESSOR T. A. LEVI. 


The total number of students and articled clerks receiving tuition 
during the Session varied from 90 to 100. This aggregate number is made 
up of about 70 regular students of the College, five or six articled clerks who 
receive tuition at Aberystwyth, and a varying number of about 20 who. 
receive tuition at the North Wales Law School in Colwyn Bay. 
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Eight students were entered for Honours, one being placed in the 
Second Class, Division I, two in the Second Class, Division II, and four 
in the Third Class, one being absent on account of illness. 

Seventeen students were successful in the Final LL.B. Examination, 
of whom fourteen were regular LL.B. students, three being Arts students 
"studying Law for the B.A. Degree. There were less than half a dozen 
failures, some being only partial failures. 

In the Subsidiary Examination, 22 were successful with no more than 
one or two failures. 

Eight students, six of whom passed, entered for the Preliminary stage. 

The limits of space prevent reference being made to the successes of 
students. But mention ought to be made of the success of Trevor Cawdor 
Thomas in heading the list (with distinction) at the Cambridge LL.B. 
Examination and being awarded the Choate Fellowship of £500, tenable 
at the Harvard Law School, as well as a studentship at Trinity Hall. 

I append Mr. Shannon’s brief summary of the work of the North 
Wales Law School :— 

' The number of students attending the courses was slightly 
higher than during the previous Session. Normally there were 12 
Final students and 10 Intermediate students. As in the previous 
year, the classes were held in the Magistrates’ Retiring Room, Colwyn 
Bay, and at the end of each term examinations were held in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Solicitors’ Act, 1936, S. 7(2), and the regula- 
tions made thereunder. The results were satisfactory, and in these days 
when the examination system is being heavily criticised, it is proper to 
record that the institution of these examinations has resulted in the students 
doing far more work than was the case previously. The Annual Meeting 
of the Law Lectures Committee, presided over by Principal D. Emrys Evans, 
was held at Bangor on 9th June, 1938, and the report of the work done was 
approved, and the prospectus and arrangements for next Session were 
discussed.”

One prominent student in this class was Mr. Phillips, whose work 
showed much promise. Unfortunately, he will probably have to abandon 
further pursuance of his Music course as he intends taking Honours in 
another Department next Session. 

The remainder of the class did fairly well on the whole and passed the 
Sessional examination. 
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Subsidiary B.A. 


This class again had one very capable student—Mr. Jenkins. His 
work during the Session has been consistently good and his paper work 
in the June examinations was very satisfactory. This class in the main 
consisted of students who applied themselves diligently to their task and 
succeeded in achieving their main object, namely, fulfilling the requirements 
of the examination syllabus. That the majority of them did not take a 
wider interest in the subject may have been due to exigences of time-table. 


Final B.A. 


Mr. Tecwyn Ellis was far and away the best student in this group. 
He has distinct musical gifts and shows much skill in handling his material. 
Had he been able to continue his course next year, he would undoubtedly 
secure a high place in the Honours list. 


Honours B.A. 


Miss Glenys Williams, the only candidate in this section, obtained 
First-Class Honours in the recent examinations. This student has done 
consistently good work Session after Session, and the class she obtained 
in the Honours stage was well merited. 


FACULTY OF Music. 
Intermediate B.Mus. 


One student pursued this course and passed the papers in Music Theory, 
History and Acoustics. 


Final B.Mus. 


The Final B.Mus. Class consisted of five students, two of whom had 
previously pursued music as a part of their B.A. degree. In such cases 
candidates have to present an original work in the form of a thesis or a 
musical composition in addition to the usual exercise and papers required 
of B.Mus. candidates. The two students who took the former of these 
alternatives (the thesis) had their work accepted, but neither completed 
his B. Mus. degree. One of them attempted the full course (i.e., the exercise 
and papers), but failed to reach the required standard and the other passed 
in the paper work having previously abandoned his intention of submitting 
an exercise. 

The remaining candidates in this class qualified for the B.Mus. degree. 


The Training Department students and students pursuing courses of 
instrumental study and solo-singing compared favourably with those of 
past years. There were, indeed, one or two instances which served to show 
the extent of the progress that could have been made if students seized the 
chances offered to them in these branches of study at the beginning of their 
College career. Sight-singing and musical dictation show up the weak- 
nesses of these students. Out of a class of seven students in their protes- 
sional training year, one only obtained 50%, the highest mark awarded ; 
four of them received from 16 % to 26 %. 


The weekly (Thursday) concerts, the Friday “At Homes” and the 
Choral and Orchestral Societies continue to attract supporters (mainly non- 
academical), though it is regrettable to observe a falling-off in the number of 
student-members of the Music Club and Choral Society.

Degree Courses. 


The Final Grade was taken by fifteen students, the majority of whom 
were of average ability ; twelve passed the University Examination. 

There were nineteen students in the Subsidiary Class. The work 
at this stage was somewhat uneven. There were some very promising 
students who should do very well when they get to their Honours Course. 
Others, however, were decidedly weak, especially on the practical side of 
the work, and must, therefore, acquire more farm experience before they 
can possibly attain the necessary standard for the completion of their 
Degree course. 


Agricultural Diploma Course. 


The quality of the work with the Diploma students was decidedly 
better than that of the Degree students. Of the four taking the third 
year grade, two did excellent work at both the National and the College 
Examinations. The second year group of students appear to be very 
promising and should do well next year, when, for the first time, the Univer- 
sity and not the College will be responsible for the Diploma Examinations. 


Short and Continuation Course in Agriculture. 


The work of students pursuing these courses was on the whole satis- 
factory. A number of them made excellent progress and intend pursuing 
the Diploma Courses in Agriculture and Dairying. 
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Dairy Courses. 

The work of the second year class was not up to the standard of the pre- 
ceding Sessions. In fact, it was the poorest class for some years. This 
was due mainly to the fact that four of the best students who attended 
the first year course during the previous Session failed to return for the 
second year course owing to financial difficulties. 

The first year students did excellent work and should do well at the 
final stage of their work next year. 

Both staff and students have been working under great disadvantages 
owing to lack of suitable accommodation with the increased number of 
students. We are, therefore, looking forward with considerable pleasure to 
the possibility of the Dairy and Bacteriology work being conducted at the 
New Building next Session.

The two research students presented the result of their work as theses 
for the degree of M.Sc.; E. K. Griffiths, who carried out an investigation 
into the * Factors influencing the chemical composition and keeping 
quality of Butter,” and R. Probert Davies, into ‘‘ The chemical composition 
of grass seed and straw and distribution of constituents in grass and clover 
plants.’”’ Both were awarded the degree. 

The student taking Honours in Chemistry with Agricultural Chemistry 
was successful in obtaining a First Class. With a few exceptions, the 
remainder of the students in both the Agricultural and Dairying branches 
of the subject worked well and made satisfactory progress. 


Research. 


The investigation into the chemical composition and nutritive value 
of dried grass begun last year is continued on lines very similar to those 
indicated in the previous report. The drought experienced in the early 
part of the season, however, had such an adverse effect upon growth that 
the number of driers working at this period, compared with last year, was 
much less. Now that the drought is broken and the grass is growing, drying 
will commence in earnest, but the probability is that the quality of the first 
cuts, owing to the absence of bottom growth, will be poor. 

In co-operation with the Welsh Plant Breeding Station, work is in 
progress on the improvement of the herbage of the peat area at Pwllpeirian. 
The effect of minor elements as well as that of the chief manurial ingredients 
on the sown species is studied. Special attention is paid to liming and the 
- effect of composts of varying nature applied to the established swards.

Teaching work during the Session was reduced by the absence of 
Honours students, but a small group is expected for 1938-39. The post- 
graduate students included two graduates of the University of Wales and 
from this College, two from India, and two from China. The thesis of Mr. 
Te Tsui Chang submitted for the M.Sc. degree was highly praised by both 
the examiners and one suggested that means of publication should be 
sought. The Statistical Assistant, Mr. J. R. E. Phillips, B.A., successfully 
submitted a thesis for the M.A. degree last December. 

Investigations on all the lines mentioned in the previous report have 
been maintained. All members of the staff have been extremely active 
in their special lines, and some of them at times have been heavily pressed. 
In the marketing section, surveys of livestock markets and advice to market 
owners and operators relating to their positions under the Livestock Industry 
Act, 1937, have been a big feature of the work. The Department also took 
special steps to provide advice relating to the provisions for the lime and 
basic slag subsidies under the Agriculture Act, 1937. 

Some 36 lectures have been given by members of the staff in seven 
counties of Wales and eight lectures have been given in other parts of the 
country. The list of publications indicates the range of investigations which 
reached a stage of providing useful information during the year, but the 
Department is handicapped by pressure of immediate work causing inability 
to proceed to the advanced analysis of data in hand and its preparation for 
guidance and for publication.

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Fourteen of last Session’s students were successful in Bacteriology 
at the National Dairy Examination Board examination. With the excep- 
tion of a few students, the present second year group is not up to the 
usual standard. The work carried out by the first year students is, however, 
well up to the average. Thirteen students pursued a two terms’ course 
in Bacteriology for the University Diploma in Agriculture. 

It seems evident from the recent Report of the Agricultural Research 
Council on Dairy Research (A.R.C. Report, Series No. 3, 1938) that the 
Advisory Bacteriologist will in future have to devote more time to advisory 
and investigational work. I suggest, therefore, that the College Authorities 
should review the whole problem of teaching work in Bacteriology. 

There has been a marked increase in the amount of routine advisory 
work during the year. Over 2,000 farms in the Advisory Province are now 
licensed to produce either Tuberculin Tested or Accredited Milk, and 
approximately 7,000 milk samples from them were examined. Advisory 
visits were made to about 50 farms, whilst eight extra-mural lectures were 
delivered to farmers’ classes. The Bovine tubercle work has been consider- 
ably extended, about 200 samples a month being now examined by the 
biological method. To cope with the increased routine laboratory work, 
four student assistants, who have completed their College training, have 
been appointed to assist the Senior Technical Assistant. 

Research work has been concentrated on the comparative values 
of the various methods used for the grading of milk and the examination 
of farm and dairy water supplies.

Lectures were given on the anatomy of the horse as compared with 
other farm animals. The cause, prevention and treatment of diseases. 
common amongst farm animals were fully dealt with, and the importance 
of hygiene and proper feeding in the prevention of diseases emphasised. 

Special attention was devoted to diseases affecting dairy cattle in 
relation to the grading up of herds. 

The method of controlling farm animals during ill-health, and the 
various ways adopted of giving medicines, were also studied as part of the 
course. 


THE WELSH PLANT BREEDING STATION. 
Divectoy: PROFESSOR R. G. STAPLEDON. 


The work of the Station has proceeded on normal lines, and during 
the year progress has been made with the breeding of grasses, clovers and 
oats. Steps have been taken to extend the field trials with the new produc- 
tions of the Station and these trials have now been carried into England, 
with the aid of a special grant from the Royal Agricultural Society. 

During the period under review, Mr. William Davies was loaned to 
the Colonial Office for the purpose of visiting the Falkland Islands and 
reporting as to the condition of the grasslands of the Islands. He also 
made a considerable tour of South America; this latter tour was rendered 
possible by virtue of a special grant from the Ministry of Agriculture. 
Mr. Davies returned in May, having conducted an extensive survey of the 
countries in question, and he is now engaged upon preparing detailed 
reports. 

2 As in past years, the Station has worked in close collaboration with 
Professor Fagan, and the chemical aspect of the researches have been 
extended to cover problems connected with the drying of grass. 

Both the Director and members of staff have been called upon to give 
a large number of lectures and addresses to gatherings of farmers and others. 
in England and Scotland as well asin Wales, and reports have been made and 
plans outlined for a number of landowners and farmers who are following 
the advice of the Station in schemes of land and pasture improvement. 
Large numbers of landowners and farmers have visited the Station, and 
hospitality has been afforded to study-leave men from the United States of 
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America, Canada, Australia, Norway, Sweden, Hungary, Ireland, and to 
agricultural organizers and other workers from Scotland and England. 

The Station has taken the giant’s share in the preparation and staging 
of a grassland exhibit at the Show of the Royal Agricultural Society at 
‘Cardiff ; for the immense amount of work entailed I am under a special 
debt of gratitude to my colleagues, and especially to Mr. R. D. Williams, who 
gallantly shouldered responsibility for the detailed arrangements. As 
always, my own activities are rendered easy and a pleasure by virtue of the 
untiring efforts of the whole staff, from Dr. Jenkin to the latest recruit at 
‘the farm or at the Agricultural Buildings.

The Cahn Hill Improvement Scheme. 
Director : PROFESSOR R. G. STAPLEDON. 


The work of the Scheme is now being conducted on a routine basis. 
Several further areas have been taken in hand and re-grassed. Both the- 
old and new areas are improving rapidly, and it is now possible to winter a 
greatly increased head of sheep on the improved hills. Much attention 
has been given to the enclosed fields and excellent long-duration leys are now 
being established. Experiments are in progress to test the live weight 
increase Capacity of improved fields and improved areas on the hills in com- 
parison with unimproved areas, and trials have also been conducted on the- 
merit of a number of fatting crops. 

A Kaloroil grass drying plant has been installed and dried grass is 
being tested as a supplementary feed for wintering sheep in comparison with 
other types of hand feed, and against grass from special leys laid up for 
winter grazing. 

The thanks of the Scheme are again due to Professor Ashby and 
Mr. Pryse Howell for assistance in cost accounting, and grateful acknow- 
ledgment must also be made to Mr. Moses Griffith for the manner in which 
he has attended to the every-day affairs and details of the work of the 
Scheme.

In addition to the routine work of publishing the quarterly journals, 
Herbage Abstracts and Herbage Reviews, the staff of the Bureau has prepared 
and published a number of Bulletins, as well as contributions not coming 
within the Herbage Publication Series. A group of six Bulletins was 
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published in 1937, dealing with various aspects of the production of seed 
of herbage and forage crops. The larger of these were Nos. 19 and 23, 
devoted to the production of grass and legume seed respectively, and No. 22 
which gives a detailed account of the methods employed in the produc- 
tion of grass seed at the Welsh Plant Breeding Station. Following these 
Bulletins, the Bureau prepared in collaboration with the Imperial Bureau 
of Soil Science, Harpenden, a comprehensive monograph (Bulletin 25) 
on ‘‘ Erosion and soil conservation,” treating the subject geographically 
and describing the problems which have arisen and the various methods 
which are being adopted to conserve soil, water and vegetation in all parts 
of the world. As an outcome of this publication, a more popular book on 
the same subject has been prepared for publication by Messrs. Faber and 
Faber. 

In continuing the work of earlier years in bringing the results of Russian 
plant physiological research to the notice of English readers, a review entitled 
“ Phasic development of plants ’’ was prepared and has been accepted for 
publication in the Biological Reviews of the Cambridge Philosophical 
Society. Another publication on the same subject is being prepared and 
will appear in due course in the New Series of Plant Science Books published 
by Chronica Botanica of Leiden, Netherlands. 

The Deputy Director and staff of the Bureau were fully occupied during 
the last months of 1937 producing the report of the Fourth International 
‘Grassland Congress, which was held in Aberystwyth in July, 1937.

The statistical summary shews that 53 classes of the usual grant- 
earning type were held this Session, which is an increase of five as compared 
with the total for the preceding Session. In fact it constitutes a record 
number. 

In addition to the classes referred to above, 11 shorter courses consisting 
of six or seven meetings, were conducted by Resident Tutors, who also 
delivered a number of single lectures and organised day-schools and inter- 
class debates. 

The statistical summary shews how the classes were distributed through 
the several counties. The following rough grouping of subjects may be of 
interest :—Politics and International Relations, 14; Welsh Literature and 
History, 10; Religion and Biblical Studies, 5; Economics, 5; Science, 5 ; 
Music, 4. Political subjects were evidently making a special appeal in 
view of the contemporary situation. 

Mention might be made of two scientific subjects which were taken 
for the first time in our area: Biology and Geology. 

Welsh was the medium of instruction in 26 classes and English in 
23 classes, whereas four classes were conducted bilingually. 

Summer School Bursaries have been awarded to twelve students, 
mainly for courses at Coleg Harlech. Thanks to a generous gift of £5 5s Od. 
from Miss Evelyn Lewes, it was possible to increase the Summer School 
Bursary awards this year. Bursaries of £5 were also awarded to two 
students in order that they might pursue rather longer courses at Coleg 
Harlech during the Session. 

A Conference of Tutors was held at the College on 23rd and 24th May, 
when problems of Expansion in Adult Education were dealt with. The 
annual rally of extra-mural students was held at the College on 18th June, 
when an address on Motives in Adult Education was given by Mr. B. B. 
Thomas, M.A., Warden of Coleg Harlech. 

Gratitude is due once again to the Local Education Authorities, the 
National Library of Wales, County Libraries and Class Secretaries for 
valuable co-operation.

Statistics. A summary of figures relating to the work done during 
the Session is given below. The decrease in the number of students is 
again reflected in the decreased issues of books to readers. 

Administration. The revised methods of administration, to which 
reference was made in the last report, have, on a further twelve-months’” 
test, again proved their value ; there seems now to be no doubt that they 
have made for a more balanced distribution of expenditure. The fear 
that the working of the scheme would lead to delay in the supply of books 
has been shown to be groundless. The Books Sub-Committee set up under 
the scheme has been of evident value, notably in enquiring into the 
possibility of supplying books of general interest for which the more special- 
ized needs of departments do not provide. 

General and Science Libr:vies. During the repair of the sea-defences 
outside Alexandra Hall, it was decided to open the General Library from 
6 till 9 p.m. from 25th April until the 4th May. The facilities thus offered 
were made use of by 47 women students and 150 men students, a total of 
197, or nearly 25 students per night. A small collection of books was sent 
to the Hotel at Borth for the use of the women students who were tem- 
porarily housed there during repairs to the Hostel. 

The receipt by donation of large collections of books. such as the two 
mentioned below, presented by the French Government and the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace, coming in addition to the books and 
periodicals received by purchase, tax to its limit the shelving space available. 
It has now become clear that only by withdrawing from the shelves all books 
which are no longer required can room for current material be secured. 
The process has been begun in the History section, from which a collection 
of nearly one hundred volumes has been withdrawn.

Donations. Amongst the numerous donations received, the following 
may be noted :—Berlin Universitatsbibliothek (9 volumes); British 
Academy (4 volumes) ; British Museum (4 volumes) ; British Museum of 
Natural History (6 volumes); Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace, New York, Paris, and Washington (17 volumes and a special collec- 
tion of 77 volumes of American literature, chiefly history and biography) ; 
the Discovery Committee, London (7 parts of the Discoverv Reports) ; 
the French Embassy at London (6 volumes of the Documents diplomatiques 
francais) ; Dr. R. Owen Morris, of Aberdyfi ; the National Library of Wales ; 
the National Museum of Wales; the Reverend E. Worthington Powell, 
of Lyndhurst; the University of St. Andrews. Through the National 
Central Library, which has organised for the Universities section of the 
Library Association a scheme for the exchange of duplicates, various 
collections of books, being chiefly periodicals needed to complete the 
Library’s files, have been received as donations from university libraries. 
The Government of France has presented a representative collection of 
62 volumes of standard modern French books, on literature, history and 
art.

The late Emeritus Professor D. Morgan Lewis had wished the College 
Library to receive from his library such books as were judged desirable. A 
collection of 80 volumes, chiefly on physics, was selected. 
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HALLS OF RESIDENCE FOR WOMEN STUDENTS. 
SENIOR WARDEN: Mrs. K. GUTHKELCH. 


The Session 1937-38 will never be forgotten in the annals of the Halls 
of Residence, for the storms of 15th January and lst February. Asa 
consequence of the enormous damage done by the first storm to the whole 
of the ground floor and to the annexe called Balmoral, Alexandra Hall had 
to be closed to students for twelve days, from 15th January to 27th January. 
On 26th January those students who had been accommodated since the first 
storm at the Brynawel Hotel under Dr. Gwenan Jones’s supervision returned 
and on the following day the whole Hall re-assembled. During the first five 
nights after the storm, the Borough Surveyor had allowed members of staff 
to remain at the Hall only at their own risk ; but they spent all day working 
to reduce the disheartening chaos to order and found accommodation with 
friends in town at night. Thanks especially to Miss Patte~son’s wonderful 
work, and to the labours of the whole staff, it was possible to welcome the 
students back to a clean, dry Hall very speedily. But four days after their 
return, when the second storm had shaken Hall to its very foundations and 
reduced Baimoral to a dangerous condition, it was apparent that the whole 
of Balmoral and of the front part of the main building would be unfit for use 
until extensive repairs and work on the foundations had been completed. 
This work and the consequent cleaning could not be finished so that 
‘students could occupy the Hostel before the Easter Term. 

During the period of emergency, those students who could not be 
accommodated in the two wings of Hall and whose rooms on the front had 
to be left empty were housed at the Grand Hotel, Borth, and—until the 
students in the Training Department went away for teaching practice— 
a few at Holborn House, Queen’s Road. Dr. Margaret Phillips very kindly 
consented to act as temporary Warden at the latter house until it was no 
longer needed, and then replaced Dr. Saer at Borth, who was only able 
to help till teaching practice began. To both these ladies the Hall’s warmest 
gratitude is given. 

Throughout the difficult Lent Term, Carpenter Hall, which had suffered 
damage by sea water to the basement, but was soon able to have its students 
back, helped by providing accommodation for some of the Alexandra Hall 
‘students. To Miss Macgregor my thanks are offered for all this help, as 
‘they are also to my assistants in Alexandra Hall. 

Save for these major troubles, Session 1937-38 has been a good one 
and the level of health remarkably high.

PROFESSOR E. D. T. JENKINS 
(a) GREEK 


The number of registered students fell only slightly this year, as an 
appreciable decrease at the Intermediate stage was almost balanced by a 
larger number of Elementary students. 

Students at all grades made good progress for the most part and 
acquitted themselves well in the University Degree Examinations; in 
particular the work at the Final stage earned warm praise from the External 
Examiner. At the same time there is still noticeable at all grades an 
inadequate recognition of the true place of set-books in the curriculum, 
and of the cumulative effects that follow from honest study of the same. 
Attendance at lectures is not enough; independent effort on the part 
of the students is also called for. 


(b) LATIN 


The number of students was the same as last year, although their 
distribution was somewhat different, there being this Session considerably 
more Subsidiary, but considerably fewer Final students. The Inter- 
mediate class made an unfavourable impression at first, but showed a grati- 
fying improvement as the Session advanced; there remains, however, a 
residuum of students who fail to profit fully from the instruction given 
owing to inadequate preparation before entering College. There were 
several promising students at the Subsidiary stage; some of these will 
be proceeding to Honours and should do well in due time. The Final 
class calls for little comment ; all five members passed, but no one showed 
more than average merit. 

The Second Year Honours class was above the average in quality, 
and of the five candidates two were placed in the first class, while a third 
secured a very good Class II, Division I. 
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The provision of an additional Assistant Lecturer has made it possible 
to develop still further, especially at the higher stages, the tutorial work 
of which the beginnings had been made in previous Sessions, both in Greek 
and Latin. It is also hoped that it will be possible in future to apply to 
Latin students, in some measure, the requirement current for some time 
on the Greek side, that a certain amount of Unprepared Translation be 
done every week under examination conditions.

PROFESSOR R. B. FORRESTER

Art and Craits 
- Acting Head of the Department: PROFESSOR C. R. CHAPPLE 


Mr. Gapper reports :— 

_ “The general level of the work done throughout the Art Department 
this Session was higher than in previous years, although there was no out- 
standing individual work. 
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Diploma and University Courses 


Two students who were awarded the College Diploma in Art last year 
returned to work for the Board of Education Examination in Drawing. 
These students showed much interest in the Architecture of the district, 
which formed part of their study. 

The standard of attainment demanded for the College Diploma in 
Art or Craft is probably responsible for fewer entrants this year. These 
courses are well established and cover not only a wide field of practical 
work, but also a comprehensive introduction to the history and apprecia- 
tion of Art, so that it may be claimed that the training obtained here 
offers a sound basis for further study. 

Two of the three students who followed the Intermediate Art Course 
were successful and the single entrant for the College Diploma in Craft 
gained the award and produced creditable work in dress-making under the 
guidance of Miss Gwenhwyfar Davies. 

Mr. Bird has given unstintingly of his time to all students who sought 
his help during the evenings. Often such periods are more profitable 
than the ordinary classes, and I wish to refer warmly to Mr. Bird’s willing 
help both to the students and myself. 

Miss Gwenhwyfar Davies is to be complimented on the successes of 
two of her students—Miss Nansi Jones and Miss Gwendolen Mary Jones. 
The former was appointed as Crafts Teacher to Lampeter Central School, 
and both had embroidered panels, designed and executed in the Depart- 
ment, accepted for the British and Overseas Exhibition o Embroidery, 
held in London last February. 


Fourth Year Courses 


The fourth year training students produced vigorous and promising 
work which was of a higher quality on the average than in the preceding 
year. Unfortunately, these students only realise the spirit of this depart- 
ment and work with real enjoyment in the third term. 


Art Course 


In the general Art Course class each student executed a large com- 
position in colours. The introduction of house planning and designing 
on given sites aroused an unusual interest in this year’s class. Last Session 
three out of four candidates for the National Art Master’s Certificate were 
successful. 


Handwork Course 


In the Men’s Handwork, Bookbinding received preference in the Crafts. 
Weaving was also a popular subject and as the result of much individual 
experimenting, a good variety of patterns was produced besides finished 
pieces of work. Messrs. B. L. Davies, M.A., and R. R. Rawson, B.Sc., 
received Credit for their work. 


Woodwork Course 


In the Woodwork Class, the Staff Inspector of Crafts of the Board 
of Education expressed his great satisfaction at the work done, both in 
quality and quantity. The following were awarded Credit in Woodwork :— 
Messrs. F. T..Baber, B.A., I. T. Bowen, B.A“, .J..Simister, BiSc., and Bryn- 
mor Thomas, B.A., H.M. Inspector recommended the first two mentioned 
to the Board of Education as qualified to teach Woodwork. 


Many students have expressed a desire to receive training in Metal- 
work, but such developments in the Department are very seriously hampered 
for lack of room. 
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The Department is particularly indebted to Mr. Alan O. Whitehead, 
of Abergavenny, for his generosity in presenting a plaster cast of the Stand- 
ing Discobolus. Casts of the Cupid by Michael Angelo, the Belvedere 
Torso, and the Boy and Goose, are new additions to the collection of casts 
from the antique. 


At the end of the Christmas Term an exhibition of his own work held 
by Mr. Bird, which included paintings in oil of landscapes, portraits and 
figure compositions, attracted unusual interest. The Tate Gallery accepted 
photographs of Mr. Bird’s mural decorations at the Church of All Saints, 
Earl’s Barton, Northampton. Mr. Bird received the honour from the 
Society of Mural Painters of being made a founder member of the Society 
under the presidency of Mr. Augustus John. 


The National Museum of Wales purchased a bronze bust of mine. I 
also received commission to execute the memorial to the Rev. Christmas 
Evans at Caersalem Chapel, Caernarvon, whose centenary was celebrated 
this year.”’ 


The Craft Gallery 
Curator: Mr. R. L. GAPPER 


The Gallery is still being utilised as a Committee Room and this prevents 
the best arrangement of the Gallery for exhibition of its contents. 


During the Session 1938-39, Mrs. Beatrix Hughes, of Tudor Court 
Hotel, Cromwell Road, London, an old student of the College, kindly 
presented the Gallery with 15 pieces belonging to a Wedgwood Toilet 
Service, This is now on exhibition in the case outside the Gallery.

ENGLISH 
PROFESSOR J. W. H. ATKINS 


The work of the department has been conducted on similar lines to 
those adopted in previous Sessions: and the results in general have been 
highly satisfactory. 


Two students have been pursuing research. Mr. J. Meredith, B.A., has 
been investigating the influence of Celtic legend on English literature and 
has made sound progress. Miss Gwenllian Hughes, B.A., completed a 
creditable dissertation on “‘ Maugham as a dramatist’”’ and was awarded 
the degree of M.A. at the recent University examination. It is with pleasure 
that we also record the recent appointment of Dr. O. Schram (a former 
student) as Head of the Department of English Language at the University 
of Edinburgh. 


The Honours Class this year was of distinctly good quality and well 
up to the average. It included twelve students in all, of whom one, Miss 
M. Eiry Williams, obtained a First Class; seven were placed in Class II. 
Division I, and four in Class II, Division II. 


The First Year Honours Class gave evidence of promise. Nine students 
completed a satisfactory year’s work: and worthy of special mention were 
Misses A. G. Davies, G. E. Davies and M. R. Fullard. 
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At the Final stage out of twenty-six who sat the examination, twenty 
three were successful. At the Subsidiary stage, out of forty-one candidates, ’ 
thirty-four passed the College examination, and at the Intermediate stage 
out of nineteen candidates, fourteen completed the course. 

As.in previous years the teaching in the Department has been supple- 
mented by short courses of lectures ~ given by Professors Barbier and D. 
Evans on French tragedy and German tragedy respectively ; and their 
help has been much appreciated. 

No published work has this year been forthcoming from members of 
the teaching staff. The Head of the Department, however, has been 
engaged in ‘contributing a series of articles on Greek and Latin Literary 
Criticism and Rhetoric to the new Oxford Classical Dictionary which is to. 
appear shortly. : 


FRENCH 
PROFESSOR ANDRE BARBIER 


The better results, consequential to the appointment of an additional 
full-time Assistant Lecturer, which I anticipated in my last report, fully 
materialised this Session. Good, steady work and progress were evident 
in all classes, but especially in the Subsidiary and Honours classes, as testi- 
fied by the results of the sessional examinations. Of the seven candidates 
presented for the Honours examination, two obtained a first class, the 
other five being placed in the first division of the second class; all were 
granted the certificate of oral proficiency. 

Four students who pursued last Session the first year of the Honours 
course spent the whole of this Session in France, three as English Assistants. . 
in French Lycées or Normal Colleges, and one as Research Secretary to 
my colleague, Professor Paul Yvon, of the University of Caen. They will 
be back here next October to complete their Honours course. 

Arrangements have been made for a number of students (including 
six who were awarded travelling grants by the College) to spend the long 
vacation in France. 

Mr. Garnet Rees, M.A., held this Session the second year of his Univer- 
sity Fellowship. He has just handed in at the Sorbonne the manuscript 
of the book he is presenting for the degree of Doctor of the University 
of Paris. 

I expected two or three dissertations to be presented in June by former 
students for the degree of M.A.; some unforeseen delay seems to have. 
occurred. Miss Dorothy Margaret Smith, who qualified for the degree 
of B.A., with first class honours in French, last June, and received a Univer- 
sity postgraduate Studentship, has been doing excellent research work 
this Session. Her dissertation on the xvith century French dramatist, 
Robert Garnier, is well advanced, and she hopes to present it for the degree 
of M.A. next October.

The number of Pass students registered in the Department was lower 
for the Session, but the numbers of intending Honours students in the 
various grades were not appreciably reduced. The policy of advising 
weaker students at the end of the Subsidiary year against proceeding to 
Honours has resulted in the continued improvement in the quality and 
achievement of the Honours classes in which more effective work can now 
be done. The First Year Honours class reached a commendably high 
standard and among the Pass students there was only one failure in the 
Final Examination. 

The Second Year Honours class included an unusual number of students 
of outstanding ability and nearly half the group was placed in a high class. 
in the Degree Examination. ‘Mr. Alun Evans achieved a First of excep- 
tional brilliance.

Two other promising students, 
Mr. D. Ellis and Miss Phillips, are proceeding to Honours French after their 
year in France. The Honours Class of three did unusually good work ; 
it was a pleasure to work with them. Miss Rees and Mr. Idris Jones well 
deserved their First Class and Mr. Phillips obtained a 2nd Class Division I. 
Mr. Phillips is proceeding to Honours in Music. Miss Rees has been awarded 
the University Modern Language Studentship, and is proceeding to the 
University of Gottingen. 
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The work of the department was very satisfactory during the Session 
in the academic and the social side. The German Society met fortnightly 
and we are grateful to Mrs. Guthkelch for the use of the Drawing Room in 
Alexandra Hall. The last meeting of the Society took the form of a very 
successful and enjoyable trip to Stratford.

HISTORY 
PROFESSOR R. F, TREHARNE 


The chief features of the year’s statistics are the large first year Honours 
Class—rather too large for easy handling with the present staffing arrange- 
ments,—and the further decrease in the size of the Intermediate Class, 
together with the extremely high proportion of failures at the Intermediate 
stage. Apparently it is about time to abandon the Intermediate Class in 
History, and, as in Geography and Economics, to commence work at the 
Subsidiary stage, where nearly all of the worth-while students now enter the 
Department. Other points are the continued inadequacy of school pre- 
paration in French and Latin for candidates proposing to take Honours in 
History, and, among the new entrants, a perceptible improvement of 
literacy, which we hope may be sustained. 

Mr. R. K. J. Grant, B.A., completed his thesis on “‘ The Administration 
of the Royal Forests of England in the Thirteenth Century’’ and was 
awarded the Ph.D. degree: his work provides a definitive account of the 
English forest system, correcting some widespread misconceptions and 
establishing important conclusions for the general study of English con- 
stitutional history. It is unlikely that Mr. Grant’s work on the forests 
will be bettered in our generation, and arrangements are being made for 
its publication. Mr. Alun Davies, B.A., completed a very sound study of 
French agrarian conditions on the eve of the Revolution, reaching, under 
Mr. Herbert’s direction, some useful results of general interest : he obtained 
the M.A. degree, and was awarded a French Government bourse for further 
research on these lines at the University of Paris. Itisparticularly pleasing 
to be able to report that this is only the beginning of Aberystwyth’s con- 
tributions in this subject, and that other students will follow him in this 
field. 

By the generosity of the Carnegie Endowment and the American 
Universities Union, Professors Preston W. Slosson (of the University of 
Michigan) and J. Cox Russell (of the University of North Carolina) have 
lectured in the Department on American History and on Medieval English 
History respectively. Mr. Herbert attended a Conference of British 
University Teachers of American History, organised by the Carnegie Endow- 
ment, and reported on our methods of study of American History. 

I organised the Historical Association’s second Vacation School of 
Revision Courses for Teachers at the College during the Easter Vacation. 
The School was larger and even more successful than in 1937, among its 
new features being a seminar on Modern Welsh History, conducted by Mr. 
R. T. Jenkins, of Bangor. The departmert’s collection of historical wall- 
maps, perhaps the best in any University, was again exhibited. The 
excellent accommodation and service provided by the Senior Warden and 
her staff were again strong factors in the School’s success. The School will 
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henceforth be held by the Association permanently in Aberystwyth. Mr. 
Herbert lectured at the week-end school of the Workers’ Educational 
Association held at Risca. 

Recent appointments of former students include those of Dr. I. J. 
Sanders, M.A., to the research and editorial staff of the Complete English 
Peevage—an appointment resulting directly from his genealogical researches 
—and of Mr. P. G. Sudbury, B.A., who left College onlyin June, 1936, as 
Headmaster of the Coronation Central School for Boys at Pembroke Dock.

Celtic Research and Palaeography 
Mr. Timotuy LEwis 


I had hoped that my Glossary and Text of the Peniarth MS.29—the 
oldest copy of the Latin Laws of Hywel Dda—would be in the Press by this 
time, but the funds of the few Societies interested in such studies are so low 
that at present none of them is able to take up such a big item. The 
possibilities, however, are not yet exhausted. In any case no serious study 
‘of any aspect of early Welsh social history is thinkable without such 
apparatus. } 

Most of Session 1938-39 has been devoted to the Poetry of Aneurin. 
A complete comparative glossary of the poems of historical rather than 
on philological grounds has not hitherto been made, and as a study of the 
contents of these poems seems to demand such preliminary work, such a 
glossary has been made, and the results obtained so far appear to have little 
in common with the results obtained by purely philological methods, and 
hitherto generally accepted. 

Iam therefore devoting the vacation to completing two studies based 
on these new conclusions emerging from the work on the vocabulary : 

(1) The cultural structure and history implied by the Gododin. 
(2) The geographical background presupposed by these poems. 

They are to appear as the next two numbers in my Aberystwyth 
Revisions. 

Final proofs of my Irish Fiy Bolg study are passed. 
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WELSH HISTORY 
PROFESSOR E. A. LEWIS 


Degree courses as in previous Sessions were given at the Intermediate 
and Final stages in History, and, for the first time since the establishment 
of the Sir John Williams Chair, at the Honours stage in History. Three 
Honours students in the Department of Economics also pursued the course 
on the Economic History of the nineteenth century. The Final group 
in History worked very satisfactorily and made commendable progress. 
The classes for instruction in Palaeography and sources were attended by 
post-graduate students of the Departments of Welsh and Geography. 

Mr. Elwyn Evans, B.A., a research student in Welsh History, with 
the aid of a special grant of £25, was enabled to elaborate and complete 
his social and agrarian study of Arwystli and Cyfeiliog. 

Mr. A. J. Roderick continued his investigations of the history of 
Cardiganshire after the Edwardian Conquest, and during the Session read a 
paper on “ Medieval Justice in Cardiganshire ”’ to the Cardigan Antiquarian 
Society : this paper will appear in the Tvansactions of the Society for 1939. 
In November, 1938, Mr. Roderick obtained the degree of Ph.D. in the 
University of London for a thesis entitled “‘ Agrarian conditions in Here- 
fordshire and the adjacent border during the later Middle Ages.”’ 

At the Public Record Office, I personally completed a survey and 
inventory of some six hundred items on the Elizabethan Chancery Proceed- 
ings concerning affairs in the shires of Cardigan, Montgomery and Radnor : 
these will be published in due course in the historical transactions of the 
respective counties. I have also to report substantial progress with my 
scheduling of the Wynnstay and Powis MSS. deposits at the National 
Library of Wales.

BOTANY 
PROFESSOR L. NEWTON 


The work of the undergraduate students this Session has maintained 
a good average standard, but the outstanding feature has been the high 
standard and the enthusiasm shewn by the four research students. Miss 
Canton and Mr. J. B. Jones have been studying various aspects of the 
ecology of Cardiganshire bogs ; Mr. David has been occupied with problems 
concerning local Marine algae, and Mr. Herbert Jones has made a useful 
contribution to our knowledge of the effect of lead and zinc on different 
plants, in connection with the local pollution of rivers by these metals. 
Two former students, Miss D. J. Heppeil and Miss A. Glencross, have 
obtained the degree of Magister for their work on Narcissi and Zinc pollu- 
tion, respectively. 

Field work has been in progress as usual, and the Honours students 
each presented a thesis concerned with some local problem. 

Members of staff have continued their researches. I have continued 
my work on river pollution and hill bogs and have again spent a period at 
the Marine Biological Station at Roscoff. Mr. Chater has carried out 
further investigations on the development of salt marshes in East Sussex and 
on the ecology of reclaimed marshes in that area, while his previous work on 
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the comparative ecology of salt marshes is being prepared for publication. 
Mr. Carter has continued his joint work with Professor Heilbron of the 
Imperial College on the lipochromes and sterols of the algae and the carot 
noids of certain members of the Fucaceae. He has also commenced the 
collection of a number of Fungi for the investigation of their pigments. 

Miss Wilson is working on two cytological problems concerning the 
Fungi. She was awarded a Ph.D. of the University of London for her work 
on Peziza rutilans, a small fungus growing on soil, and she is working, too, 
on another fungus which occurs in a somewhat similar habitat. 

Mention must be made of two visits which have been received, one 
from the British Ecological Society in July last, and one in June of this year, 
from a party led by Professor Pulle of the University of Utrecht. On 
both these occasions both the staff and the senior students gave valuable 
service and mention must especially be made of the help and co-operation 
of Mr. E. G. Davies, B.Sc., and Mr. J. B. Jones, B.Sc. These wider contacts 
are most valuable to our students, and the facilities of the College and the 
locality have been greatly appreciated by the visitors. 

Two students attended the British Association meeting at Cambridge, 
and Miss Heppell gave a very able paper on the cytology of the genus 
Narcissus.

PROFESSOR T. CAMPBELL JAMES 


Staff—Mr. J. R. Mends, M.Sc., occupied the post of part-time 
Assistant in the Department and did satisfactory work. 

Intermediate Class.—TYhe lecture courses were given by the Professor 
and Dr. D. Gwynne Davies, and the laboratory work conducted by the 
latter. The work and examination results were satisfactory. 

Subsidiary Class.—Lecture courses were conducted by Mr. Hudleston 
(Organic), Mr. Bury (Physical), and Dr. Davies (Inorganic). The practical 
work was supervised by Mr. Bury. 

Final Class.—Lecture courses were given by Mr. Bury (Physical), 
the Professor (Organic), and Mr. Hudleston (Inorganic). The work was of 
good standard and the examination results very satisfactory. 
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Honours Class.—Vhere were eight members of the Class for Honours 
in Pure Chemistry, of whom one withdrew from the examination owing to 
ill-health earlier in the year, and two took the Honours course in the com- 
bined subject of Chemistry with Agricultural Chemistry. Courses of 
lectures were given by all members of the Staff, assisted by Mr. John 
Bowen, B.Sc..

The work of the department proceeded along the usual lines and, on the 
whole, the results were very satisfactory. Of the four candidates for 
Honours in Mathematics (Pure and Applied) one was placed in Class I 
and another in Class II division I. 

The two post-graduate students, Mr. T. V. Davies, holding a College 
research award, and Mr. A. C. S. Pindar, holding a University studentship, 
worked on problems involving the flow of viscous liquids past solid bodies. 
In addition to obtaining interesting and valuable results, both have 
mastered a useful technique and shown considerable aptitude for 
mathematical research. 

Mr. T. V. Davies has been awarded a £250 studentship to study 
meteorology at the Imperial College of Science and Technology, London. 

Mr. J. V. Harries, a former post-graduate student, was awarded the 
degree of M.Sc. for a dissertation entitled ‘‘The deduction and solution of the 
self-consistent field equations of Hartree and Fock.’’ The examiners spoke 
very highly of it in their reports. 

Mr. C. E. Easthope was admitted to the degree of Ph.D., Cambridge, 
for a dissertation embodying the results of his research on ‘ order and 
disorder’ in alloys and work on nuclear problems.

These numbers 
include respectively 7 and 6 graduates engaged on research. One of the 
post-graduate students—Mr. D. C. E. Jones, B.Sc.,—left the department 
in April to take up a post in the meteorological department of the Air 
Ministry. Arrangements have been made for 5 of this year’s graduates to 
obtain training during the summer vacation in industrial or Government 
laboratories. 

The accommodation for research in the department has been increased 
by an extension in the basement. Important additions have also been made 
in the equipment of the workshop. 

I wish to record my appreciation of the invaluable assistance which 
I have received during this Session—my first in the department— from 
Dr. R. M. Davies, and also of the loyal services rendered by all the other 
members of the staff.

The number of degree students was 74, of diploma students 10, and 
there were in addition 17 Short Course Agricultural Students during the 
Michaelmas Term, and 11 taking a Continuation Course in the Lent Term. 

The department again provided, at the invitation of the department 
of Education, a short course of lectures and laboratory work on the 
biological foundations of Hygiene for the students in training as teachers. 
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Of the 3 Second Year Honours students, Mr. J. Llewellyn and Miss 
E. M. Williams obtained a First Class, and Mr. J. M. Jones was placed in 
the First Division of the Second Class. 

Reseayvch—-Research work has been carried on by all members of staff 
and by the five research students who have spent their time in the Depart- 
ment. Mr. Henry Evans, B.Sc., who has been working under a grant from 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, has been awarded 
the degree of M.Sc. for his thesis on *‘ The Immature Stages of Five 
Trichoptera of the Aberystwyth District,’’ as also has Mr. W. M. R. Evans, 
B.Sc., for a thesis entitled ‘“‘ A. Observations upon the Parasites of the 
Common Rabbit Oryctolagus cuniculus ; and B. The Helminth Parasites of 
the Bird Population on a South Wales Farm.”

We have to record with pleasure the appointment of Mr. D. J. Llywel- 
fryn Davies, B.A., LL.B., a former student and lecturer at the College as 
Secretary of the Society of Public Teachers of Law, which meets this year 
at Edinburgh. We also have to report with regret the loss during the 
Session of Mr. Pentir Willams, Solicitor and Town Clerk of Bangor, who 
has supported the Faculty of Law from its commencement, and who was 
mainly instrumental in establishing the North Wales Law School, and 
securing the attendance there under our tuition of practically all the 
Articled Clerks of North Wales. 

I append Mr. Shannon’s brief summary of the work of the North 
Wales Law School :— 

‘‘The number of students attending the courses held at Colwyn Bay 
during the Session was usually 11 Final and 5 Intermediate students. 
This is rather below the average, but the number of students depends directly 
on the number of persons who enter into articles each year, and this 
necessarily varies. Terminal examinations were held at the end of each 
term with satisfactory results. The classes were conducted by Mr. Wing, 
Mr. Winder and myself, and covered the subjects prescribed for the Law 
Society’s examinations. 

The Annual Meeting of the Law Lectures Committee was held at 
Bangor on 8th June, 1939, and my detailed report of the work during the 
Session was approved, and the Committee resolved that certain suggesticns 
as to the Law Society’s examinations be forwarded to the Council of the 
Society for their consideration, and this has been done. The accounts were 
passed, and the prospectus for next Session approved.”’

The Honours B.A. candidate obtained Second Class, Division I; the 
Honours B.Mus. Third Class. Inability to complete their papers partly 
accounts for the grading of these two candidates. 

The students pursuing academic courses were, on the whole, up to the 
average in numbers and standard of attainment. Generally speaking their 
work was of a mechanical order, a fact which may be attributed less perhaps 
to inherent limitations than to the lack of instrumental training. Abundant 
opportunities are offered to students to take up the study of an instrument, 
but unfortunately those who would have derived most benefit from such 
training, viz., Arts students taking music as one of their courses, cannot 
avail themselves of the opportunities owing to pressure of other work. 

Students who did take instrumental lessons during the Session were on 
the whole more promising than those of the preceding Session. These, of 
whom three were singled out for special mention, have taken part in weekly 
quartet rehearsals held during the Session, the later practices being devoted 
to the study of a string sextet in C by Cli¢ére. Examples of chamber music 
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by composers ranging from Haydn to Arnold Bax have been played. Out- 
standing items were: Piano Quintet in Eb (Schumann); String quartet 
in E (Schubert) ; Variations from string quartet by Apensky : Scherzo from 
a string quartet by Franck and [Finale from a string quartet by Rax. 

The orchestral works, rehearsed weekly, included symphonies by Mozart 
and Mendelssohn, and overtures by Kossini and Schubert. The items, 
separately rehearsed, for string orchestra consisted chiefly of special arrange- 
ments of works by Boccherini, Bach, Handel, Debussy. 

Mention should also be made of a student’s performance of part of the 
Mozart Violin Concerto, while another student gave a fluent rendering of the 
piano part of a Haydn Trio (in F.) 

The Choral Society, still handicapped by the periodic migration of the 
Training Students for practically one-half of each of the first two terms, 
rehearsed several works of modest dimensions for performance at the Club 
concerts which continue to play an important part in the musical life of the 
College.

The Final class was larger than any previously taught by the Depart- 
ment and may be a little larger than is warranted by the prospects of 
posts in specialised work. Three of the Final students are expected to 


- pursue the Honours course next Session. Both the Honours students 


attained Class I. In addition to the two post-graduate degrees, M.Sc. 
and Ph.D., included in the table above, Mr. Ernest Mansel Jones, B.A., 
who studied in the Department with a University Studentship in 1930-32, 
submitted a thesis on ‘“‘ Theories of Consumption with reference to Demand 
for and Production of Foodstuffs in Great Britain,’’ and was awarded the 
M.A. degree. 

Investigations in farm finance and management cover about 325 farms, 
some of which are in each county in Wales. The figures vary a little at 
different periods, but approximate figures are—financial and cost accounts. 
100, financial survey 100, costs of milk production 65, poultry enterprise 
costs and results 50, others 10. 

Investigations in marketing include complete surveys of livestock 
markets, their equipment and organisation, in Brecon and Radnor, Car- 
digan, and Glamorgan. The report on Brecon and Radnor is leading to 
some results of promising character. An economic and financial analysis 
of the business of each farmers’ co-operative society in Wales was prepared 
and issued to the officers of societies. 

The Department took a prominent part in the work of the Imperial 
Conference on Agricultural Co-operation held at the Empire Exhibition, 
Glasgow, in July, 1938. This Conference led to the desire for a British 
Isles Conference, and this was successfully held in Aberystwyth in June, 
1939, when the College, together with the President of the Welsh Agri- 
cultural Organisation Society, Mr. W. J. Percy Player, entertained the 
delegates to lunch, and many of the delegates visited the College Farm, 
the Welsh Plant Breeding Station, and the Cahn Hill Improvement Scheme. 

A special Short Course for Co-operative Employees was organised 
by the Department in association with the other Departments in Agri- 
cultural Buildings—Agriculture, Agricultural Chemistry and Agricultural 
Botany. Fourteen students attended, 12 from England, 1 from Scotland, 
and 1 only from Wales. Expenses of students were paid mostly by the 
organisations which employ them. The course appears to have been highly 
appreciated both by students and their employers. 

In August and September, 1938, with the assistance of a small grant 
from the Ministry of Agriculture, I paid another visit to Canada and the 
United States, where I was able to strengthen some old and make new 
acquaintances which are useful to the Department. 
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Three members of the staff have given nine lectures and addresses in 
England, and some 49 lectures have been given by members of staff in 
10 counties of Wales. In addition, 64 meetings have been attended for 
advisory purposes in Wales. A list of publications is appended. 

On this occasion I wish to use the opportunity of thanking my colleagues 
for their devotion to the work of the Department during my illness in the 
Spring of this year, and particularly for their special work in teaching 
and in supervision of post-graduate studies.

Ample accommodation and equipment has been provided in the new 
Dairy Buildings for the development of the work in bacteriology along the 
three inter-dependent sections of advisory, research and teaching. Three 
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large laboratories are equipped for routine, advisory and research work, 
whilst two other laboratories deal with media preparation and sterilisation. 
Incubators and stores are housed in two small rooms opening from the 
routine laboratory. The milk used for practical instruction in dairying 
to students is also used for co-operative investigational work under condi- 
tions similar to those existing in commercial creameries. 

Furthermore, a combined students’ laboratory and lecture room 
has bench accommodation for 36 students, and a good selection of books 
and journals for teaching and research is housed in the Loxdale Library. 

Research work in connection with bovine tuberculosis and abortion 
is carried out in four small laboratories housed in a shed situated behind 
the main building. 

There has been a further increase in the amount of routine advisory 
work, over 12,000 samples of dairy products, and water from approximately 
3,000 farms, being examined during the Session. 

Research work carried out during the two winter terms dealt mainly 
with the improvement of methods used for the grading of milk and dairy 
products, but with the commencement of practical work in the dairy our 
new research programme, which is concentrated on the bacteriological 
control of milk processing, was put into operation.

These figures compare favourably with those for previous years, 
particularly in the case of Dairy Short Course students, where there has 
been an increase of about one-half over the average for the past few years. 
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It is this year again pleasing to record that our students were very 
successful in the National Dairy Diploma examinations. No less than thir- 
teen students from Aberystwyth succeeded in qualifying for the National 
Diploma in Dairying. Present students have mostly shown satisfactory 
progress, although the work of a few has been unusually poor. All ex- 
students who have qualified have succeeded in obtaining satisfactory posts. 


Miss J. A. Tudor has continued to give assistance and the Misses Elsie 
Davies, N.D.D., and Megan Olwen Lloyd, N.D.D., have served as Tem- 
porary Assistant Instructresses during the practical Dairying session. 


The year under review will, it is hoped, mark the opening of a new era 
in the development of the work of the Dairy Departments. In April of 
this year, the new Dairy Building was first occupied and instructional 
work was commenced there during the first week of May. At the time of 
writing, nearly three months’ experience of working there has been obtained. 
The whole milk processing plant has been found to work satisfactorily 
and the superior working conditions provided in the new building are appre- 
ciated by all concerned. 


It is very sincerely hoped that the work carried on at the New Building 
will be such as to justify the efforts which the College has made to provide 


_a new home for the work in Dairying, the development of which is of vital 


importance to the Principality. 


ADVISORY MYCOLOGY 
Mr. D. WALTERS DAVIES 


The teaching undertaken during the year included a series of lectures 
and practical work in economic mycology to students attending the Sub- 
sidiary Degree and third year Diploma Courses in Agricultural Botany and to 
Continuation Course students in the Agricultural Department. Extra- 
mural lectures were also given to classes arranged by the Agricultural 
Organisers in the province. 


The amount of advisory work done shows an appreciable increase 
over that of previous years. Advice sought covered a wide range of topics, 
but most of them refer to identification and control of diseases affecting 
farm and garden crops. Many advisory visits, generally with members of 
the County Agricultural Staff, were made to different parts of the province. 


Investigations in progress deal with problems relating to diseases of 
crops in the province. The treatment of seed against many seed borne 
diseases in cereals is becoming a routine practice on many farms, and 
experiments are in progress to test out new methods of seed treatments. 
The control of Finger and Toe or Club Root disease in Brassicas is a subject 
of primary importance in Mid-Wales. Trials are laid down at the College 
Experimental Gardens to test various methods of treatments against the 
disease. Investigations on Clover Rot disease are in progress in co-opera- 
tion with Mr. R. D. Williams, of the Welsh Plant Breeding Station, and 
Pedigree strains of Red Clover bred by Mr. Williams are being tested on 
infected farms. Efforts are now being directed to test the suitability of 
districts for the production of Virus-free seed potatoes and trials have been 
laid down in many districts with this object in view. The Crymmych 
district of Pembrokeshire has already proved to be suitable for this purpose 
and an association of growers has been formed in this particular area. 
Twenty-five acres have been planted with the variety Arran Pilot for the 
purpose of supplying seed to the commercial growers in the southern district 
of the county. The Advisor has been appointed one of the technical officers 
of the Association.

The Elementary Anatomy and Physiology of domestic animals were 
dealt with according to the requirements of the course. The various aspects 
of Veterinary Hygiene were described in detail. The common ailments 
affecting farm animals were fully explained, with an account of causes, 
prevention, and treatment. The Scheduled Diseases of Animals Act was 
fully described and its objects explained. Special attention was devoted to 
the diseases affecting dairy cows and the attested herd scheme. 


ADVISORY ZOOLOGY 
Mr. J. R. W. JENKINS 


Series of lectures on certain aspects of Economic Zoology were given 
to Agricultural Short Course and Continuation Course students, and to 
first and second year Agricultural Diploma students, and the Adviser was 
responsible for the economic studies of three students taking entomology 
as part of their course in Honours Zoology. Two students, and two past 
students of the Department of Zoology, have been preparing theses for 
submission in candidature for the degree of M.Sc., and their work has been 
directed and supervised. 

The general survey of the pests of the College Area has been continued, 
and it may be of interest to note that over 300 species of pests have now been 
recorded. Requests for advice continue to be received in satisfactory 
numbers from members of County Agricultural and Horticultural staffs, 
and from the various classes of grower. 

Considerable technical assistance and advice has again been given 
to members of the Crymmych Seed Potato Growers’ Association, in an 
endeavour to help them to produce high grade disease free seed. It seems 
highly probable that this new industry, now in its fourth growing season, 
will become increasingly important in the district. 

Previous investigations carried out by the Adviser having brought 
to light satisfactory methods, a large scale experiment on the control of the 
Clover Seed Weevils is in progress in Montgomeryshire. Dusting has been 
carried out over 189 acres, and preliminary results are very encouraging. 
Harvest time, when the degree of success can be estimated, is awaited with 
much interest. 

Among other problems of importance which are receiving attention in 
the area are the efficacy of some new winter washes for the control of certain 
fruit tree pests ; the prevention of tick attack and consequent pyaemia in 
lambs ; the prevention of blow fly “‘ strike ’’ in sheep and lambs ; and the 
wireworm population of grassland. 


WELSH PLANT BREEDING STATION 
Directoy: Str R. GEORGE STAPLEDON 
During the Session under report both Mr. William Davies and myself 


have been loaned to the Ministry of Agriculture for the purpose of conduct- 
ing a tour of the grasslands of England with a view to (a) making a survey 
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‘of the English grasslands ; (b) studying local problems, and (c) lecturing to 
farmer audiences. This special work has to some extent interfered with 
the grassland researches of the Station, but, on the other hand, the informa- 
tion which Mr. Davies and myself are obtaining relative to grassland 
‘conditions all over the country will prove to be invaluable in regard to the 
further developments in plant breeding as applied to grasses and clovers. 

The Ministry of Agriculture have supplied funds for the purpose of 
appointing assistants at the Station to safeguard the researches normally 
conducted by Mr. William Davies, with the consequence that these 
researches are being continued according to programme. 

During the period under review, the Station has entered upon the 
further acreage at Brynamlwg, which has given us the opportunity of 
extending important aspects of our work on grasslands in directions which 
have long been desired, and all the arrangements have now been made 
for using the extra land to the best advantage. 

A grant has been received from the Ministry of Agriculture on a £ for 
£ basis, which will enable us to extend the greenhouse facilities at the 
Gardens; this will give Dr. Jenkin opportunities for further extending 
his researches into the genetics of grasses. 

The Plough-up Policy of the Ministry of Agriculture has led to large 
numbers of inquiries being received at the Station, with the result that 
valuable advisory work has been undertaken in the Welsh counties. 

It may be worth mentioning that the weather in the period under 
review has been the worst that the Station has ever experienced. The cold 
spell last winter had serious results, both as affecting the clovers and 
winter oats, while the exceptionally dry spring, followed by an exceptionally 
wet summer, has rendered field work most peculiarly difficult. I am 
happy to be able to report, however, that no serious results have followed, 
but a run of such years would have the effect of considerably disorganizing 
our researches. 

Having myself been away from Aberystwyth for practically the whole 
Session, I am more than usually indebted to Dr. Jenkin, and all the senior 
staff, as well as to Mr. Parry-Williams, the Secreta:y, and Mr. Watkins, 
the Superintendent at the Farm, and to the staff as a whole for the way 
in which they have devoted themselves to the affairs of the Station. 

We have advisedly not had as many organized parties visiting the 
Station as usual, but we have had a large number of individual visitors 
from the British Empire overseas, from foreign countries and from this 
country. 

The deep sympathy of the Station is extended to Mr. M. T. Thomas 
in his prolonged illness.

Negotiations are still in progress with the appropriate Government 
authorities with a view to obtaining grants in aid which will enable the 
Scheme to be continued, and it is fully hoped and expected that it will be 
made possible so to continue the Scheme, in any event for the full period 
of the lease of fourteen years on the lines in question. If these negotia- 
tions prove successful then the work of the Scheme will be safeguarded 
for a further period of seven years. 

The year under review has been rather one of consolidation, although 
further areas have been taken in hand and improved at Prignant, while 
a great deal of valuable work has been undertaken on the fields of the 
farm lands. ‘ 

The pastures as a whole are looking exceedingly well, while the various 
experiments on supplementary feed for wintering sheep are proving of 
great interest, as are the live weight increase experiments which are now 
being conducted for the third year in succession on various types of im- 
proved and unimproved land. 

The thanks of the Scheme are due, as always, to Professor Ashby and 
Mr. Pryse Howell for assistance with cost accounting, while my personal 
thanks are due in particular measure to Mr. Moses Griffith who has had 
to carry the full responsibility of the work of the Scheme during the period 
that I myself have been almost entirely away from Aberystwyth.

The year has been devoted to the publication of the two regular 
quarterly journals, Hevbage Abstracts and Herbage Reviews, the latter of 
which has included many valuable original articles, reviews and other in- 
formation of interest to our readers in all parts of the world. 

No Bulletins were published during the period, but preparatory work 
was carried on with a number of new issues in this series which will appear 
during the coming year. The first of these to be produced will be an 
account of grassland, forage crop and soil conservation research in the 
United States of America, whete agronomists are becoming increasingly 
grassland-minded, and extensive schemes of research are being initiated. 

In April, 1939, “‘ The rape of the earth : a world survey of soil erosion,”’ 
by G. V. Jacks and R. O. Whyte was published by Faber and Faber, London, 
(price: 21s.) and an American edition was published by Doubleday Doran 
of New York in July, 1939, under the title of ‘“Vanishing Lands.”’

During the Session new Board of Education Regulations came into 
operation. Their effect, so far as our area was concerned, was to limit 
the work for the most part to two main types of Classes, namely, Three- 
year Tutorial Classes and University Sessional Classes. Advantage was 
taken of the Regulation which enables Responsible Bodies to arrange 
courses of less than 20 meetings in rural areas. A programme of 55 classes 
was arranged for the Session, which is the largest number hitherto con- 
ducted by the College. 

As usual the Resident Tutors held a number of shorter pioneer courses 
and gave a number of single lectures. Day schools and inter-class debates 
were held at certain centres in Carmarthenshire and Pembrokeshire. 

Of the courses which appear on the following pages, 26 were con- 
ducted in Welsh, whereas the others were conducted either in English or, 
in a few cases, in both languages. 

The political unsettlement is reflected in the large number of classes 
in International Relations. On the whole, the Session’s work was well 
done, notwithstanding the bad weather and the depressing international 
situation. 

Of the tutors employed, 13 were members of the College Staff and there 
were 27 others in addition from outside. Gratitude is due to all of them 
for their co-operation. 

Summer School bursaries were awarded at the close of the Session to 
14 students and a bursary of £5 was awarded to a student to enable him 
to attend a short course at Coleg Harlech. The Department is grateful 
to Mr. H. M. Vaughan for a special donation of £5 5s. Od. for the provision 
of Summer School bursaries. 

A Tutors’ Conference was held at the College on May 26—27, when the 
subjects dealt with were (1) The Teaching of International Relations in 
Adult Education, (2) The Teaching of Geography, (3) Broadcasting and 
Adult Education. 

The Annual Rally of Extra-Mural students was held at the College on 
June 24th when an address was delivered by Mr. J. Edward Mason, M.A., 
Director of Education for Carmarthenshire. Some 240 people were present.

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LIBRARIES 


LIBRARIAN : Mr. ARTHUR AP GWYNN 


Statistics. A summary of figures relating to the work done during 
the Session is given below. Once again the number of books issued to 
readers shows a decrease parallel to the decrease in student numbers. 

Administration. A complete survey of the periodicals list has been 
undertaken during the Session, and, as a result, the Library Committee 
has been able to recommend the discontinuance of certain infrequently 
used periodicals and to substitute for them others of more immediate value. 
It was found advisable, rather than to discontinue entirely one expensive 
and relatively little-used journal, to place it on deposit in the National 
Library of Wales, to be subscribed for in future by that institution. It is 
hoped that it may be possible to extend this arrangement to other periodicals, 
to the benefit of both institutions. 

A report on the administration of the departmental libraries has been 
called for by the Library Committee and preliminary investigations are 
now being made by a sub-committee. 

General and Science Librvaries. A store-room in which books withdrawn 
from the open-access shelves may be stored has been provided. It is 
hoped to continue the process of withdrawing little-used books from the 
main shelves to provide room for recent accessions. The purchase of 
certain fairly long sets of periodicals, however, which it has been possible 
to acquire in consequence of the revision of the periodicals list, has caused 
fresh congestion in the periodicals section of the General Library and 
much shifting of classes has been found to be necessary. 

The scope of the collection of books of general interest in the General 
Library has been widened to include, in addition to books on art, books on 
general science and on music. It is proposed to add books on a still greater 
variety of topics in the future as opportunity and funds permit. Good 
use is made of the collection and there can be no doubt that it is of con- 
siderable cultural value. 


The Council of the College, in conjunction with the Council of the 
National Library of Wales and the Wales and Monmouthshire Branch 
of the Library Association, convened the 12th Conference on Libraries in 
Wales. The meetings, originally planned for the 29th of September to the 
ist of October, were postponed on account of the international crisis until 
November 3rd-5th, when in spite of the lateness of the season a successful 
series of meetings was held. 

A conference on library co-operation between university libraries, 


held in London in January, was attended by Professor Barbier and the 
Librarian.

Sie WARDEN: Mrs. K. GuTHKELCH 


It is a relief to be able to report a Session without further serious. 
incursions of the sea, although it must be admitted that the incomplete 
state of the sea-wall and promenade many months after the original damage 
was done by storms has given almost continual anxiety to those in authority. 
The work of repair, having been dropped for four or more calm summer 
months in 1938, was seriously begun again shortly before the Autumn 
gales were due; with the result that damage was again received when the 
students were in residence in Alexandra Hall,.on 23rd November, 1938. — 
In consequence, all front rooms had to be evacuated for the remainder 
of the term and some students were accommodated at the Brynawel Hotel. 
Others were squeezed in to all available rooms in the wings and back of 
Alexandra Hall and at Glen View. 
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‘After the Christmas vacation, when a more reassuring amount of 
sea-wall between Hall and high tides was discoverable, the front rooms 
were once again occupied. But the unusually high tides of February 
and March were awaited with some uneasiness, and complete plans were 
made with certain hotels and boarding-houses in the town for a possible 
evacuation of students. 

I am happy to report that, throughout these nerve-testing experiences, 
the women students showed steadiness and patience; and during the 
Sessional Examinations of June, 1939, came through the tests well. 

I am also happy to report excellent health among them all, save for 
one severe and long-drawn-out case of peritonitis, now happily recovered.

ECONOMICS AND POLITICAL SCIENCE 
PROFESSOR R. B. FORRESTER 


The work of the whole of the classes of Economics has been carried out 
on the usual lines. The Subsidiary class was conducted along with the 
class for University College, London, and a number of the courses, both 
Final and Honours, have been attended by students of University 
College, London. 

The work of the classes has been surprisingly good, under the circum- 
stances, and the standard was practically the same as in pre-war years. 
Owing to the presence of the London students, it has, of course, been a 
somewhat heavy year, although the number of our own students was some- 
what decreased.

EDUCATION 
PROFESSOR IDWAL JONES 


The work of the students in the Department of Education has been 
good and progress in general has been satisfactory. This year no registered 
student failed a University examination either at the Final or Post-graduate 
stage. The excellent attitude of all students, and particularly men students, 
towards their professional work, in spite of a disturbing period, deserves 
commendation. 

During the Session, two ex-students have had subjects approved for 
the M.A. degree and are making fair progress. One full-time student was 
registered for a scheme of study leading to the Ph.D. degree. 

School practice was as usual in a widespread area and the members 
of the Department are grateful to Directors of Education, Headteachers, 
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and members of staffs for their ungrudging help and unfailing courtesy. 
The visit to Birmingham, unfortunately, had to be cancelled. 

The Head of the Department and his colleagues were privileged to help 
in the work of arranging extra-classroom activities for Aberystwyth and 
evacuated children. The work was interesting and valuable from every 
point of view. 

The Department is indebted to Professor Cyril Burt, Mr. Montague 
Butler, Emeritus Professor C.R. Chapple, Mr. Sydney Herbert, Dr. E. Jones 
Parry, M. Stephan and Dr. Weiss for their lectures, and to Dr. Philpot for 
arranging psychological demonstrations to students in training. 

Interesting experiments were initiated by the Head of Department in 
conjunction with Miss M. A. Davidson and Miss I. M. Slade, of the Psych- 
ological Laboratory of University College, London.

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ENGLISH 
PROFESSOR J. W. H. ATKINS 


The work of students in the Department has been good and progress in 
general has been most satisfactory in spite of difficulties and distractions. 

No M.A. dissertation has been presented this year, but two students 
have been pursuing research work. Mr. M. James, B.A., has been studying 
“ The development of historical criticism in the 18th Century’; Mr. W. J. 
F. Davies, B.A., ‘“ The sea in Anglo-Saxon poetry,’’ and both have made 
good progress. ~ 

The Honours Class this year was above the average in quality, while 
the First Year Honours Class gave evidence of promise. 

Professors Barbier and D. Evans have once again given short courses of 
lectures on French and German literature and their help was much 
appreciated. 

The Head of the Department is retiring this year, and, while he looks 
back with pleasure on many happy associations with both colleagues and 
students, he also looks forward with confidence to the future of English 
studies in the College, under the direction of his successor, Mr. Gwyn Jones, 
to whom he would convey his best wishes for success in that task. 


FRENCH 
PROFESSOR ANDRE BARBIER 


In spite of great difficulties, work was carried on satisfactorily. Certain 
aspects of the subject had to be dropped, others modified, but the general 
level of studies was well maintained. In particular, good progress was made 
by students at the Subsidiary and First Year Honours stages. Of the 
thirteen candidates presented for Honours, two were placed in the First 
Class, three in the First Division and six in the Second Division of the Second 
Class, and two in the Third Class. Owing to the suspension of the arrange- 
ment between the Board of Education and the French Ministry of National 
Education, half the number of these candidates had been unable to spend a 
year in France before sitting their examination and this made an obvious 
difference in the results. 

Miss Dorothy Margaret Smith presented a dissertation on ‘‘Robert 
Garnier et quelques aspects de la poésie dramatique au xviéme siécle ”’ 
which was approved by the Board of Examiners, which recommended that 
she be admitted to the degree of M.A. 

Mr. Garnet Rees, M.A., was admitted to the degree of Doctor of the 
University of Paris. His thesis on ‘‘ Remy de Gourmont, Essai de bio- 
gtaphie intellectuelle ’’ is a very valuable contribution to the history of 
French literature of the late xixth century. 

A certain amount of co-operation was arranged with the Department of 
French of University College, London. Combined courses of Intermediate, 
Final and Honours grades were organised, and I delivered a special course of 
lectures to the London Honours students. 

Mr. J. Killa Williams was mobilised last September, and the Depart- 
ment lost his service for the whole Session. Mr. Garnet Rees was appointed 
Temporary Assistant in the Department until June, 1940. 
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Phonetics 
Dr. A.. B. . THOMAS 


Glasses were held in General Phonetics. Owing to time-table difficulties 
Phonetic Transcription had to be left to the third term. The failures were 
in this part of the work. I gratefully acknowledge the valuable help given 
by Mlle. Héléne Coustenoble of the Phonetics Department of University 
College, London, who delivered three lectures on ‘ The Sounds of French ’ 
and corrected French Phonetic Transcriptions.

GEOGRAPHY AND ANTHROPOLOGY 
PROFESSOR C. DARYLL FORDE 


The number of students registered for courses in the Department, 
eighty-one in all, showed little change from the previous Session. In 
addition, fifty-three University College, London, students of Geography and 
ten students of Anthropology were working in the Department, so that there 
was heavy pressure on accommodation and resources. With the willing 
co-operation of our two London colleagues, Professor C. B. Fawcett and 
Dr. R. E. Dickinson, a number of joint courses for Aberystwyth and London 
students were arranged. The re-organisation involved was ably directed 
by Mr. W. E. Whitehouse, acting as Head of Department in my absence at 
the opening of the Session. It worked very smoothly and afforded 
considerable mutual benefits. The quality of work achieved by students at 
all grades was more satisfactory than had been hoped for at the beginning 
of the Session and standards were entirely maintained. The work of the 
Second Year Honours Class was, as is indicated by the Degree Examination 
results, particularly satisfactory. 

Academic extra-mural activities have been somewhat curtailed by war 
conditions and voluntary defence duties rendered by members of the staff. 
Mr. Fogg read papers at the British Association meeting at Dundee in 
September last. I have been awarded the Wellcome medal of the Royal 
Anthropological Institute for research in applied anthropology. I was in 
Nigeria on the outbreak of war and, with the consent of the College, 
undertook emergency duties there, returning to this country in time to 
resume work here in the last week of the Michaelmas term.

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GERMAN 
PROFESSOR DaAvipD EVANS 


The work of the Department was maintained at its usual level. The 
presence of students and staff of the Department of German of University 
College, London, caused us cnly slight inconvenience. The teaching staffs 
collaborated in every way. Every endeavour will be made to keep the 
work of the Department up tc the standard of the past. 


HISTORY 
PROFESSOR R. F. TREHARNE 


Despite unsettling conditions which, especially in the four weeks 
immediately preceding the sessicnal examinaticns, might have been ex- 
pected to disturb studies very seriously, the students have sustained their 
efforts remarkably well. The two Honours years and the Final year stu- 
dents had especially good results, surpassing our earlier anticipations of 
their performances, as though the difficult times had challenged their best 
efforts instead of weakening their determination. On no previous 
occasion has the entire Final class passed the degree examinations ; yet, 
without any concessions on standards, such has been the case this year ; 
and if much of this success is due to the working of the tutorial system with 
reduced numbers of students, the students themselves deserve special 
commendation for their response. Only at the Intermediate stage has there 
been any sign whatsoever of slackness, and here the figures (scarcely half of 
the small class presented itself for examination) reinforce last year’s sug- 
gestion that, in normal conditions, this class should be discontinued as not 
worth the effort required to maintain it. 

On the post-graduate side, Mr. Brynmor Thomas, B.A., working under 
Mr. Herbert’s direction, and continuing the development mentioned in 
my last report, made excellent progress in his study of the French ‘‘noblesse”’ 
on the eve of the Revolution: unfortunately national service has now 
interrupted his work. Mr. Alun Davies, M.A., after working in France 
(under the direction of Professor G. Lefebvre of the Sorbonne), on another 
aspect of the study of the French Revolution, has just returned from Paris, 
which he left two days before the Germans occupied the city. 

' War conditions compelled us to abandon the third Vacation School of 
Revision Courses for History Teachers, projected at Aberystwyth by the 
Historical Association for the Easter Vacation of 1940; and for the same 
reason there have been no visiting American professors this year. The 
presence of the History Department of University College, London, how- 
ever, has added greatly to the interest and stimulus of the year, and we are 
grateful to Professor J. E. Neale, Mr. A. Cobban, and Mr. 5S. T. Bindoff for 
their valuable help, especially in taking over portions of our regular courses. 
in Economic History and in the History of Political Ideas, which would 
normally have been provided by Mr. Morris and Mr. Seton-Watson, both cf 
whom were absent on national service. Mr. Herbert, Mr. Johnston, and I 
are very glad that we have been able to assist Professor Neale and his 
colleagues.

Celtic Research and Palaeography 
Mr. Timotuy LEwis 


The Session was devoted mainly to further work on the Tribal System 


in Wales and Ireland. 


In October 1939 a long article was published on the “‘ Matter of the 


Gododin ’’—dealing with the various aspects of culture implied by the poem 


as well as with its topography and lexicography. 


In February, 1940, an article on some of the principal early inhabitants 


of Ireland and the new light thrown upon the subject by Welsh and English 
documents was published in Dublin. 


In June 1940, an article on ‘‘Bran the Blessed—an inquiry into Celtic 


Folk Lore ’’ was published. 


In June also a detailed inquiry into the Tribal System in Wales and 


Ireland was completed and the first half of it published. This examines the 
subject from the beginning till the well-known works of Dr. F. Seebohm and 
Sir Paul Vinogradoff were published. The question is treated now in the 
light of the older Welsh documents and with the aid of a new apparatus. 
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WELSH HISTORY 
PROFESSOR E. A. LEwiIs 


Courses in Welsh History as indicated in the table printed eisewhere 
were given during the Session. The Final Class proved itself to be a 
throughly interesting and enthusiastic group; the work of the majority 
of its members in the University examinations was exceptionally good. 
Both Honours candidates did much satisfactory and independent work. 
A former post-graduate student, Mr. Elwyn Evans, B.A., was awarded the 
M.A. degree for a distinctly significant contribution to the agrarian history 
of the Montgomeryshire regions of Arwystli and Cyfeiliog during the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries. 

DEA. Je ixoderick im addition to lecturing to the Intermediate Class 
in Welsh History, conducted Seminar Classes at the Honours stage in 
History for Aberystwyth and London students. On the research side, Dr. 
Roderick continued his study of some mediaeval aspects of the History of 
Cardiganshire, a section of which will be published in the next volume of the 
Transactions of the Cardiganshire Antiquarian Society. An article of his 
on “‘ The Four Cantreds”’ has been accepted for a forthcoming volume of 
the Bulletin of the Board of Celtic Studies, and during the Session he pub- 
lished two short articles in Welsh in the “‘ Efrydydd ” (Rhagfyr 1939 a 
Mawrth 1940). He also prepared a very useful pamphlet (now ready for 
publication) embodying an outline course of Thirty Lessons on Welsh 
History to the Act of Union for the use of teachers in Secondary Schools. 

War conditions necessitated a suspension of my work at the Public 
Record Office, London, on a Calendar of the Records of the Court of the 
Augmentations concerning Wales. Consequently, I was. mainly occupied 
with an investigation of some aspects of the History of Montgomeryshire as 
illustrated in the Powis and Wynnstay documents at the National Library 
of Wales. Three short studies were virtually completed :—(1) The Quarter 
Sessions of Montgomeryshire in Stuart Times; (ii) The Court Baron 
at work in Montgomeryshire from the Act of Union to the end of the 
eighteenth century ; (iii) A Study (with select extracts) of the Court Leet 
Records of the Borough of Machynlleth during the Elizabethan and Stuart 
periods. The first-named (1) is being published in the forthcoming volume 
of the Powysland Club Transactions, and (ii) and (iii) will follow as circum- 
stances and finances will allow. 


BOTANY 
PROFESSOR L. NEWTON 


One of the outstanding features of the Session has been the research 
work, which has progressed in spite of difficulties. The examination 
results show one Ph.D. and two M.Sc. awards, in addition to which it is 
hoped that a Ph.D. thesis will be presented at the September examination. 
Miss E. M. Canton, Ph.D., has completed an excellent piece of work on the 
autecology of the White Beak Sedge, a plant which plays an important role 
on the local peat-bogs. Mr. E. G. Davies, M.Sc., who left College last year, 
has prepared a thesis on the ecology of Pigyn Blaen Brefi, a peat bog above 
Llanddewi Brefi, and Mr. H. M. David, M.Sc., has completed a piece of 
work of high quality on one of the green marine algae. Mr. David has also 
commenced a survey of a portion of the shore and his results on re-colonisa- 
tion are especially interesting. 

Unfortunately, the work of Mr. Herbert foues has been interrupted by 
military service and it has not proved possible to continue his pot experi- 
ments on the effect of various fertilisers on soils polluted by lead and zinc. 
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This work had been undertaken in connection with the pollution of local 
rivers and it is hoped that it may be continued when international affairs 
permit. Meanwhile, observations are being taken and further data con- 
cerning the present condition of the rivers are being collected. 

The work of undergraduate students maintained a good average. Three 
students were placed in Class II (1) at the Honours examination and nine- 
teen students were successful at the Final grade. The Intermediate and 
Subsidiary classes did good work, and students of all grades, excepting 
Special Honours, joined us from University College, London. 

Iam indebted to many friends who have allowed me to use their gardens 
for class material and especially to Dr. Salter whose never failing generosity 
is greatly appreciated. ~ Mr. Willans has again made gifts to the library and 
I should especially like to record my appreciation of the many personal 
kindnesses to myself and my students from the occupants of farms adjacent 
to peat-bogs. 


CHEMISTRY 
PROFESSOR T. CAMPBELL JAMES 


During the Session the Honours and Research sections of the Depart- 
ment of Chemistry of University College, London (Professor Ingold with 


_four members of his teaching staff and ninety-eight students) have been 


accommodated at the Edward Davies Laboratories and the classes of the 
two Departments have been held in common. I desire with great pleasure 
to record the happy relationship which has existed throughout the Session 
between the members of the two Departments and to express my personal 
indebtedness to Professor Ingold and his colleagues fcr their supervision 
of the work of the Aberystwyth students during my enforced absence during 
the Lent term’. 

Lieut.-Colonel Hudleston and Captain D. Gwynne Davies have been 
absent on military service throughout the Session, and Mr. C. R. Bury has 
in consequence carried out a considerably increased amount of teaching 
work, research supervision and laboratory administration. 

The large Intermediate class was conducted entirely by Dr. W. M. 
Ashton, cf the Department of Agricultural Chemistry, with conspicuous 
SUCCESS. 

The Honours Class, consisting of eight members did very good work 
and the examination results, were satisfactory. 

At the beginning of the Session there were seven post-graduate students 
carrying out research work in the Department. With one exception, these 
have all been drafted to chemical work of national importance and the 
members of the Honours class are being drafted for s:milar work.

The work of the Department was conducted on the usual lines, except- 
ing that slight adjustments had to be made to the substance and arrange- 
ment of the courses to meet the requirements of the students of University 
College, London, taking Geology and Geography at all stages up to and 
including the Honours stage. Some assistance was given by Dr. L. J. 
Ghubb, of London University, in the teaching of Palaeontology and 
Stratigraphy to the combined Honours class. 

Although ne student failed in the University examinations, none dis- 
played especial brilliance, and the work in the College examinations, also, 
was not above the average in quality. 

There was no long excursion this Session, but local excursions were 
fully maintained and extended as far as Cader Idris and Dolgelley.

The. Session has been a very unsettling one, especially for the Honours 
Students, two of whom were serving soldiers and did not know until the 
Session was well advanced that they would be allowed to complete their 
courses. However, when they got the assurance that they would not be 
called upon until they had completed their examinations, they set to work 
with a will, with very satisfactory results. 

There were seven students of University College, London, in the 
Department, but there was no member of Staff to supplement the lectures 
given. This, together with the fact that their courses did not coincide in 
all respects with our courses, considerably increased the teaching work of 
Dr. Easthope and myself. 

The two research students and several Honours students who left last 
Session have been placed in technical posts under the Air Ministry.

PURE MATHEMATICS 
PROFESSOR V. C. MorTOoN 


The work done in the Department during the Session has been, on the 
whole, very satisfactory in spite of abnormal conditions. The most note- 
worthy feature has been the good quality of the first year students in the 
Subsidiary Class ; several show distinct promise. In the Honours examina- 
tion in Mathematics, one man had a First Class, one a Second Class, First 
Division, and one a Second Class, Second Division. 
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About twenty students of University College, London, have taken 
courses in the Department, Most of them have been working for their own 
examinations, but there has been no difficulty in fitting them into the 
appropriate classes. 


PHYSICS 
PROFESSOR E. J. WILLIAMS 


Last Session the number of students in the Department, thirty-five, was 
the lowest since the last-War and the increase to forty-five this year, though 
small, is welcome. In addition to our own students, the Department has 
this Session catered for sixty students from University College, London, 
under the charge of Dr. Chalklin (University College). 

Dr. R.M. Davies, senior lecturer in the Department, was granted leave 
of absence for the Session on his appointment to a Leverhulme Research 
Fellowship. Miss E. M. Williamson (Royal Holloway College) was engaged 
as temporary lecturer during Dr. Davies’s absence. 

Three research workers from the Department, Mr. G. E. Bennett, 
Mr. G. R. Evans and Mr. G. E. Roberts, qualified for the degree of Ph.D. 
of the University of Wales this Session. Mr. Bennett and Mr. Roberts now 
hold posts at the Royal Aircraft Establishment. The end of the Session 
came with only two research workers in the Department, and it is doubtful 


~whether we shall be able to continue research much longer in view of the 


increasing demand for physicists for war work. I have myself been engaged 
on such work at the Royal Aircraft Establishment since November, 1939, 
though I have been able to pay periodic visits to the Department. Mr. 
I. C. Jones has acted as deputy head of the Department during my absence. 

The investigation of cosmic radiation, which was actively pursued 
during the Session, led to the interesting discovery that the mesotron—one 
of the elementary particles of matter—transforms at the end of its life into 
another elementary particle, the electron.

The number of degree students was eighty from the University College 
of Wales and twelve from University College, London. 

The Department again provided, at the invitation of the Department of 
Education, a short course of lectures and laboratory work on the biological 
foundations of Hygiene for students in training as teachers. 

Research has been carried on by all members of staff and by the four 
research students who have spent their whole time in the Department, 
namely, Mr. Paul Bracey, Mr. T. Glyndwr Davies, Mr. Henry Evans and 
Mr. J. Morgan Jones; others also have carried out work during vacations 
and away from Aberystwyth. Dr. Watkin has been awarded the degree of 
D.Sc. The M.Sc. degree has been awarded to Mr. Paul Bracey for a thesis 
‘““On the Anatomy of three New Species of Monogenea of the Family 
Onotocotylidae, Fuhrmann 1928, with a redescription of Sgualonchocotyle 
grisea, Cerf. 1899” ; to Miss Maria Evans for “‘ Studies on the Biology of the 
Amphipod Corophium arenarium, Crawford”; to Miss Dilys O. Jones for 
“The Anatomy of three Digenetic Trematodes, Pvosovhynchus aculeatus, 
Odhner 1925, Lecithochirium rufovirdae (Rud.

My twenty- 
two years as head of the Department have been happy ones, and I hope not 
unprofitable, and I wish in retiring to thank Council for support in various 
ways. I feel that I have been fortunate indeed in my colleagues in the 
Department and [ thank them very specially for their co-operation. Dr. 
Watkin, who has worked with me as student or colleague ever since I came 
here myself, has done a great deal to further the prestige of the Department 
in relation to the study of Marine Zoology ; contributions of definite 1m- 
portance have been made to Helminthology by Dr. Gwendolen Rees, and to 
certain aspects of the physiology of freshwater organisms by Dr. J. R. E. 
Jones ; and it has been a great advantage to the Department on its applied 
side to have associated with it Mr. J. R. W. Jenkins. I also thank our 
Laboratory Steward, Miss Mary Williams, for never failing help and con- 
tinual cheerfulness. And on the personal side I feel that I could not havehad 
a more pleasant group of colleagues with whom to be associated. My 
successor, Professor T. A. Stephenson, an old student of the College and 
former member of staff of the Department, comes back to it with an already 
established reputation ; I wish him every success and happiness.

LAW 


PROFESSOR T. A. LEVI 


Owing to the outbreak of war I arranged with Professor Keeton for full 
co-operation between the College and the Faculty of Law of University 
College, London; and-these arrangements were maintained without a 
break throughout the Session. The Law Societies of Aberystwyth and 
London also collaborated, in the opinion of all of us, to our mutual benefit. 

As students were called up for service the numbers in the classes varied; 
but the following report is approximately correct.. The Aberystwyth 
Honours students in Law numbered 3. The Final Class in Jurisprudence 
was a large class numbering between thirty and forty ; it was composed 
equally of Aberystwyth and London students. The International Law 
class was similar in character, and in number. The course in Constitu- 
tional Law was the largest of all, including at one time from sixty to 
seventy students; this class was attended by students of Economics in 
University College, London; and I acted as Examiner for London stu- 
dents in this subject. The English Law courses were also made up of 
Aberystwyth and London students, the attendance numbering about thirty, 
equally divided between them. 

I would like to express our gratitude to Professor Keeton and his assistant 
lecturers of University College, London, for their most valuable contri- 
bution, assistance and encouragement throughout this difficult Session. 
They also took a prominent part in the work of the two Law Societies. 

The external work of the College among Articled Clerks was seriously 
interrupted at first: but the Central Wales Law School resumed its courses 
of study during the latter part of the Session. 

At the close of the Session I relinquished the work of the Faculty of 
Law, my former student and lecturer, Mr. D. J. Llewelfryn Davies, being 
appointed to carry on; the whole Law Department very generously and 
unitedly showed its good will in recognizing the modest opportunity for 
service with which I have so long been honoured by the College.

Final and Honourvs—Of the three Final students, two did some very 
good work. The Honours candidate, whose work throughout the Session 
was uniformly good, obtained a First Class in the June examination.

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Owing to war conditions, provisions made for courses of instruction were 
very considerably curtailed.

AGRICULTURAL ECONOMICS 
PROFESSOR A. W. ASHBY 


At the beginning of the Session it was anticipated that the Department 
would have special war duties or that it might be depleted of staff by 
recruitment for special services, consequently arrangements were made for 
Final students to take all their courses in the Department of Economics 
and Political Science, and the Academic Board of the University approved 
this course for the named students. Teachin ig and tuition was provided 
for the single candidate for Honours who produced as a dissertation an 
economic survey of a part of the Aeron Valley, Cardiganshire. Tuition was 
also provided for three candidates for Ph.D. in 1940, one candidate for 
Ph.D. to complete in 1942, and one prospective candidate for Ph.D. in his 
year of preliminary training. Assistance was also given to a candidate for 
the M.A. degree who was completing a survey of retail trading in Lianelly. 
Four post-graduate degrees, three Ph.D. and one M.A., were awarded. 

In September, Mr. E. Llewelyn Harry was seconded to the Glamorgan 
War Agricultural Executive Committee to become Executive Officer. Notice 
was received from the Ministry of Agriculture that it would need special 
services of Advisers, and the Department was held ready to give whatever 
service was required. Enquiries and analyses of records have been under- 
taken for the purpose of making periodic reports on (a) prices of feedingstufts, 
(b) wages and earnings of labour and labour costs, (c) current costs of milk 
production, and (d) general reports on economic conditions in Welsh agricul- 
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ture. Mr. Pryse Howell has been specially concerned with milk costs and 
some prices ; Mr. J. H. Smith with labour supply and costs and other prices ; 
while all members of staff have contributed to the reports on general econ- 
omic conditions. 

I have personally been concerned with some special advisory work in 
connection with the Ministry of Agriculture, and recently have been ap- 
pointed a member of the Scientific Committee on Food Policy of the War 
Cabinet. 

In spite of this special work, the Department has continued most of 
its activities in research and advisory work. Contacts with farmers 
include about 100 general farm accounts completed ; 100 financial survey 
records ; 65 milk costs ; and 67 poultry enterprise accounts. The last item 
has recently been reduced owing to the dispersal of flocks, but about 60 
accounts are still being kept. 

Owing to war distractions, there was practically no demand for extra- 
mural lectures last winter, but there was a very considerable demand fer 
advisory work, with individuals, groups of farmers, and societies. Several 
general advisory circulars and letters were issued to farmers with whom the 
Department maintains continual contact.

DAIRY BACTERIOLOGY

Dairy students were transferred to iteading University in Octcber, 
but Short Courses have been organised since April. The curtailing of 
teaching has given the staff of the Department an opportunity of carrying 
out additional advisory and investigational work. 

In connection with advisory work, 12,885 samples of dairy products and 
water were examined bacteriologically, whilst 412 samples of milk were 
examined chemically. Seventy-four farms and factories were visited during 
the course of this work. Extra-mural lectures were given at eleven centres.

Wartime conditions have seriously affected the usual work of the 
Department, but it is gratifying to report that a considerable number of 
students have qualified and taken up positions in the dairy industry during 
themyealy 

Twelve of our students gained the National Dairy Diploma this Session, 
and all of them obtained posts without difficulty. 

Miss J. A. Tudor left us during the Session and it is pleasing to record 
appreciation of her very faithful and valuable services as Temporary 
Instructress over a period of five-years. 

After experiencing a very satisfactory period of operations in the Dairy 
Buildings at the beginning of the Session, the resumption of normal con- 
ditions is eagerly anticipated. 


ADVISORY ZOOLOGY 
Mr. J. R. W. JENKINS 
Owing to the outbreak of hostilities, the amount of time devoted to 


lectures was, by official request, drastically curtailed. A few lectures were, 
however, given on special subjects to Honours students in the Department 
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of Zoology. Two past students of that Department, whose studies had 
been directed and supervised, successfully submitted theses in candidature 
for the degree of M.Sc. 

The general survey of the pests of the College Area has been continued, 
and both pest and host lists have been augmented. The outbreak of hos- 
tilities caused an immediate decrease in the number of requests for advice, 
but this initial decrease has been more than offset by the very numerous 
requests which have since been received. 

Technical assistance and advice was again given to the Crymmych 
Seed Potato Growers’ Association, the acreage producing high grade disease- 
free seed having been more than doubled this season. 

The large scale dusting experiment on the control of Clover Seed Weevils 
in Montgomeryshire, referred to in last year’s report, proved to be extremely 
successful. In some cases yields were almost trebled, and the financial 
gain to growers was great. Dusting has again been carried out this season. 

The national ploughing up of grassland policy made the wireworm 
problem a matter of prime importance, and the Adviser, in common with the 
other Advisers of the country, has conducted a survey of the wireworm 
population of such land. A sampling technique has been evolved whereby 
a close estimate of the wireworm population can be made. 

These estimates have been correlated with subsequent crop damage, 
and Advisers are now in a position to give a considered opinion, after samp- 
ling, as to what crops should or should not follow grass on any particular 
field. An assistant for this work was provided by the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, and it seems likely that considerable further expansion may occur. 


THE WELSH PLANT BREEDING STATION 


DIRECTOR: SIR R. GEORGE STAPLEDON 


During the period under review the Director and other members of the 
staff continued with the tour of the grasslands of the English counties, 
which was referred to in last year’s report. At one time it was feared that 
it might not be quite completed because of the new conditions created by 
the outbreak of the war, but by a special effort the whole ground was 
covered. The preparation of the maps is also now nearing completion, and 
it is expected that all these data will prove to be of immense value in relation 
to present and future developments. 

The survey has already served the purpose of emphasizing the poor 
cendition of some areas. That such areas did exist was previously known, 
but their extent was seldom, if ever, realized. Some of this almost derelict 
land is of such a character that although it may require great practical skill 
as well as technical knowledge to reclaim, it may eventually become really 
and persistently very valuable in relation to increased food production. 

The matter has been deemed to be of such importance that it has been 
taken in hand by the Ministry of-Agriculture. About six hundred acres of 
very heavy derelict land in Warwickshire has been taken over as the founda- 
tion of a Grassland Improvement Station, and although the new scheme 
is in no sense part of the Welsh Plant Breeding Station, the Director has 
been appointed to be the Director of the new Station also. 

Up to the outbreak of the war the work of the Welsh Plant Breeding 
Station was proceeding normally on the basis outlined in last year’s report. 
Several members attended the Seventh International Genetics Congress 
at Edinburgh, and took leading parts in some of the discussions. Un- 
fortunately the imminence of war disturbed, but did not very appreciably 
curtail, the proceedings. 
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The outbreak of war did not immediately affect either the staff or the 
work to the extent that was anticipated, but the Director was at once 
appointed to act on a Departmental Committee and on the Ministry of 
Agriculture’s Scientific Advisory Panel. The importance of an increase in 
direct food production was, however, realized, and particularly the increase 
in the amcunt of seed of the various new strains and varieties of cereals, 
grasses and clovers. Consequently, an effort was made to bring more of 
the Station’s land under a modified general farming scheme. This meant 
some change in the experimental work, but, as far as possible, care was 
taken that no severe loss of data should result. 

Although not as great as anticipated, the call upon the services of 
members of the staff in an advisory capacity in the early days of the war 
and later was quite appreciable, but it was not until early June, 1940, that 
the opportunity of being of direct and immediate service appeared. Now, 
several members of the staff have been seconded to various Welsh counties 
so that their special technical knowledge may be available in connection 
with the survey of farms with a view to bringing all the land into a state of 
greater productivity while at the same time maintaining or improving its 
fertility. 

This may mean that such members of staff may be away for long 
periods with only very brief visits to the Station. As far as possible, how- 
ever, steps will be taken to safeguard genetical material and the basic 
material of improved strains. In addition, it is realized that the breaking 
up of so much grassland at the present time will probably mean at some 
future date the re-grassing of large areas, and for this purpose the seed of 
the Station-bred strains of grasses and clovers should prove of particular 
value. Consequently, and also in view of the fact that normal supplies of 
some seeds are at least temporarily closed, even greater efforts than before 
are being made with the multiplication of the strains and the increase in the 
amount of seed available. With the co-operation of the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, the representatives of the Seed Trade and the Seed Growers’ Associa- 
tions, a system of seed inspection of grass and clover seed crops has been 
inaugurated, and during the month of May seed crops amounting to a total 
of 1,516 acres, distributed in many counties in England and Scotland, 
were inspected by certain members of staff. 

When war broke out, plans were well in hand for the erection of 
additional greenhouses at the gardens, but in view of the general situation 
this work was not proceeded with. On the other hand, it has long been 
felt that the existing arrangements in connection with seed cleaning and 
drying were not satisfactory, and a Ministry of Agriculture grant on a f£ for 
£ basis will enable us to make substantial improvements in this direction. 

The Cahn Hill Improvement Scheme has now become an integral part 
of the Welsh Plant Breeding Station, and a special grant of £1,531 has been 
allocated by the Ministry of Agriculture for its maintenance for the academic 
year 1939-40. This, however, represents a substantial reduction in the in- 
come cf the Scheme as compared with previous years, and the experimental 
work has, therefore, been reluctantly curtailed, while the tractcrs owned by 
the Scheme have been employed to a considerable extent on contract work 
in the counties. 

The new swards on the hills are maintaining their improvement to a 
very high degree. This is reflected in the increased stock-carrying capacity 
of these pastures.

Imperial Bureau of Pastures and Forage Crops

In addition to the routine work of producing the regular quarterly 
issues of Herbage Abstracts and Herbage Reviews noted below, the Bureau 
has published four new Bulletins and one Joint Publication, thereby com- 
pleting the extensive publication programme in hand when war broke out. 
One of these (No. 29) is a completely new edition of Bulletin 14 and is a 
symposium of articles by Australian authorities on the grasslands of that 
country and their improvement. Two of the other Bulletins are collec- 
. tions of articles by Scandinavian specialists, some of which had to be trans- 
lated into English, a part of the work of the Bureau in making available to 
English readers the technique and experience of investigators writing in 
lesser known European languages. The Bureau was fortunate in receiving 
the manuscripts of all these articles before the various countries became 
included in the theatre of war. 

The two remaining Bulletins were concerned with research on American 
grassland problems, and the control of weeds respectively. The former 
stressed the importance of the plant covering as a protective factor in any 
soil conservation programme. The Bulletin on weeds is one of the largest 
and most ambitious yet attempted by the Bureau. 

An indication of the success of the Bureau publications among specialists 
in all parts of the world is given by the following figures of receipts from 
sales from 1932 to 1939:

EXTRA-MURAL STUDIES 
Directoy: THE REVEREND HERBERT MORGAN 


Coming as it did so near the time when active preparations are usually 
made to take up the winter’s work, the declaration of war naturally caused 
a good deal of hesitation and led to the withdrawal of a considerable number 
of the applications for classes that had been made in May and June. The 
result was a drop of thirty per cent in the total number of classes as com- 
pared with those of Session 1938-39. In the difficult circumstances, the 
Board of Education issued new regulations with a view to relaxing the 
requirements that previously governed the payment of grant. 

Both tutors and students had to face not only black-out conditions 
but also a winter of unusual severity and it is gratifying to record that, 
thanks to steadfastness and co-operation, a favourable judgment can be 
passed on the work as a whole. 

In addition to the work which is recorded in the following pages, the 
Resident Tutors did a certain amount of pioneer work in the form of single 
lectures and short series of lectures. In the Southern areas inter-class 
debates and similar group meetings were held at convenient centres. Of 
the twenty-seven tutors, three were Resident Tutors, five were members 
of the internal College Staff, two were members of the Staff of University 
College of London, and the remaining seventeen were graduates who were 
otherwise employed, mainly as teachers and ministers. 

Of the thirty-nine classes, eighteen were conducted in English, fifteen 
in Welsh, and the remaining six may be described as bilingual. 

It is fortunate that Coleg Harlech is able to carry on its summer 
activities and Summer School Bursaries have now been awarded to fifteen 
students to enable them to attend the various courses that have been 
arranged at that centre. 

To our great regret it was not found practicable to hold the usual 
summer rally of extra-mural students at the College and only a small 
informal group of tutors could be got together during the summer term. 
One of the subjects discussed was “‘ Adult Education in War-time.” 

As this is my final departmental report, I may be permitted to take 
leave of the Department with an expression of good wishes for its future 
under my successor—whom I most cordially welcome—and of heartfelt 
gratitude for many forms of generous and reliable co-operation during 
these twenty years, with a special mention of what I owe to the office staff.

Statistics—A summary of figures relating to the work done during the 
Session is printed below. Although the total figure of issues to readers is 
nearly double that of the previous Sessicn, it is to be borne in mind that the 
number of students is also proportionately greater. 

Administration—In spite of difficulties resulting from war corditions, 
it has been possible to maintain in general supplies of new books and of 
periodicals. Up to May of 1940 it was possible even to secure the most 
important German periodicals, although very few German books were 
available. Later, however, neutral sources of supply were stopped, and at 
present the only foreign publications received are those coming from 
America. 

Progress was made with the inquiry into the administration of depart- 
mental libraries, and the sub-committee making the inquiry was able to 
complete its report. 

The presence in College of 500 University College, London, students 
has taxed the seating capacity of the General Library. It was found pos- 
sible to utilise certain trestle tables and to borrow 120 chairs, for the loan of 
which thanks are due to the authorities of the Parish Hall. The authorities 
of University College, London, in response to a request for additional staff, 
were good enough to transfer to Aberystwyth two members of their Library 
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staff. For two periods, in response to requests made by students, certain 
parts of the Library have been opened at night. 

University College, London, students have been allowed the same 
facilities for borrowing and use of the Library in general as Aberystwyth 
students. It has been necessary, however, to reduce the maximum number 
of volumes allowed out at one time to both sect ons of students.

The plan for putting in central heating during the long vacation of 1939 
was postponed until the sea-wall was complete, and Alexandra Hall was 
clcsed for some weeks. It was then toc late to entertain any tenants, such 
as the National Young Life Campaign, but a short Dairy Bacteriologists’ 
Conference had been housed from 27th June to Ist July. At Carpenter 
Hall the usual Clergy Schocl was accommodated from 10th July—15th 
July, and the Workers’ Educational Association for four weeks from 22nd 
July. 

The Session 1939-40 brought with it for the Hostels evacuated London 
students, and we have made every effort to make them happy and com- 
fortable. At Alexandra Hall I started the Session with one-hundred-and- 
eighty-two students, making with staff a total of over two hundred women 
under the roof, far too large a number for real comfort. Of the London 
students a certain number were later allowed by the London tutors to go 
out into rooms in the town and the pressure of space was somewhat lightened. 
The health of the students was good, save for a few cases of influenza duving 
the very cold weather, and a few cases of German measles. 

The number of students (London and Aberystwyth) at Carpenter Hall 
was forty-eight. 

It is with regret that I have to record the death of Mrs. Hart, who was 
Warden of Plynlymon for many years.
